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PREFACE. 








Tue period comprised within the present volume was 
fertile in important changes. For seven years the white 
staff, which symbolised the high office of Lord Treasurer, 
had been in the hands of Richard Weston, Earl of Portland, 
The highest hopes had been entertained of his official 
ability. He had filled the position of Chancellor of the 
Exchequer with applause, and had even managed to stand 
well with Parliaments, which his Sovereign, and the 
Duke of Buckingham, his patron, had found entirely 
unmanageable. In the post of Lord Treasurer, Lord 
Portland soon lost all popular good opinion. It has indeed 
been often said that he effected great improvements in the 
state of the public finances, and that, if he had lived, the 
King might have been rescued from those pecuniary. diffi- 
culties which were one source, and perhaps the main source, 
of his continual trouble. ‘The papers we have calendared do 
not favour any such idea. They rather represent the Earl 
as a man raised by the Lord Treasurership above himself ; 
one, who under the combined influences of self-inflation and 
ill health affronted every one who approached him, and 
kept a balance in the Exchequer mainly by driving off 
righteous claimants by acts of arrogance and superciliousness. 
Few persons, it is said, were ever hardy enough to face him 
asecond time. To the great mass of the people who had 
no Official intercourse with him he was no less distasteful, 
as the known leader of the party at Court which was friendly 
to Spain, and, if not a Roman Catholic himself, the head of 
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a family which had recently gone over to Rome. His letters 
as Lord Treasurer are seldom met with. Those calendared 
in this volume are the best we have seen, but they are 
more distinguished by servility to his royal master than by 
any indication of statesman-like or general ability ; the 
following, poor as it is, is the most attractive we can find :— 


Lorp Treasurer PortLanp To Sir Henry Vane, 
CoMPTROLLER OF THE HousEHOLD.

“Comptroller,—I shall be now out of all your debts. I will not 
have a letter to answer when we meet. Only tell Henry Percy, 
if he quarrel with me, I will know whether he be not engaged. 

“The principal end of this is to bring me from you the certainty 
of his Majesty’s resolution where we shall meet him. Here is some 
opinion the smallpox will keep him from Windsor, but I beseech 
you remember my humble duty to him and tell him I never longed 
more to wait uponhim than now. His public and private affairs 
require it. And that I do observe the rule he gave me long since, 
to believe nothing of those things which may seem of importance, 
and are brought to me, till] speak with him. God preserve him and 
send us all a good meeting.

This man “ of big looks,” as Clarendon terms him, “ and 
of a mean and abject spirit,” was distinguished by great 
acquisitions and enormous expenditure ; but nothing could 
make him either popular with others, or happy in himself. 
Suspicious of the designs of other leading men about the 
Court, he sought to maintain himself solely by the King’s 
favour, which he endeavoured to obtain by the most un- 
bounded submission. Towards everybody but the King, his 
conduct was that of astounding imperiousness. After a long 
illness, which probably was the occasion of many of his dis- 
agreeable qualities, he died on the 13th March 1634-5, “unla- 
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mented by any ;” to resume the words of Clarendon, “ bitterly 
“ mentioned by most who never pretended to love him; and 
“ severely censured and complained of by those who expected 
‘¢ most from him and deserved best of him ; and left a nu- 
“ merous family which was in a short time worn out, and yet 
“ outlived the fortune he left behind him.” * 

The world looked towards Lord Cottington, the able 
Chancellor of thé Exchequer, as Lord Portland’s successor ; 
but there were influences about the Court which few people 
understood. To the amazement of everybody the Trea- 
surership was immediately put into Commission, the Areh- 
bishop of Canterbury being the Chief Commissioner, with 
the Earl of Manchester, Lord Cottington, and the two 
Secretaries of State, Coke and Windebank, as his coadjutors. 
In the present volume we have a valuable series of notes of 
the proceedings of these Commissioners taken by Sec. Win- 
debank. They evidence the characteristic energy with which 
the Archiepiscopal first Lord threw himself into the new 
kind of business which thus devolved upon him. Every de- 
partment was instantly subjected to enquiry, all accountants 
were called upon for a return of their receipts and payments 
for five years past. At the end of a fortnight a new spirit of 
activity was infused into the royal service, and every public 
servant was made conscious that to increase the revenue of 
the Crown was the one great object at which he was to aim. 





* Clarendon states that “the King was pleased twice to pay the Earl 
of Portland’s debts; at least towards it, to disburse 40,000/. in ready 
money out of the Exchequer.” The authority on which this assertion is 
founded is probably. a paper published in the Clarendon Papers under the 
date of 21st October 1634 ; but it scarcely supports Clarendon’s view of 
this transaction. It would seem from that paper that when the Earl, then 
Sir Richard Weston, was appointed Lord Treasurer, he made the King 
acquainted that he was unable to support that dignity out of his own 
estate, whereupon the King gave him leave to “acquire some means to 
himself, by such suits and businesses which passed through his hands.” 
The paper contains a list of gratuities which he thus obtained. Several 
of them amounted to more than 1,000/. each. For a lease of “ the sugar,” 
taken by Burlamachi, the lessee paid the Lord Treasurer 9,000/., Sir 
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What was thought of this new appointment, in which 
Church and State were brought into a relationship which 
had not subsisted since the days of Henry VI., may be con- 
jectured from the cautious words of Dr. Matthew Nicholas, 
brother of Edward Nicholas the secretary of the Admiralty. 
Dr. Nicholas was an outward worshipper of Archbishop 
Laud, a royal chaplain, beneficed in the neighbourhood of 
Salisbury, and a prebendary of that cathedral. He thus 
writes privately to his brother on the 17th March 1634-5, 
the day after the Archbishop had first taken his seat at the 
Treasury Board : 

“The news of my Lord Treasurer’s death hath in our ears here 
outrun the voice of his sickness. It is the condition of great men, 
they are dead before we conceive them to be mortal. Many that 
loved him not fear his successor may be worse, and they seldom 
find it better that affect a change ; the greatest loss Iam sensible 
of in him is that he was your honourable friend. The King’s 
service, I doubt not, will find more men of sufficiency, and the 
Archbishop's ability and integrity both make him capable of as 
much employment as may be for his honour, but to manage all can 


be no better than a glorious burthen.” (Vol. eclxxxv. No. 11.) 


The death of the Earl of Portland was followed in a fort- 
night by that of Sir Robert Naunton, Master of the Court 
of Wards. ‘This high office, the exact functions of which 
have become so entirely obsolete, that we can now, for- 
tunately, but imperfectly understand them, was one of great 
importance to the Crown, the Court over which the Master 
presided being the source of a large revenue. Naunton 





Allen Apsley, Victualler of the Navy, paid him at several times 10,000/., 
Sir Cornelius Vermuyden redeemed the Lord Treasurer’s part of a joint 
adventure in “the lead mines,” by a payment of 6,000/. The King 
gave him in cash 10,000/., and also bestowed upon him a third part of 
the imposition on coals which produced 4,000/. The total sum received 
from all these sources was 44,500/. (Clarendon Papers, i. 158, ed. 1767.) 
Besides these “gratuities,” it is further stated by Clarendon that Lord 
Portland had grants from the King of Chute Forest and much other 
land, so that Clarendon did not mean that 40,000/. represented the whole 
value of the public property which this Lord Treasurer diverted to his 


own use. 
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was an aged man, he had presided over the Court for about 
twelve years, and was probably wedded to the mode of 
transacting business which had prevailed during his time. 
The notion was entertained that his Court could be made 
more productive. Changes were desired to be effected. 
But Naunton was out of health and unable to attend to 
business. The King or the government was impatient of 
delay and suggested his retirement. At the same time it 
was determined that Lord Cottington should be appointed 
his successor. A former promise of the King to confer the 
office on the Earl of Salisbury, son of Sir Robert Cecil and 
grandson of Lord Burghley, both of whom had held the 
same office for many years, stood in the way; but that was 
got rid of in a letter, which is calendared at p. 529, from the 
original draft prepared by Lord Cottington himself. When 
that letter was written, the vacancy of the office was evidently 
anticipated to arise immediately, but after perhaps a month 
Naunton still lived on, and although enfeebled by age, 
disease, and domestic troubles, scrupled about retiring, and 
looked forward hopefully to a restoration of his usefulness. 
To compel his retirement, some one proposed to issue a 
commission to inquire whether his continued absence was 
not a hindrance to the King’s service. Naunton. was in- 
formed of this ‘new devised commission,” and from his sick 
bed addressed an appeal to the King. It is dated 5th March 
1634-5, and is calendared at p. 562. Some passages of 
this letter will show its character and the position of the 
melancholy suppliant : 

“ Sire,—It hath been the joy and comfort of my life hitherto (as 
God best knows) that I have been no improsperous servant to your 
royal father or yourself, neither will I ever desire to live to your 
disservice. Your Majesty was graciously pleased to accept of 
one extraordinary trial of my dutiful conformity to your good 
pleasure in the wardship of my wife’s son,* for which you then

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vouchsafed me your princely thanks. Knew you the continual 


domestical martyrdoms which I have suffered ever since, [which] 
have given me this sickness, and will give me death if your Majesty 
shall give credi[t to] those causeless, yea senseless and frenetic 
clamours which she and her instruments [have] raised against me, 
your Majesty would commiserate my case more, and comfort me 
that have so much need of comfort. 

“If your Highness will not be pleased to expect the trial of my 
health’s recovery until the next term, (which they that understand 
the course of that Court best, do know you may do without pre- 
judice or disprofit), sir, 1 am the humblest of your servants, that 
cannot lift up a thought against you, but am and ever will be ready 
to render up my patent at your command, without troubling any 
commissioners whatsoever, which my most confident assurance of 
your princely nobleness and goodness gives me yet the hope that 
you will most graciously accept of and give me leave to conclude 
with that of the distressed poet to his great Augustus: 

“ Tpse licet sperare vetes, sperabimus, atque 
Hoe unum fieri, Te prohibente, potest.” 
« Your Majesty’s most obedient 
and faithful servant, 


‘ ROBERT NAUNTON.* 
“ Scribbled out of my sick bed, 


this fifth of March 1634. 
[Addressed] “ To his sacred Majesty.” 


The King sent the Earls of Carlisle and Dorset and the 
two Secretaries to wait upon the dying functionary. 





Walter Earl of Essex and Lettice his wife, afterwards Countess of 
Leicester. The son above alluded to was doubtless a son of Sir William 
Lower, to whom Penelope had been married before her union with 
Naunton. By Naunton she had only one son born alive, named James, 
after King James, his godfather. He died at the age of little more than 
two years, on the 12th March 1624-5. Their only daughter Penelope 
was married to Paul, second Viscount Bayning. According to Garrard, 
the news’ writer, the match was concluded by Naunton himself “ contrary 
to his wife’s will,” for which he adds “they are extremely fallen out.” 
(Strafford Corresp., i. 227). Lord Bayning died in 1638, leaving a 
daughter and his wife with child.

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Whether the King advised his retirement, or whether the 
royal messengers urged it of their own accord, does not 
appear, but he retired, with some gracious promises from the 
King, expressed in general terms. Shortly afterwards he 
applied for payment of his pension granted by James I., but 
long since stopped by the Earl of Portland, whose policy it 
was to stay all payments which were classed under the. 
head of “bounties.” On refusal of the amount Naunton 
again applied to the King in the following petition :— 


“To tHe Kina’s MOST EXCELLENT Magesty. 


“THE Petition of Sm Rosert Navunton, Knight, one of your 
Majesty’s most honourable Privy Council. 


“ Humbly sheweth that whereas your royal father, of blessed 
memory, was graciously pleased to grant unto your petitioner a 
pension, under the great seal, of 1,000/. per annum during your 
petitioner’s natural life, for services then done unto himself, to be 
paid unto him out of the Custom House, or out of the Exchequer ; 
which was after confirmed and transmitted, for the most ready 
payment thereof, to be paid him out of the revenues of your Court 
of Wards, under your Majesty’s own privy seal; whereof there is 
a great arrear due unto your petitioner. 

“His humble suit unto your Majesty is, that according to your 
Majesty’s most gracious promises, delivered in general terms unto 
your petitioner by the Earl of Carlisle, the Earl of Dorset, and both 
your Secretaries, your Majesty will be graciously pleased for to 
give particular order for the payment of the said arrear unto your 
petitioner, it having been so long forborne, and being a great part 
of your petitioner’s estate, which he hath left to maintain himself 
and his family. 

“ And as bound in duty he shall pray for your 
Majesty’s ever happiness.* 
[Indorsed by Sec. Coke] “Sir Robert Naunton.” 


The death of the petitioner followed hard upon the 
presentation of this petition.t It is to be hoped that

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it was not hastened by the delay or the refusal of his 
request. 

The piteousness of Sir Robert Naunton’s appeal reminds 
us of a petition to the King from another eminent 
servant of the State who was got rid of during the period 
comprised within this volume—Sir Roserr Hearn, for 
many years Attorney General and afterwards Lord Chief 
Justice of the Common Pleas. For some reason which does 
not appear, probably for want of suppleness in the King’s 
service, although it is difficult to believe that the writer of 
the following petition was not supple enough for anything, 
the King determined to remove Sir Robert from his office 
of Chief Justice. A rumour of the impending blow reached 
the ears of the intended victim. He immediately addressed 
the King in the following terms :— 


‘To tHe Kina’s MOST EXCELLENT MAJEsTY. 


“THE humble petition of your Majesty’s most humble and most 
loyal and now most distressed and disconsolate subject, Sir 
ROBERT HEATH, Knight, Chief Justice of your Majesty’s Court 
of Common Pleas. 

“In all humbleness sheweth, that to his unspeakable grief he 
hath very lately understood, that your Majesty hath declared your 
resolution to remove him from this place, and from your Majesty’s 
service. The loss of the place is very extreme unto him, his estate 
being weak and his charge great, but the apprehension of your 
Majesty’s heavy displeasure doth by many degrees exceed it, he 
therefore doth in all humility postrate himself at your Majesty’s 
feet, begging your gracious pardon for any errors past, which in so 
many years’ service cannot but be many. God’s mercy is extended 
over his justice, your Majesty is God’s deputy on earth, and in 
mercy and goodness doth imitate that great pattern. I humbly 
beseech your Majesty look back with an eye of pity upon the 
deplorable estate of him, his wife anaé five sons, who are all ruined 
if your Majesty shall totally withdraw your favour. But being 
supported by your gracious hand, in such measure as in your great 
wisdom and goodness you shall think fit (which he shall use with 
all duty and moderation) he hopeth to live to do your Majesty 
acceptable service, and he, his poor wife and children, shall bless 
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God for your goodness, and daily and devoutly pray for your 
Majesty’s long life and happy reign. 


. “This petition I do humbly acknowledge. 
; “Ro, Heatu.”* 


It is painful to think that the loss of any place could have 
driven a man of eminence to such an excess of self-degrada- 
tion. The petition failed. Sir Robert again took his station 
at the bar and brought himself before the King’s notice by 
papers on subjects of taxation read by him at the Com- 
mittee for Trade where the King was continually present 
(pp. 513, 530). He also addressed his successor on the 
Bench in a letter designed to show his continued and 
peculiar feelings of loyalty (Vol. cclxxvii., No. 37.). His 
servility obtained its reward. On the 12th October 1636 
he was appointed King’s Serjeant; on the 23rd January 
1641 he took his seat again upon the Bench as a Judge of 
the King’s Bench; on the 13th of the following May he 
was appointed Master of the Court of Wards; and finally, 
in 1643 he attained the dignity of Lord Chief Justice of 
the King’s Bench as successor to Sir John Bramston. The 
civil war drove him into exile, and he died at Calais on the 
30th August 1649. 

Another occasion of legal change which took place at this 
time was the death of Sm Tuomas Ricuarpson, Lord Chief 
Justice of the King’s Bench, a judge celebrated for many 
witticisms, some of which were popular enough to find their 
way into the jest-books of his period. A letter of his, calen- 
dared in the present volume at p. 70, proves the jealous 
watchfulness with which the King regarded the conduct of 
the Judges and the exemplary submissiveness of this 
facetious Lord Chief Justice. Richardson had displeased 
the King by his conduct on the Western Circuit in relation 
to the suppression of wakes (see Introduction to our last 
vol. of Calendar, p. xvii.), and was consequently forbidden 
to ride that circuit again. It had long been his customary

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portion of the business of the assizes, and after a time he 
procured Lord Cottington to apply to the King to withdraw 
his prohibition. The application was without success. The 
Chief Justice submitted with the best possible grace. He 
protested that he desired no circuit but. what pleased his 
Majesty, and wished to God that his Majesty would appoint 
him that circuit where, in his great wisdom he conceived 
Sir Thomas might do him most and best service, for that 
would most and best please him; “ only,” the Judge pro- 
ceeded, “I do most humbly beseech him that he would be 
“pleased so to consider me, as that by my meanness the 
“‘ place which I hold by his royal favour may not receive 
“ any disgrace or prejudice, and then I am ready to ride 
* any circuit in the kingdom, be it longest or most painful, 
“as Yorkshire or Shropshire.” (Vol. cclxix.,; No. 55.) 

The next of the great lawyers, whose deaths are to be 
noted in connexion with our present volume, was, in many 
respects, the most remarkable of the whole—Sir Epwarp 
Coxe. It does not lie within our province to consider his 
professional reputation. Sir James Whitelocke, who fre- 
quently pleaded before him, and knew him as a judge as 
well as any man, has testified to his judicial honesty, most 
emphatically :—‘*‘ Never man was so just, so upright, free 
“ from corruption, solicitations of great men or friends, as he 
“was. Never put counsellors that practised before him to 
“‘ annual pensions of money or plate to have his favour, In 
** all cases before him, the counsellor might assure his client 
* from the danger of bribery, the secret mischief growing by 
“ wife, children, servants, chamber-motions, great or small ; 
“and the most religious and orderly man in his house that 
** lived in our state.” His books bear witness to his perfect 
acquaintance with the whole circle of legal knowledge: His 
published speeches evidence the power, if not the grace, of 
his oratory. Of his services as a patriot, the Petition of 
Right will ever stand a memorable proof. 

In the preface to the Calendar of State Papers, 1629-1631, 
p- XXVi., we printed an extract from a letter which showed 
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what interest, not to call it fear, was excited in the mind of 
the King by the rumour of a publication then said to be 
meditated by Sir Edward Coke. The great influence of his 
Opinion is admitted:—‘ He is held too great an oracle 
‘*‘ amongst the people, and they may be misled by anything 
“‘ that carries such an authority, as all things doth that he 
** either speaks or writes.” Coke, who was then nearly eighty 
years of age, was suffering from an illness which it was 
thought would be fatal to him. The King commanded, 
that if it turned out that Coke was in any danger, care 
should be taken to seal up his study, so that, if he died, his 
papers might either be used for the royal service or be 
destroyed. At that time he recovered, but now again he 
appeared to be at death’s door. The King’s previous 
anxiety respecting his papers recurred, and in July, 1634, 
whilst his Majesty was taking his pleasure in a progress at 
Belvoir Castle, he gave an authority, under his signet, to 
Sec. Windebank, to repair to Sir Edward Coke’s house, 
“and there to seize, take into his charge, and bring away, 
‘all such papers and manuscripts as he should think fit.” 
(Vol. cclxxil., No. 62, p. 165.) It was under this authority 
that Windebank carried off upwards of fifty manuscript 
volumes, together with the locked trunk containing private 
papers and family relics, which the King himself broke 
open, as already stated in the preface before alluded to. 

On the 3rd September, 1634, Sir Edward Coke died. 
Three months afterwards it came to be understood, that 
many of Coke’s papers had escaped these plunderers by 
prerogative, and still remained in his chambers in the Inner 
Temple. Windebank communicated to Edward Nicholas, 
that it was the King’s pleasure that these papers should be 
perused, and that such of them as “may be either useful to, 
“ or disadvantageous for his Majesty’s service, or as may in 
** anywise concern his Majesty, should be made stay of, till 
* his Majesty’s pleasure was further known.” For this purpose 
Nicholas was to send for the keys of the chambers, to 
break open the seals upon the doors, and to put into a 
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trunk any such papers as he should consider to come 
within the preceding description. (Vol. cclxxviii., No. 10.) 
Nicholas executed his task, and was ultimately directed to 
bring away to Sec. Windebank all such papers as he had 
made stay of, and to deliver the remainder to Sir Robert 
Coke, Sir Edward’s eldest surviving son. (Ibid., No 28.) 
A list of the papers brought away shows that they princi- 
pally consisted of copies of records obtained from the Tower ; 
an exemplar of the letter of the Barons to the Pope in 
A.D. 1299; a note book of Coke’s arguments at the bar ; 
a copy of the Jesuit Parsons’s book, called Leicester’s 
Commonwealth, and of Campion’s History of Ireland; with 
several bundles of papers relating to parliamentary matters. 
(Vol. cclxxviii., No. 35.) 

Coke’s character was sullied by many infirmities. His 
wild passionate roughness of behaviour and speech, espe- 
cially as exhibited at the bar in the case of Sir Walter 
Raleigh, was one of them. Another, and one upon which 
even a worse charge against him might be founded, 
was exhibited in connexion with his second marriage. 
His quarrels with his second wife, his alleged breach of 
faith with her in their pecuniary arrangements, and the 
many scandals arising out of the marriage of their younger 
daughter,* (sacrificed by her father to his own hope of 


* Questions have been mooted as to what became of the elder 
daughter of Coke’s second marriage. She has been asserted in Johnson’s 
life of Coke, ii. 401, and in other places, to have died unmarried. She 
has strangely disappeared from books, both historical and biographical, 
whilst her sister, the Viscountess Purbeck, has engrossed so unenviable a 
share of attention. The answer is given in a paper in the present volume, 
She was married to Sir Maurice Berkeley, and died in the lifetime of her 
father, leaving one child, a daughter, named Frances. (See vol. cclxxx., 
No. 13.) Sir Maurice had his complaints against Coke for unfair dealing 
in reference to Lady Berkeley’s portion. It is difficult to believe, that the 
man of whom Judge Whitelocke could speak in a private memorandum 
book, written only for the information of his own children, in the terms 
we have quoted, could have been so unprincipled in such matters as Coke 
has been represented. 
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political advancement,) were the talk of his own day, and 
have not been forgetten in ours. Lady Hatton,* his 
second wife, was a proud, ill-tempered, overbearing woman. 
Two such natures could never coalesce. She possessed 
enormous wealth and scattered it extravagantly. There 
were no sons by the second marriage. Coke’s design 
seems to have been to defeat his second wife of her right 
to jointure out of his own lands, and to secure to the sons 
of his “ first, best wife,” as he terms her in the book which 
he called his Vade Mecum,} as much as he could of the 
property of Lady Hatton. He carried on his design, if the 
statements of Lady Hatton are to be believed, perseveringly 
and craftily, by all the violent, crooked contrivances which 
his legal knowledge suggested. An extraordinary paper on 
this subject occurs in our present volume. Its length must 
not deter us from printing it, as an important addition to 
our knowledge on this curious subject :-— 

“THE PROCEEDINGS BETWEEN Lapy ELizABETH HATTON AND SIR 
EpWARD CoKE, ATTORNEY GENERAL TO QUEEN ELIZBETH. 

“My marriage to Sir Edward Coke, then Attorney General, was 
on the 2nd November 1599, and so hastened by him, as he would 
by no means stay the drawing of any deeds, but acknowledged a 
statute of 40,000/. for performance of promises which passed 
between my brother William Cecil, now Earl of Exeter, and the 
lady his wife, to whose remembrance I refer myself, only sure I 
am, one promise was, that whatsoever lands he should purchase 
after marriage should remain to me and my heirs, upon which — 
promise he had me to wife, and enjoyed the whole estate of my 
Lord Chancellor Hatton, nothing conveyed from him. Not long 
after our marriage he began to grumble at this statute, and con- 
tinued so hot and unkind, as he took away from my bayley all the 
Michaelmas rents due to me before marriage, and because my bayley 
would not at first deliver him the moneys, he clapped him in prison,

and to release him I had no way, but to let him have the money, 
which I did. Not long after that he turned away all my servants, 
and because I willed them to stay but bis return from the Hall, to 
see whether they had committed any misdemeanour or no, he, 
finding them in the house, made his warrant, and committed 
them finally to prison. His anger increasing still for the statute, 
near three years I held out, with many discourtesies and un- 
quiet proceedings, and then for quietness’ sake, against the liking 
of my father and friends, gave it him ; in which three years I 
never received penny for my maintenance. After this, out of his 
bounty, he sent me 100/., which I confess I whirled among my 
servants that attended me. But willing I should believe he would 
do something upon delivery of the statute, he made a conveyance 
to me of the manor of North Elmham, in the county of Norfolk, 
amongst other things, in part of my jointure, and after my decease 
to come to the issue male between us, and for default of such issue, 
to our issue female, which deed he desired I would not inrol, but 
understanding by some of my friends that, unless it were enrolled 
within six months next after, it would be void, by their advice I 
caused it to be enrolled, whereof when he had knowledge, being 
then the Queen’s Attorney-General, secretly, without acquainting 
me or any of my friends, he procured a new patent from the Crown 
as upon a defective title, for a fine of twenty marks, in the name of 
two of his servants, Lockesmyth and Bullen, whereby he hath 
defeated me and my children of that manor, and other things 
worth 1,000/. per annum. 

“ Then, my dear father, the Earl of Exeter, and my noble uncle 
of Salisbury, hearing of these differences, called him and procured 
me an allowance, with oaths and protestations he would never 
diminish it during his life, and so continued it until the unfor- 
tunate marriage of my daughter of Purbeck. Since that time I never 
received penny of Sir William Hatton’s my good busband’s estate, 
nor of Sir Edward Coke’s, being now seventeen years since. After 
this he sold away the only daughter of my good husband Sir William 
Hatton for 4,000/., to whom, though I was but a mother-in-law 
his confidence of me was such as made him in his lifetime procure her 
wardship for me, and upon his death had charged me with the care 
of her, and when Sir Edward Coke came to demand her from me, he 
most tyrannously broke open my doors and took her away ; yet 
afterwards he gave a note under his hand, and promised to bestow 
the said 4,000/. for the benefit of me and my children, and thereupon 
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purchasing Minster Lovell, in the county of Oxford, conveyed it 
accordingly unto us, and publicly before the tenants styled me their 
landlady and owner of the manor, and for this purpose carried me 
down thither ; and notwithstanding hath since taken it from me and 
my children, and estated it upon his second son, Arthur Coke. 

[Some time after, it fell out unluckily that Sir Walter Ashton, 
now Lord Ashton, married my waiting woman, a gentlewoman of 
a good house, and well allied, and although they were lawfully 
married, and sufficient witnesses, yet it pleased him to break it, and 
his rage was such as he came violently into my chamber, rent my 
ruff from my neck, offering unworthy blows before he asked me 
question of the marriage, which I vow before God and whosoever 
shall read this paper I am no more guilty of than the child new 
born. At]* the same time he brake open my closet and cabinets, 
and took away the aforesaid note of 4,000/., which made so great a 
breach between us, as I remained at my father’s, the Earl of Exeter, 
for a whole year after ; I must confess with a resolution ever there 
to continue, had not the great Queen Elizabeth commanded my 
dear father and uncle to reconcile us, and promised to see that her 
Attorney should use me well, and perform all promises. Her 
Majesty died in a short time after, many inhuman things passed, 
not worthy to trouble persons of quality withall, because they 
do conduce not to this business, besides falsifying of conveyances 
and divers wrongs, which I put up rather than the world should 
know it. Neither had I now looked so far back to relate any of 
these things but to declare how I was outed of my statute and 
the 4,000/., for all which I crave pardon both of the readers and 
hearers, and myself resolved to put it out of my thoughts, had I 
been left with any respect at his death, and so I leave the relation 
of money and greater wrongs to my complaint at Council Table, 
and his breach of covenants since, which I confess were not so well 
drawn by Ashby as they should have been. 

“ First, he stripped me of all my apparel, not leaving as much as 
linen for my person, allowing me never since any thing to live on, 
neither of my first husband’s nor of his own estate a penny, which 
drave me into great debts, and by delays which I received from him

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grew to that height that they were near trebled, that I was forced 
to sell, besides jewels and household stuff, as much lands as are worth 
now between three and four thousand pounds per annum, and was 
constrained to buy his consent at last for the sale of them, notwith- 
standing the order at Council Table, with a goodly manor in Norfolk, 
which I purchased of the King, called Fakenham, and a thousand 
pounds in good gold, the which, after he had weighed and found to 
hold weight, he accepted of. I forbear to relate the extremities 
which in this time I suffered, but only wish his soul in heaven, and 
myself quietness.

“ Memorandum.—That Sir Edward Coke enjoyed a lease which 
contained all my Lord Chancellor Hatton’s estate, for the space of 
twenty-two years, valued at 7,000/. per annum, and afterwards 
alienated the said lease, as a sacrifice to redeem the offences he 
committed against the King when he was Attorney. This lease 
came to him by the intermarriage of the Lady Elizabeth Hatton. 

“ After that, to give the lady satisfaction, he said he had enough in 
his right hand and in his left to make her satisfaction, and vowed 


to do it, but never came to performance of anything.

Joun SeELpEN, whose general learning very far out- 
weighed that of Coke, and in some respects has found few 
parallels, appears several times in this volume. On the 
first occasion we find him writing to his friend, the second 
Viscount Conway, a man who had strong sympathies with 
literature. ‘The letter is a pleasant one, couched in a kind 
and friendly style, and contains a curious proof of the danger 
of the times. “ The news here,” Selden remarks, “ either 
“ is nothing, or nothing for me to write of, unless I should 
“tell you that this night, about one of clock, at Brentford, 
“ Mr. Attorney General [Noy] died. The speech of his 
* successor is various. I abstainfrom naming any. I have 
seen as strange imputations as the anagram of a name for 
a crime, if it express one, and therefore name no parties

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‘* even, for fear of their anagrams, the use of them being now 
“* too so frequent.” 

Selden was at this time under sureties for good behaviour, 
on account of his share in the opposition to the Court in the 
last 'parliament. This circumstance may have made him 
more cautious than other people, but his assertion of danger 
in the expression of truth even in an anagram is a startling 
proof of the state of terrorism which prevailed. Tyranny 
alone drives people to such subterfuges; and it is but. a 
mean, undignified tyranny that takes any notice of them. 
In a subsequent part of the same letter Selden alludes to 
his own condition as bound to present himself, on the motion 
of the Attorney General, in the Court of King’s Bench, from 
term to term, as a person under surveillance, and over whom 
the government held tm terrorem the possibility or the 
threat of a prosecution. “I go on Tuesday [to Wrest in 
‘* Bedfordshire], to stay till the term and my time of appear- 
“ance, which after the former way is still upon me, and I 
*“‘ cannot see a probability to the contrary that it will ever 
‘“‘ be otherwise.” (Vol. cclxxiii., No. 30.) 

But the time had arrived when his learning and patriotism 
were to assist in working his exemption from this degrading 

hraldom. ‘The English sovereignty of the seas had been 
practically set at naught by the Dutch and had been 
attacked in a published book by Grotius. Selden had 
written some years before a defence of the presumed 
Singlish right. His book was now, for political reasons, 
about to be published, with the direct sanction of the 
government. Probably this circumstance gave weight to 
his humble appeals to the offended King. We have one 
example of his petitions in vol. cclxxv:., No. 58 :— 


“'To tHe Kina’s MOST EXCELLENT MAJEsTY. 


‘‘The most humble petition of John Selden. 


“Sheweth, that whereas the petitioner hath above three years 
and a half been continued upon recognizance and bail in your 
Majesty’s Court of King’s Bench, to appear there the first day of 
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every term, which hath always been at the instance of your Ma- 
jesty’s Attorney General for the time being, and he is now 
accordingly, upon his appearance, to be continued over to the next 
term. And whereas he hath been to your Majesty represented to 
have been a great offender, whence your Majesty’s displeasure 


(whereof he is and ever was with true sorrow most sensible) bath 
been long upon him. 

“Prostrating himself at the feet of your sacred Majesty, with a 
heart most faithful and dutiful to your Majesty, and ever far from 
any purpose tending to your disservice, he most humbly beseecheth 
your most excellent Majesty, in your princely goodness, to vouch- 
safe your gracious remission of your Majesty’s displeasure, and of 
whatsoever offence given hath so drawn the same upon him, and 
that he may now be of the same recognizance and bail, and of the 
further continuance thereof, wholly discharged, by your royal 
direction and princely favour herein extended unto him. And, 
with a mind really zealous to the good of your most excellent 
Majesty and of your service, he doth beg leave that he may most 
humbly profess this truth, that from your gracious goodness 
towards him, he shall be ever ready, truly and faithfully, to serve 
your most excellent Majesty with as much gladness and affection 
as in the heart of a subject can be to his most gracious sovereign. 
And he shall also still pray for your most excellent Majesty’s long 
and happy reign.” 


In the February following (vol. cclxxxiii., No. 96.) 
occurs the draft of the following letter from the King in 
reply. ‘The draft was originally drawn by Selden himself, 
with a blank left for the date. The blank was filled up by 
Reade, Sec. Windebank’s clerk or secretary, with “31. day 
of Feb. ;"* and there was also inserted, by some other person 
whose handwriting we cannot certainly identify, in a 
previous part of the letter, the words “and submission,” 
to intimate that the royal favour proceeded from Selden’s

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“submission” as well as upon his “humble petition” to 
the King: 


Tue Kinc To THE JupGES oF THE Court oF Kinc’s BENcu. 


“Trusty and well beloved, we greet you well. Whereas John 
Selden, Esquire, hath been divers years continued upon recognizance 
and bail, at the instance of our Attorney General for the time being, 
(and that in our behalf,) for his appearance in our Court of King’s 
Bench the first day of every term, and he standeth now likewise 
bound to appear there this present term. Upon his most humble 
petition [and submission] made to us, we have been graciously 
pleased to grant, and our express will and pleasure is, that, upon 
his appearance this term, he be of the same recognizance and bail 
wholly discharged and set free. And, for such his discharge herein» 
this shall be your sufficient warrant. Given at our palace of 
Whitehall this 31st day of February in the tenth year of our reign.” 


Selden, it will have been seen, mentions the death of 
Arrorney Gengra Noy, the successor of Sir Robert Heath. 
The last service for the King performed by this eminent 
black-letter lawyer was the suggestion of the revival of writs 
for sHIP MONEY—*‘ new writs of an old edition,” as they are 
termed by Sir Thomas Roe (p. 338). This notable scheme 
for providing the empty exchequer with a constant supply 
forms the subject of a very great number of papers in the 
present volume. In them we may trace it distinctly ab 
initio, we may read the grounds upon which it was asserted 
to be founded, see the pains taken by both King and 
ministers in the concoction and settlement of the writs, and 
become cognizant of the results of consultations held at 
Tonbridge on its most minute provisions with the dying but 
still clear-minded Attorney General. ‘“ The King’s great 
business” was the title by which it went among the King’s 
advisers—a title far more aptly descriptive of its importance 
than any of the parties to the transaction were probably 
aware. 

All who consult this volume must bear in mind that 
there was a great difference in constitutional character and 
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in effect between the first writs, the writs devised by Noy, 
and the third writs, against which Hampden made his stand. 
With respect to the first writs, with which alone this 
volume deals, and for which alone Noy’s memory is respon- 
sible, there seems to have been a variance in opinion 
between Noy and the Committee to whom the King referred 
the business, although still retaining in his own hands the 
ultimate personal direction. The Committee thought it 
“safest,” by which I presume is meant “ most in accordance 
with former precedents,” to limit the writs to the port 
towns. Noy, “for easing the charge,” desired to have the 
maritime counties jomed with the towns. The course 
adopted was a compromise between these suggestions. The 
first writs which were issued on the 20th October, 1634, 
were addressed to all the port towns and to all maritime 
places, by which latter words may be understood, all towns, 
not being port towns, and all villages and parishes, lying 
along the sea coast. 

The history of these first writs with that of their recep- 
tion by the people, and their results in the preparation of a 
fleet, may be said to be written in this volume. Comment 
upon them is out of the question ; it would be to write an 
important chapter of the history of England, for which this 
is not the place, but we will print one letter of singular 
value in relation to this subject, and we do so the more 
especially because the original manuscript has_ suffered 
considerably from time, and may ere long in some places | 
become illegible. An old copy, but not altogether an accu- 
rate one, has enabled us to supply some /acune. The letter 
was addressed by Lord Keeper Coventry to the King, 
whilst on a progress, and was received by him at Belvoir, at 
the time when he signed the direction for the seizure of 
Coke’s papers, as before mentioned :— 
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Lorp Keeper Coventry To Kine Cuartes I. 


(Dom. Car. I., vol. cclaxii., No. 36.) 


“ May it please your most excellent Majesty, 

“Since I waited ‘on you at Theobalds I have conferred several 
times with Sir John Bankes, who has also been with Mr. Attorney 
at Tunbridge, and, since his return thence, the Committee met 
yesterday at Whitehall, to prepare your Majesty’s great business 
for guarding the sea. And although I doubt not but Mr. Secretary 
Windebank, coming in person to your Majesty, will so particularly 
relate all passages as will give you a clearer satisfaction than a 
letter is like to be, yet, considering the great care your Majesty 
hath expressed to me of this affair, and the charge-and command- 
ment which I have received from you thereabouts, I hold it my 
duty to prepare for your Majesty this humble account in writing 
of the substance of those things which have been considered of here. 

“In the first place, whereas it is requisite that the writs which 
are to go to corporate towns be rightly directed according to the 
names of their corporations, although some help is since found out 
for the easier discovery thereof by the Cursitors of the Chancery, 
who, having the making of all original writs into all the counties 
of England, have so frequent use of directing writs of several 
natures to corporate towns that Mr. Attorney conceived the right 
names of the corporations would be found with them in great 
readiness, yet the Committee have though fit that the means at 
first intended being the surest, by search at the Rolls, should not 
be neglected, and Sir John Bankes hath undertaken so to labour in 
that part of the business that the issuing of the writs shall not 
suffer any retarding for want thereof, but that he will be ready to 
give a full account thereof, at your first return out of your progress. 

“Tn the next place, it hath been considered how the taxations 
may be best made, and since many towns are charged with the 
finding of one ship, it was agreed by us all that there must be two 
assessments made: the first upon the towns, setting down how 
much every whole town shall bear towards the charge of that ship ; 
the second upon the particular inhabitants and owners in each 
town, setting down how much every inhabitant and owner shall 
pay towards the sum assessed upon the town ; and we did all agree 
without difficulty, that the mayors, or chief officers in each corpo- 


rate town, will be the fittest assessors of the inhabitants and | 
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owners within their own towns; and where the towns are not 
incorporate, nor members of any incorporation, there it will be most 
fitly done by the sheriffs of the county. But, concerning the 


former assessment, how much every town shall bear, two ways 
have been thought of: one, that the mayors and head officers of all 
the towns corporate, charged with the entire charge of finding a 
ship, do meet together for the apportioning how much of that 
entire charge shall fall upon every town, and what the major part 
of them so assembled shall set upon any town that to stand for 
the charge of that town; and where any towns not corporate are 
to contribute unto the same entire charge, there the sheriff of the 
county wherein the towns not corporate do lie to meet with the 
mayors and head officers of the corporate towns for assessing the 
towns, and to have vote with them, thereby to keep the more 
equality towards the towns not corporate. 


“The other way is, that the sheriff of the county alone, without 
the mayors and head officers, do apportion the entire charge upon 
the several towns, whether they be corporate or not corporate. 

“These two ways having been thought of, direction is given that 
for preventing all delay, two forms of writ be made ready, the one 
appointing the first assessment upon the towns to be made by the 
sheriff and head officers, the other appointing the sheriff alone to 
do it. And these two forms are accordingly made, so as no sooner 
shall your Majesty, upon your return out of progress, resolve which 
of those two ways is the better, but the writs may be put to 
engrossing, and so may be ready to be sent out in a very few 
days. 

“ And, that your Majesty may be the better prepared against 
your return from progress to determine whether of those ways 
you shall think fittest, I presume to set down those reasons pro 
et contra, which either myself have conceived or I have received 
from others upon our debate, that, upon weighing the reasons, your 
Majesty may judge which of the two hath the least inconvenience. 


“That the latter of the two ways, by the sheriffs alone, should 
be approved rather than the other, the reasons stand thus :—That 
many towns are joined in the charge of one ship; that they are 
distant many miles one town from another; that the mayors and 
head officers of so many towns, especially when they are so remote, 
will hardly be gotten together; that if they be procured to meet, 
yet they will fall into many unnecessary disputes, perchance 
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whether they shall make any assessment at all, or decline it, and 
return either a denial or other answer ; or, if not so, yet every one 
will hold for his own town, and be more likely to fall into a 
distraction than an agreement. 


“On the other side, the reasons stand thus :—That when they are 
commanded, both by writ and a letter from the Board, both which 
may go together, they may not, and it is to be conceived they will 
not, dare to refuse a meeting. That if they should upon their 
meeting decline the assessment, it is like they will make their 
address to the Council Board, and that we do expect, if for no 
other cause, yet because they have no such ships of burthen as are 
required of them, and it hath been heretofore thought, that the 
Council Board would be the fittest place to settle the business with 
any towns that shall be either doubtful or refractory. And it 
is considerable, whether it be not the better for the business if all 
the towns that be contributors to an entire charge send up together, 
rather than at several times, for the Board may treat with them 
either jointly or apart as shall be found most for the advantage of 
the service, whereas, if they come up severally, it will breed more 
delay, neither shall the Board have the opportunity of making 
advantage of their several inclinations. But, if they do not decline 
the service, but stand every one for the most ease and advantage of 
his own town, yet, the matter being referred to a plurality of votes, 
it cannot by all likelihood but receive a decision by the major 
part. Again, it is considerable, if an assessment be made, whether 
it will not be the more willingly undergone, being made by them- 
selves, than if they be assessed by the sheriff of the county, for 
though it be not so in truth, yet # is not unlike that they will 
apprehend the sheriff’s intromitting without them as an encroach- 
ment upon the franchise of their towns, which may, perchance, 
trouble them as much as the payment itself. And it is considerable, 
whether the sheriff can have so good means to understand the 
ability of the towns as their head officers, and every little inequality 
(which, in such a business cannot be avoided,) being acted by the 
sheriff will minister cause of objection and grudging more than if 
their own officers were parties to it. 


“These reasons pro et contra I presume to touch, that your 
Majesty may digest them in your own thoughts at your best 
leisure, and so at your return resolve the more maturely which of 
the ways is like to be most advantageous for your service, and least 
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subject to material objection or inconvenience, for upon our meeting 
we did not think of any third way that will be better than these. 
Only, if I may presume in so weighty a business to propound to 
your Majesty the untimely conception of an afterwit, (my natural 
infirmity,) which came into my thoughts even as I was writing, if 
the writs should command both the sheriff and the head officers to 
meet and assess the towns, limiting a time of three weeks or a 
month, or such other time as your Majesty shall think sufficient, 
and in default of their doing it within that time then the sheriff of 
the county to do it, I humbly submit it, whether this may not be 
a middle way between the other two, and beget some forwardness 
in the officers of the towns to do it themselves, rather than upon 
their default to have an assessment made on them by the sheriff of 
the county.* But withal, to inform your Majesty what opinion is 
held of these two ways here, Mr. Attorney, upon his conference 
with Sir John Bankes, thought it best to commit the assessment to 
the sheriff alone, but upon a long debate yesterday at the 
committee, all did incline strongly that it would be better to 
commit it to the sheriff and officers of the towns ; but forms for the 
writs are prepared to serve whether of the two ways your Majesty 
in your wisdom shall determine to be best. 

“There is another thing which Mr. Attorney wished should be 
specially remembered. It hath been heretofore moved to your 
Majesty to think of a fit person to whom you will commit 
custodiam mais. It will be necessary to be declared at your 
return, before the writs can go forth. Mr. Attorney hath still said 
that it would be such a person of honour and eminence that the 
gentry of the kingdom may be apt to follow, for that he conceives 
would add both strength and lustre to your business, if a consider- 
able number of persons of quality shall voluntarily put themselves 
into the action, and it will be of great use for future occasions, in 
raising the spirits and fitting the persons of men of the best rank 
to such honourable employments ; and all this was well approved 
by the committee. 

“Mr. Attorney is upon it still to have the maritime counties 
joined with the towns for easing the charge, but the committee 
continues of the same opinion as heretofore, that it is safest to 
begin with the towns.

This volume contains a letter from him and one respecting 
him. The former is addressed to the elder Sir Henry Vane, 
and relates either to a contemplated purchase of property 
or to some matter in relation to a suggested commutation 
of the payment for purveyance for. the royal household 
due from the county of Bucks; but the interest in the 
letter lies in Hampden’s allusions to the death of his wife.*

“May it please your honour, 

“Tf your letter had come soon enough for me to have 
waited on your honour by the time appointed, yet the sad affliction 
lately fallen upon my family would have pleaded my just excuse. 
I had one meeting with Mr. House and Mr. Chadborne since the 
receipt of your honour’s last letters, but, their demands (the 
lowest being above eight years’ purchase) seemed so high, that I 
made them no certain offer at that time. Since, I had written a 
letter to draw on a second meeting, but it pleased God at the same 
time, by the death of my wife, to prevent my farther proceeding 
in that service, for which I humbly beg pardon, and rest

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The other letter relating to Hampden arose out of the 
Metropolitical Visitation of the diocese of Lincoln which 
had lately been held by Sir Nathaniel Brent, Vicar-General 
of Archbishop Laud. At that visitation Hampden was pre- 
sented for two ecclesiastical offences, and the presentments 
were handed over to be dealt with by the ecclesiastical 
functionaries at Lincoln. ‘The man who dared contend 
with his sovereign ona question of public right shrunk 
from the risk of excommunication and a white sheet. To 
avoid a suit in an ecclesiastical court, he applied pri- 
vately to Sir Nathaniel Brent, and managed to satisfy him 
by explanation and concession. The following letter, ad- 
dressed by Sir Nathaniel to Dr. Farmerie, Chancellor of 
Lincoln, explains the nature of the two offences with which 
Hampden was charged and the result :— 


“Mr. Dr. Farmerie, 

“Mr. Hampden of Hampden hath been with me, who was 
presented in the Metropolitical Visitation for holding a muster in the 
churchyard of Beaconsfield, and for going sometimes from his own 
parish church. He hath given so much satisfaction for that which 
is past, and so much assurance of his willing obedience unto the 
laws of the church hereafter, that I desire no presentment against 
him in that visitation shall be called upon without my special 
direction. 

“Na. BRENT.* 

* October 27, 1834, 

[Indorsed] “Sir Nathaniel’s warrant to me to dismiss Mr. Hampden’s 
presentments, viz., keeping musters in churchyard 
and leaving his own church.” 

The re-introduction of Forest Laws, and the extension of 
the boundaries of the forests by annulling grants of lands 
long severed from the forests, or compelling holders under 
such grants to pay composition, was one of the grievances 
of this period. Many papers on this subject may be 
found through the Index, but the following is one of such 
peculiar interest that we cannot omit to print it. The 
account it gives (written by Robert Earl of Warwick) of

“ October the 5th 1634. 

“Last night, being the 4th of this present month, I came from 
the Justice and Oyer seat at Stratford Langton, and being late and 
weary I deferred setting down the declaration of what I saw passed 
in that court, which was thus:—I came on Wednesday before, 
being the first of October, to that town at dinner, where I found 
the Justice and Oyer, accompanied with Mr. Justice Jones and 
Baron Trevor, his assistants, and my Lord Willoughby, warden 
of the forest, and all his officers, and divers others which accom- 
panied my brother, as my brother Newport, my brother Cheek, 
Sir Robert Rich, my cousin Edwin Rich, and many [more?], my 
Lord Middlesex, Mr. Coventry, and afterwards came Sir John North, 
and others. I found them fin a great perplexity, for that the writ 
from my brother was not there brought, by which they might sit 
and pro[ceed] to their business, and blame was much laid on 
Mr. St. Johns for it, who excused himself; he had sent it to my 
Lord Willoughby by a footman of his, and did desire me to excuse 
him to my brother Holland, who had fined him; and my Lord 
Willoughby acquainted me that he had sent for 

oe it to London. After dinner the writ came, so 
as we went to the bench, and after the reading 

of that and the summons to all the officers by my Lord 
Warden’s warrant, they fell to calling of the officers of the court. 
First, the Lord Warden and the rest, who delivered up their horns 
to the Justice and Oyer on their knees, then they read all the 
officers—as verderers, rangers, keepers, under-keepers, regarders, 
woodmen, and four reeves of every township in the forest, then 
the Grand Jury, and gave them their oaths, with other formalities 
of that court; then the verderers deliver in the rolls of the pre- 
sentments of the Swalement [Swainmote ?] Court, and others were 
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delivered by the regarders, as I take it, which were read, and some 
were fined for the trespasses they did, some in hunting, some for 
building, some for cutting their woods without licence, some for not 
well fencing them in, some for keeping dogs expeditated, some for 
making [ warrens ?] within the forest, and so for divers offences. 

Thursday. “ Then Mr. Attorney, namely Sir John Finch, made a 
speech to the Justice and Oyer, wherein he seems much to tax the 
regarders that they had not given in the bounds, limits, and metes 
of the forest, and earnestly pressed to have them well fined for it. 
They, on the other side, excused themselves, and said, that at the 
last Justice and Oyer they had given in none, neither did their 
articles command them so to do, but they had prepared one in 
paper after the last iter, and brought it into Mr. Keeling, the clerk 
of the iter, who had it. Then Mr. Attorney Finch addressed his 
speech to the Justice and Oyer, and told him he was come to let 
him and the country know he had found an ancient record of 
Edward the Ist, whereby the bounds and metes of the Forest of 
Essex had been from Bow Bridge to Catway Bridge in length, and 
in breadth from the river of Thames to Stanstreet, and he would 
know how his master had lost every inch of it; and addressed also 
his speech to the lawyers there present, that if they were there for 
the country, they should do well to prepare themselves for their 
defence, and asked them if they were then [there ?] for the country 
They answered they were then ready if any would entertain them, 
but they were not entertained, but some of them for particular 
claims within the forest. Whereat Mr. Attorney grew into great 
impatiency, and said he had traced them dry foot (for that was his 
word) and that they had made searches for their defence, and he 
would not stir from thence till he had had a verdict for the King, if 
they would not make their defence. I, seeing Mr. Attorney so vio- 
lent upon them, I stood up and desired a word or two to my Lord, 
which was to this effect: that I came there ou[t] of my love to my 
Lord, not knowing anything of extending the bounds and limits of 
the forest from what it had usually this many years been reputed. 
[ perceived there was never an Essex man there but myself that 
was not a forester, that if I had had the spirit of divination what 
Mr. Attorney would have been at, by enlarging the bounds of the 
forest, myself and many of the Lords and freeholders of the 
county would have been there with their evidences and charters, to 
have given satisfaction to that court not to extend their bounds 
farther than now they were. 1 therefore in my own and the 
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country’s behalf, did desire my Lord Justice, that we might under- 
stand whether Mr. Attorney did intend to extend the bounds for 
the King, and that we might have time to answer him, so as we 
might not be surprised, and I doubted not but we should give such 
satisfaction to that court, and to his Majesty, as we might still 
enjoy with quietness the possessions of our ancestors, which had been 
out of the forest for three hundred and thirty years. Mr. Attorney 
replied on me, that I fought close, like a man-of-war at my lock, but 
he was resolved to give no longer time than till morning, it grow- 
ing then somewhat late, and so willed the counsel to expect not an 
hour longer. So they went to other business of that court and 
then adjourned. 

“On Friday morn, after the court set and some business done,he 
caused the Grand Jury to stand together to hear the evidence for 
the King, and after he had asked the lawyers whether they were 
prepared for their defence, who answered him they were not enter- 
tained by the country, neither was it possible for them so to be, 
the country not being summoned nor warning given them, only to 
the foresters, he told them he saw the country was sullen, and 
he would proceed notwithstanding, and so willed the Grand Jury 
to listen to a roll, which he drew out from the roll-keeper’s bag, 
very ancient, and appointed Mr. Keeling to read the title of it, 
being a roll (as I remember) of the 17th of Edward L, which made 
the limits of the Forest of Essex to be in length from Bow Bridge 
to Catway Bridge, and in breadth from Thames to Stanstreet. 

“ After he had heard this, he read another part of the rollof the 
same King’s time, or of Edward II., which confirmed as much, and 
recited another roll which Mr. Attorney said they could not find ; he 
then pressed the jury to have given a verdict, and not to have gone 
thence, but the foreman inaking some scruple, he fell into such a 
rage, and threatened them, and swore he would have a verdict for 
the King ere he stirred a foot thence, with very high and threatening 
words, as, he would see who durst go against it, and words of 
higher nature, and most violent action ; and when some of the jury 
desired to see the roll, and to have it with them, he grew into a 
further rage and said they should not see a word but what he had 
read [to] them, commanding the roll-keeper to go with them, but 
that they should see nothing else, so they went together. Then 
Mr. Attorney moved my Lord Warden [that] all his officers of the 
forest should go with them, which they did, to the number of forty 
or fifty, as I conceived them by view. The Grand Jury were six- 
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teen or seventeen, so they went together, and after some two hours 
being away, they returned with this verdict: “That the bounds 
of [the] Forest of Essex were from Bow Bridge to Catway Bridge 
in length, and in breadth from Thames to Stanstreet,” which 
Mr. Attorney caused them to set their hands to all. After this, 
they went to other business of that court, to the allowing and dis- 
allowing of claims; after which my Lord Justice and Oyer spoke 
somewhat to the country, that he had an intention to adjourn that 
court to another day, wherein he would hear what the country 
can say in their defence, and that he would do them all the right 
he might, and so concluded that day what [with] other business, 
being Friday. Or [On ?] Saturday, after they had sat awhile I took 
my leave and returned home, where, next day, I set down this 
relation as far as my memory would give me leave.

“The lawyers names I saw them [there] were Mr. Atkins 
Mr. Attwood, Mr. Scott, Mr. Sise, Mr. Turner, Mr. Edward Rich, 
Mr. Jermin, and others}I knew not ; gentlemen—Sir Robert 
Quarles, Mr. Wright, Mr. Fanshaw, Sir Henry Mildmay, of Wan- 
stead, my Lord Petre’s solicitor, Sir Thomas Barrington’s solicitor, 





and others; Willis, the nurse’s husband. 

** After the verdict was given in, Mr. Attorney made a great 
complaint against Searle, one of the Grand Jury, that when the jury 
were together, he had produced a copy of [a] record in paper of 
King John’s, and moved to know whether the Lord Justice would 
fine him there or transmit him to the Star Chamber, who trans- 
mitted him to the Star Chamber, but upon intercession of some 
friends pardoned him.”

One letter from Sm Joun Fincu, whose conduct as an 
advocate is detailed by the Earl of Warwick, exhibits 
him as a judge. It relates to one of those extra-judicial 
opinions given by the judges at this time, which drew upon 
them a great amount of unpopularity. In this case the

“ May it please your Honour, according to his Majesty’s pleasure 
signified by your Honour to my brother Vernon* and myself, I 
delivered the paper you gave me, with the message, to the rest of 
the Judges-referees, whereupon we met and had some debate ; after 
which I attended his Majesty, and acquainted him with our opinion, 
and thereupon received further directions from him, and have 
accordingly made true relation to the rest of my brethren. The 
effects thereof are that we have agreed the certificate and the excep- 
tions without altering any one letter, which I beseech your Honour 
to acquaint his Majesty with. I send both inclosed and subscribed 
by us all, and hope it is now fully to his Majesty’s satisfaction, which 
I shall ever in this and all other things most carefully and faith- 
fully intend. To yourself I commend the humble and hearty 
service of him that is truly,

The judges converted into ministers of the King’s will, 
the Church controlled by the energetic Archbishop, and 
Ireland kept in submission by the strong hand of Lord Went- 
worth, the administration of all public affairs seemed fast 
tending towards that consummation which the King’s prin- 
cipal advisers desired. Of all those advisers the present

(Foss’s Judges, vi., 369.) 
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book contains many notices. Those of Laud corroborate 
the views expressed respecting him in the preface to our last 
volume ; what there is relating to Wentworth proves his 
steadiness of purpose, his forethought, and the unbending 
firmness of his will. Perhaps the best existing pictures of 
the two men, taken from a friendly point of view, and written 
with the intention of impressing the reader in their favour, 
are contained in a letter of Sir Thomas Roe to Elizabeth of 
Bohemia coupled with her reply. Roe saw clearly that 
nothing could be done by the Queen with her brother the 
King, unless she could influence those about him in her 
behalf. He therefore urged the Queen to cultivate their 
friendship, explaining to her at the same time what was his 
own impression of their characters and qualities. Probably he 
wrote with a little reserve ; and stated only what he thought 
would conduce to the political end he had in view—that of 
stimulating the Queen to adopt the course suggested. Ifnot, 
if he really wrote what he thought, and all he thought, it 
must be said that in spite of his ill usage by the King and the 
Lord Treasurer, his intercourse with the Court had within a 
few years exercised an influence far from unimportant upon 
his judgment. 

Of Arcusisuor Lavp he writes thus : 

“My Lord of Canterbury * * isan excellent man, and if your 
Majesty have no relation to him, I wish you would be pleased to 
make it, for he is very just, incorrupt, and above all, mistaken by 
the erring world. For my part I do esteem him a rare counsellor 
for integrity, and a fast friend, and one that hath more interest in 
his Majesty’s judgment than any man.” (Vol. celxxviii. No. 32, 


Of Lorp Wentwortu he speaks in the same letter more 
at large : 

‘““ My Lord Deputy of Ireland doth great wonders, and governs 
like a king, and hath taught that kingdom to show us an example 
of envy by having parliaments, and knowing wisely how to use them ; 
for they have given the King six subsidies, which will arise to 
24,000/., and they are like go have the liberty we contended for, 
and grace from his Majesty worth their gift double ; and which is

worth much more, the honour of good intelligence and love between 
the King and his people, which I would to God our great wits 
had had eyes to see. This is a great service, and to give your 
Majesty a character of the man,—he is severe abroad and in busi- 
ness, and sweet in private conversation ; retired in his friendships 
but very firm ; a terrible judge, and a strong enemy; a servant 
violently zealous in his master’s ends, and not negligent of his own ; 
one that will have what he will, and though of great reason, he can 
make his will greater when it may serve him ; affecting glory by a 
seeming contempt ; one that cannot stay long in the middle region of 
fortune, but entreprenant ; but will either be the greatest man in 
England, or much less than he is; lastly, one that may,—and his 
nature lies fit for it, for he isambitious to do what others will not,— 
do your Majesty very great service, if you can make him.” 


Elizabeth’s reply was written with the candour which 
gives so much importance, and such a charm, to all her 
correspondence : 


“T thank you for the character you have given me of the Deputy 
of Ireland, whom I did never see, nor have never had no corre- 
spondence with, neither hath he seemed to desire it, and I cannot 
find it in my humour that I love to begin, especially to those that 
have so high minds, and being in the state I am in. For my Lord of 
Canterbury, I am glad you commend him so much, for there are but 
a few that doit. I have been willing enough to enter into corre- 
spondence with him since he was Archbishop, but you know I do 
not love to begin. He hath indeedsent me sometimes a cold compli- 
ment, and I have answered it in the samekind. I have now written 
to him, at the entreaty of the Administrator, in the behalf of the 
poor preachers of the Palatinate, by this honest man, one of them, 
who will deliver you this letter. I have also recommended a slight 
business to him about two preachers, but I have not done it with 
my own hand, I will see how he takes it, and either end or con- 
tinue my correspondence as he will answer me.” (Vol. cclxxxiii., 


No. 36.) 


The number and variety of subjects dealt with in this 
volume are so great that it is impossible to make any 
selection which will do justice to the papers without ex- 
ceeding the ordinary limits of these prefaces. Matters of 
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large interest are touched upon, more or less fully, in various 
parts of the book. For example, there are many papers 
relating to the singular case of the Lancashire Witches, 
and among them the confessions of young Edmund 
Robinson, and the report of the medical men who were 
appointed to inspect the bodies of the accused persons 
for the purpose of discovering upon them the asserted 
witches’ marks (p. 129.) Again there are valuable papers 
and accounts relating to the repair of St. Paul's; and a 
curious extract from an old Abbey Book giving a minute 
statement of the dimensions of that magnificent church. 
Archbishop Laud’s proceedings against the Foreign 
Churches in England is another subject in relation to which 
are several valuable papers; among them an appeal to the 
King of the greatest interest (p. 380). At p. 379 is a 
letter from the King to Pope Urban VIII, soliciting his 
interference for the restitution of the House of Lorraine, 
recently expelled from their dominions by the King of 
France. It would seem from Archbishop Laud’s indorse- 
ment of the paper here calendared, that if the King wrote 
this letter, which there is no reason to doubt, he did so 
without the knowledge of the Archbishop, who did not 
procure a copy of it until some time after it had been dis- 
patched. The business of soap, one of the most troublesome 
of those monopolies by which the government procured 
little money and lost infinite popularity, is the subject of 
many papers. ‘There are also various papers connected 
with an Heraldic Visitation ; they show the way in which 
that offensive and inquisitorial proceeding was carried out. 
Sec. Coke's Report to the King on the relations between 
England and Foreign Countries (p. 68) is a state paper 
of the very highest importance. It may be looked upon 
either as the origin of ship-money—the suggestion, that. is, 
out of which the idea of setting forth a strong fleet pro- 
ceeded—or as that statement of the nature of the relations 
of England with foreign countries which the government 
desired to have put forth with the view of overlaying and 
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concealing why they set forth a fleet at that particular time. 
A paper of scarcely less interest occurs at p.611. It is 
an account of all the extraordinary receipts paid into the 
Exchequer during the first ten years of this King’s reign. 
Here at one view we see, within the compass of a single 
page of foolscap, the amounts produced up to that time by 
all the casual receipts and also by the unusual contrivances 
resorted to for raising money: the total which passed into 
the Exchequer was 2,402,153/. 2s 5d. The High Com- 
mission Cases, both those treated of in the Book of the 
Acts of that court and those mentioned in separate 
papers are in some respects extremely memorable. The 
papers relating to the cases of the well-known Samuel 
Ward of Ipswich, George Burdett of Yarmouth, Dr. 
Bastwick, and various others, will fully reward reference. 
Lady Eleanor Davies still remained in her filthy den 
without allowance and untended by female care. A 
letter of hers calendared at p. 530 affords conclusive 
proof of her insanity. Jonn Douriz, after prosecuting 
his pious enterprise in Germany, (rather thwarted than 
aided by Archbishop Laud, although the Archbishop’s 
biographers give him credit for the contrary), returned to 
England with what he deemed an authoritative recom- 
mendation of his charitable scheme from the Diet held at 
Frankfort (p. 530). Huserr Le Sueur having received 
his second payment from Archbishop Laud for statues of 
the King and Queen (p. 6), contracted with Lord Cottington 
for the erection of a monument to Lady Cottington in 
Westminster Abbey. This paper, calendared at p. 158, 
leads to an explanation of what is now seen in Westminster 
Abbey in connection with this monument. In the chapel 
of St. Paul there stands a vast pile raised to the memory 
of Lord and Lady Cottington, and ascribed in the books 
upon the subject to Francis Fanelli, an ‘artist described 
by Vanderdort as “the one-eyed Italian.” On more 
particular examination of this monument, and with the help 
of the inscriptions, and the document now calendared, it 
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appears that Le Sueur’s monument, which comprises 
a bust of Lady Cottington, forms only the upper portion 
of the ponderous pile. Lord Cottington died in Spain 
in 1652. His remains were brought over to England 
and placed by the side of those of his wife in 1679. His 
nephew who performed this act of pious reverence, called 
in the aid of Fanelli, or some one else, who instead of 
adding an inscription to the deceased husband on the monu- 
ment already existing, or erecting a separate monument by 
its side, placed a new construction of a different artistic 
character below Le Sueur’s monument, and thus by 
additions of an uncongenial kind procured his name 
to be traditionally associated with the whole monument. 
Fortunately he did not destroy Le Sueur’s bust of Lady 
Cottington, which remains a striking evidence of the artist’s 
power. ‘The authorship of this bust cannot be doubted by 
any one who compares it with a bust of a similar character 
erected in the same building to the memory of Lord Chief 
Justice Richardson, the facetious judge before mentioned. 
They are obviously the work of one hand. 

It would be perfectly possible to carry on this brief 
reference to particular papers to any extent that might be 
desired, but we must draw to a close. The strong op- 
position of the Trinity House, to the projected erection 
of Lighthouses on the North and South Forelands 
(pp. 599, 600) is one of those curious facts which should 
bring home to the mind of every one the happy dif- 
ference between the spirit and knowledge of our own 
day, and that of times which some people would fain 
believe to have been better than the present. The state- 
ment of the Reasons of this Opposition (p. 599), is really 
one of the most singular papers in this volume. The same 
body forwarded, it will be perceived at p. 184, a protest 
against the idea of building a ship of “the strange dimen- 
sions” of 124 feet by the keel, in breadth 46, and drawing 
22 feet water. They alleged that no such ship could be 
of any use ; no port could harbour her in safety ; no cables 
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or anchors could hold her; and as to a ship having three 
tiers of ordnance the thing was simply impossible. The art 
or wit of man could not build such a ship so as to be fit 
for service. Nathaniel Knott's ** Advice of a seaman touch- 
ing the Expedition intended against the Turkish Pirates” 
contains a good deal of naval information mingled with 
sharp satire on that which must have been a particularly 
sore subject with naval officers, the practice of putting 
a landsman in command at sea (p. 401); and to come 
to an end, attention should be given to Sir Robert 
Mansell’s account of the progress of glass manufacture in 
England (p. 476), to the letter of Lord Herbert of Cherbury 
at p. 468, and that of Sir Henry Wotton at p.576; to 
William Baker’s curious Latin poem on the Thames being 
frozen over in January 1634-5, p. 488 ; and, finally, to the 
agreement at p. 605, for a race between two horses to be 
run in Hyde Park, for 100/. a side. The match was to come 
off on St. George’s day, between nine and ten in the morning, 
and the horses were to start from the Upper Lodge, and to 
run “ the usual way” over the lower bridge to the ending 
place at the park gate. 

Thus it is that our Calendar proceeds, offering new and 
solid information to all clases of inquirers who will seek for 
it. The great march of historical events, bearing with it 
lessons of the deepest interest and importance to all persons 
who value liberty, is here amply illustrated. At the same 
time the actions and characters of the Sovereign and of many 
of the foremost men of that period are delineated with the 
utmost attainable certainty, and very frequently by them- 
selves. Conjointly with these things, the story of our national 
progress, the history of the introduction of many of our 
most important manufactures and of much of our commerce, 
the growth of our capital and of many of our chief towns, the 
changes in the manners and customs of the people, the 
working of our legal and administrative institutions, with 
the state of literature, of religion, and of the many other 
component parts of that one great whole—our counTRY, are 
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here told in language which cannot be misunderstood, and 
which will hereafter be embodied in new histories, founded, 
not upon the statements of partisans or the rumours of the 
day, but upon the imperishable basis of the truths disclosed 
in the volumes of this and other similar Calendars. 

Changes will be observed in the mode of dealing with 
some of the papers calendared in this volume. The returns 
from Justices of the Peace, principally relating to the relief 
of the poor and the punishment of vagrants, have been 
thrown into a tabular arrangement, and are inserted in the 
middle and at the end of the year. The same course has 
been adopted with papers relating to minor appointments in 
the Navy. Both these classes of papers are numerous and 
comparatively seldom of any general interest. By the 
course now adopted considerable space has been gained ; 
the papers of these several classes being all brought together 
are more easily referred to in the Calendar, whilst all of 
them are inserted as usual in the Index.

Understand that 
divers persons claim exemption from land carriage of timber for the 
Navy, viz., the inhabitants of the Forest of Windsor ; the King’s 
and Queen's servants, by reason of their personal attendance ; the 
inhabitants of Cheam and Ewell, in regard of service for the King’s 
house at Nonsuch; the tenants of St. Paul’s Cathedral and Eton 
College ; knights and knights’ widows, by their demesne-cart ; and, 
lastly, the town of Guildford, by charter. Forasmuch as in things 
which concern his Majesty and the State in so important a manner 
as this doth, the writers conceive that no pretence of privilege ought 
to be allowed, and as such exemptions will be of evil example, and 
cast too heavy a burden upon those who contribute, they request 
the Lords of the Admiralty to give orders to the Officers of the 
Navy to admit none of these pretences, but only that of knights 
themselves for their demesne-cart, when they keep their lands in 
their own hands; and if any presume to refuse, then to return their 
names to be proceeded against.

He saw there nobody, neither sent nor received 
anything from any, save only from the mayor to whom he sent for 
information, and so soon as he saw the pinnace returning was under 
sail; after which he spent ten days between the Lizard, Land’s End, 
and Scilly, and then returned to Plymouth Sound for causes before 
advised, and then having taken in water and washed his ships, he 
stayed not to ballast, which before he goes home he must do, if the 
Lords will have the ships do service. Gives account how he spent 
his last seven days, for the most part between the Ram and the 
Start in foul weather, putting into Torbay, and at last returning to 
Plymouth. So soon as he has taken in hallast, and wind and 
weather serve, he shall proceed according to directions, but not 
with more care than he has hitherto done, for that is not in his 
power, for wherein can Nicholas perceive that he has mispent any 
time? It is the writer’s comfort that though malice or envy has 
laid these aspersions on him, still his conscience assures him of his 
innocency.

51. Report made by Sec. Coke to the King on the unsatisfactory 
state of the relations between England and various foreign countries. 
No other prince has so much konour as the King for his own virtue, 
and for his subjects, they were never so numerous, so rich, and so 
apt for brave actions. All nations desire to be served by their 
valour, yet our ancient reputation is not only cried down, but we 
submit to wrongs in all places which are not to be endured. The 
writer has acquainted the King with particular cases, and now 
represents them in a general report. States certain outrages at 
Constantinople where the ambassador’s house had been searched, and 
merchants had been imprisoned without colour of justice, ships burnt, 
and sailors made slaves, so that the [Turkey] Company are at a stand 
to relinquish that trade. At Tunis many are kept in slavery, and 
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many turn Turks. At Sallee and Morocco the spoils of our people 
are their greatest wealth. In Savoy our ships and goods are seized 
and sold without form of justice. In Spain, by a new pragmatica, 
our ships and goods are confiscated if they find them Holland built, 
or manufactured in those parts; all free trade is interrupted, and 
within the King’s own chambers squadrons of men-of-war from 
Biscay and Flanders take not only Hollanders, but Frenchmen, 
Hamburghers, Emdeners, and his Majesty’s own subjects, and ruin 
the trade in Ireland, as the Lord Deputy has complained. States 
the nature of representations made on the subject by Mr. Hopton 
the King’s agent in Spain. The King of Spain made a specious 
answer, but the Conde Duca stated plainly that their men-of-war 
should keep order when the Hollanders did the like, so as 
Mr. Hopton says, the King can expect no redress till he does it 
himself. In France, contrary to the late treaty of peace, endeavours 
are made to drive our trade out of the country, and at the same 
time to inveigle our gunfounders and shipwrights into France. 
From the Hollanders we suffer most, by their intrusion on our 
fishings and pretence of Mare liberum. The writer has a list of 
twenty particulars ineffectually solicited by Sir William Boswell, 
whilst they pursue and take prizes in the ports and rivers of 
Kngland, Scotland, and Ireland, and publish their placarts to 
prohibit trading with their enemies even to neutral princes. In 
the Elbe the King of Denmark has laid a new imposition upon 
trade; the Swedes have done the same at Pillau, and Poland has 
prohibited the sale of English cloth without being sealed at 
Dantzic.

The others whom he examined their wisdoms will soon 
discover their guilt or innocence. Conceit and malice are so 
powertul with many in those parts, that they will easily afford an 
oath to work revenge upon their neighbour, and it was offered to 
be deposed by Mary Fisher, widow, (where the parties dieted in the 
assize week,) that if Dicconson would have given the accuser Robin- 
son 40s, before the arraignment, neither he nor his son (the boy 
that first set the business on foot) would have said anything 
against her ; but when she advised her husband to give nothing, 
Robinson said he had no malice to any but her. The like will be

She never hurt man or woman by witcheraft, only Henry 
Heap her neighbour called her a witch before she was one, 
where upon her spirit willed her to hurt him, but she 
assented not ; yet (forgetting herself) she said Heap was 
dead ere her spirit advised her to it. There were seven 
or eight Oo} her neighbours who were witches, but most of 
them are dead. Jane, wife of Roger Cartmell of Colne, i8 
the only one she can name. Since her imprisonment 
her familiar never came near her. The rest of the 
witches now in gaol were unknown to her ; is persuaded 
that Wilkinson and his wife are not witches, because he 
daily prays and reads and seems a godly man. She 
Frequented the church till her compact with the devil, but 
seldom since. 

Mary SpPENCcER, of Burnley, aged 20, being exam- 
ined, utterly denies that she knows any witchcraft, 
or ever did hurt to anybody thereby. Prays God to 
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forgive Nicholas Cunliffe, who having borne malice 
to herand her parents these 5 or 6 years, has lately 
wrongfully abused them. Her father and mother were 
condemned last assizes for witches, and are since dead 
and buried. Before her imprisonment usually went to 
church at Burnley and heard Mr. Brierley, and what she 
could remember used to repeat to her parents at home. 
Repeated the Creed and Lords Prayer, and says she 
defies the devil and all his works, and hopes to be saved by 
Christ Jesus. Cunliffe accused her to call a collock, or 
peal [or pail], which came running to her of its own 
accord. When she was arraigned she would have 
answered for herself, but the wind was so loud and the 
throng so great that she could not hear the evidence against 
her. When she was a young girl and went to the well 
for water, she used to tumble or trundle the collock, or 
peal, down the hill, and she would run along after it to 
overtake it, and did overye [overhie] it sometimes, and 
then might call it to come to her, but utterly denies that 
she ever could make it come to her by any witchcraft. 
She is not afraid of death, for she hopesit will make an 
entrance for her into heaven. 

Frances Dicconson, wife of John Dicconson, hus- 
bandman in Pendle Forest in Whalley, being examined, 
denies all knowledge of witchcraft. The boy who accused 
her has much wronged her. His father, Edmund Rough, 
alias Robinson, bought a cow of her husband, but he 
would not let her go without surety, wherewpon he has 
ever since maliced her and her husband. The other wit- 
ness against her, Edmund Stevenson, of Stainskow in 
Pendle, is lotely accused of felony, and maliced her upon 
bargain of butter, but formerly vn the audience of John 
Nutter, steward of Blackburn hundred, and John Har- 
graves of Higham, and John Radcliffe of the Highhouses 
[Hey Houses| in Whalley, confessed he knew nothing of 
her but well. Edmund Robinson offered to have freed her 
if her husband would have given 40s., and for that end 
dealt with Richard Hooker of Pendle Forest.

93. George Lord Digby to the King. It is a great comfort to the 
writer that his Majesty thinks the relation of the unlucky business 
for which he has been a prisoner in the Fleet these eighteen days 
worthy his view. He had been unwilling to make it in writing to 
the Lords lest they had any intention to transfer what he should 
subscribe to another way of judicature, but he esteems it a great 
blessing that his Majesty is disposed to take it into his own con- 
sideration.

went a-begging, waa witch, and he had heard Sharpee Smith say 
that the wife of John Loynd laid her hand upon a cow of his, after 
which she never rose. Having heard the story of the meeting at 
Mocking Tower, it came into his head to make the like tale of a 
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meeting at Horestones, at which place he had been with his father 
at such time as he built it for Thomas Robinson to dwell in. 
Nobody was ever acquainted with any part of his fiction or inven- 
tion, nor did any body ever advise him, but it merely proceeded out 
of his own brain. Denies that he said to the King’s Majesty or to 
any other person that he was set on to make the said declaration. 
At first he framed these tales to avoid his mother’s correction for 
not bringing home her kine, but perceiving that many folks gave 
ear to him he grew confident in it more and more. [14 p.]

Being employed as a quarterman, to bring up the sides 
of the two ships last built at Deptford Dock, and at present of the 
ship now building there, has, as well as other workmen, at the 
usual times of leaving work, carried out of the yard allowable chips, 
which has been an ancient custom for workmen, in respect of their 
small wages, and by reason they have no constant employment, but 
when the haste of the service requires it, which is altogether in 
summer time, and are quite out of employment in winter.

chase, the Lords ordered, on 28th February 1633-4, that petitioners 
should have recompense, and directed them to exhibit their bills 
before the Vice-president and Council of York, and that defendants 
within twenty days should appear and answer or be sent for in the 
custody of a messenger. Petitioners exhibited their bills before the 
10th June last, to which Samuel Vampaine appeared and answered, 
five others appeared, but have not answered, and none of the rest 
have appeared. Defendants neglect to make banks to secure peti- 
tioners from inundation, so that not only their houses, goods, and 
lands are drowned and ruined, but their corn also is utterly spoiled. 
Pray that the order of 28th February 1633-4 may be put in due 
execution, and that Sir Cornelius Vermuyden and sixteen others 
(including Sir Philiberto Vernatti, Sir James Cambell, and Sir John 
Ogle) may be sent to York in the custody of a messenger, to answer 
the said bill and suit. [2 p.] 


86. Petition of John Fleming to the Council. Petitioner and 
others in 1630 had conveyed to them lands of Sir William Norris, 
deceased, upon trust to pay Sir William’s debts, and to settle the 
inheritance on Edward Norris, his grandchild, Sir William, for 
some displeasure, passing over William, his son, father of Edward. 
Petitioner, who married one of the daughters of Sir William 
Norris, with the other persons trusted, upon the death of Sir William, 
which happened in October 1630, entered upon and disposed of the 
said lands. William Norris, the son, in June 1631, called petitioner 
and the other persons trusted to an account, pretending that the 
debts were paid, and that after the debts paid the trust was for him. 
State a variety of references, and subsequent legal proceedings, at the 
suit of the said William, with an ultimate reference by the Lords on 
the 26th March last to auditors Phetips and Hill, who, if cause were, 
should be armed with a commission out of the Court of the Duchy, 
but no commission had been sued. Petitioner points out that his 
burthensome trust is without reward, and that the witnesses to justify 
his account live remote from London, and prays for a commission 
to Lord Viscount Molyneux, who is near allied to Mr. Norris, to take 
the accounts, or to any commissioners to examine witnesses, and 
certify to the Court of the Duchy, and that he may be discharged 
from further attendance. [1 p.] 


87. Petition of the Mayor and others of Barnstaple, Devon, to the 
same. Barnstaple is a very ancient town, of well near 8,000 inha- 
bitants, and has been endowed by kings and queens of this realm 
with sundry privileges, as well before the Conquest as since, and 
among others has always had the Custom House for all goods 
exported and imported within the port, and petitioners have been 
at great cost to erect a quay, crane, warehouses, and cellars, fit 
for merchants. The entrance into the said town is a [bar]red 
haven, within which are divers creeks and small rivers, upon 
which are sundry small towns, viz.: Bideford, Northam, Instow, and 
Westleigh, the inhabitants of which by employment by merchants 
of Barnstaple, having increased their estates, are now owners of ships 
and small barks employed in fishing, there being not above two or 
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three merchants among them, and all those places not yielding for 
export customs 201. per annum, whereas Barnstaple has paid 2,000/. 
per annum. Yet, now the inhabitants of Bideford have petitioned 
to have a Custom House, being seven miles from Barnstaple, and 
under colour of the name of the River Torridge intend to draw ships 
belonging to Barnstaple to be entered at Bideford, by means that 
Appledore, which is at the mouth of the River Torridge, is the 
harbour where most of the shipping belonging to Barnstaple for 
convenience of going out and coming in do lie, which, if it should be 
granted, would tend to the great prejudice of Barnstaple and utter 
overthrow of its trade. Pray the Lords to hear petitioners against 
such suggestions. [? p.]

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speeches, telling petitioner that he would have him set in the stocks, 
and that he cared not a pin for his authority, upon which petitioner 
committed Potter to prison. If he hath therein offended he 
humbly submits himself and prays discharge from the loathsome 
prison of Newgate.

93. Petition of “ those of the Trinity House” to the Lords of the 
Admiralty. In former times there have been divers laws made 
against shipping merchandise in strangers’ bottoms, which laws of 
late years have been much neglected, to the great prejudice of navi- 
gation. Divers poor mariners, deprived of their wonted trade by 
foreigners, lately exhibited their petition to the King for relief, 
which his Majesty referred to the Lords of the Admiralty. On 
behalf of these mariners, petitioners pray the Lords to grant a war- 
rant to petitioners to put the said laws in execution, so that no 
person shall be permitted to export or import any merchandise in 
other than in English bottoms.

did he ever give word of defamation against Mr. Fereby, or order 
any man todo anything that might give offence to the Lords or

[John Philipot, Somerset, and William Ryley, Bluemantle,] to 
Henry Bulstrode. His servant showed the writer a scutcheon of 
his arms, wherein were more coats quartered than the writers found 
in the former visitation, and returned with the writers’ advertisement 
that further proof should be made, which the servant undertook to 
do, and to bring them what was due to the Kings-of-arms on their 
visitation.

frightened them so that they never since appeared, neither can he 
hear any news of them. It was happy for those parts Pennington s 
fleet was there. If it had not been, they would have done a 
great deal of spoil and made many a poor soul captive. For other 
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picaroons, Sir John can neither find nor learn that there is any 
within his commands or limits. Since his coming in thither he 
has received the Lords’ letter of the 4th. For Biscayners, all 
nations are alike to him in the way of his command, and the 
name of Biscayner is as pleasing to him as any other nation except 
his own ; but if a Biscayner, or any other, rob the King’s subjects, 
and bring themselves within compass of his instructions, he hopes 
the Lords will not be offended if he make stay of them. The 
Lords blame him for not giving them an account of the qualities 
of this ship. He had done it sooner, but that he thought he 
should be taxed for dealing partially therein, as he was lately 
before the Lords, which to prevent, he had sent it herewith under 
the hands of the principal officers of the ship.

He found time to read over that 
speech, and all the charity that is in it, which he might soon do, 
but Hoe’s uncharitableness not so soon. He has, in his time, read 
much bitterness, but hardly seen more gall drop from any man’s 
pen. If it please God so much good may come of it as Sir Thomas 
mentions it will be God’s great blessing, but no thanks to Hoe, 
whom the writer will hardly hereafter judge to be either learned 
or honest.

Many prebendaries have never seen the church, and 
appoint insufficient men to preach for them. From Lincoln Sir 
Nathaniel proceeded, on the 13th August, to Louth. He found both 
clergy and laity in those parts much given to drunkenness. He 
noted that wills were proved always in two places, and sometimes 
in three, in the diocese of Lincoln, if the defunct died in a peculiar. 
Proceeding to Boston on 19th August, 1634, he was very courteously 
received by the mayor. The goodly church was found to be much 
in decay. He reached Grantham on the 20th August. In Halle, 
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alias Hole, [probably Hale,] he found a church without a chancel, 
although the impropriator, Robert Cawdron, was a man worth 2002. 
per annum. “‘i'he business of the May lady, and of the clandestine 
marriage of Mr. Fitzwilliams and Mistress Creswel, who were 
married by a fireside, being licensed to be married in facie ecclesia,” 
referred to Dr. Farmery, because there was no time to call the parties 
and examine a!l circumstances. Several chancels of churches, of which 
the Earl of Lincoln was patron, are mentioned as having been or 
about to be repaired. Huntingdon was visited 23rd August, Bedford 
on the 26th August, where Peter Buckly, rector of Odell, was 
suspected of puritanism, and suspended for non-attendance at the 
visitation. He came to Sir Nathaniel, afterwards tu Aylesbury, and 
confessed that he never used the surplice, nor the cross in baptism. 
He was to appear before the High Commission, on the first court 
day in November, if he reformed not before. Hitchen was visited 
on the 28th August, where church and churchyard were found quite 
out of order. Ampthill was visited on the 50th August, Brickhill on 
2nd September, Amersham on 4th September, Aylesbury on 6th Sep- 
tember, and the visitation closed at Eton on the 9th September. 
At Aylesbury were several complaints against clergymen who made 
clandestine marriages, and among them of Edward Collingwood, 
curate of Stow, in co. Lincoln, who used “to marry them with gloves 
and masks on.” [Indorsed by William Dell, Archbishop Laud’s 
secretary.

Upon peti- 
tioner’s many petitions the Lords directed sixteen several references 
to Mr. Attorney General, lately deceased, requiring him to bring the 
cause against petitioner to a trial, yet, notwithstanding, he never 
could be won thereunto; insomuch, that petitioner was constrained 
(shortly before the late said Attorney General’s last sickness) to 
write unto him, desiring that he would bring petitioner's cause to a 
trial in Michaelmas term next, whereupon he returned the petitioner 
this answer: “Commend me to Capt. Bell, and tell him that my 
hands are bound, I cannot bring his cause to a trial, nor do more 
therein than I have done; and, as touching his imprisonment, I have 
no hand therein, he must petition the Lords for his liberty.” This 
answer can be proved by good witness. Forasmuch as petitioner 
has upon oath fully cleared himself, and has suffered three years con- 
tinual imprisonment, and still suffers unspeakable misery for want 
of necessary sustenance, and is debarred from taking any air at all, 
he prays that his cause may be brought to trial, or be dismissed, and 
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he be set at liberty, and that satisfaction of his money disbursed for 
the King and State may be allowed him. [1 p.] 


21. Archbishop Laud to Bishop Goodman of Gloucester. On 
Sunday last Laud waited upon his Majesty at Nonsuch, where, 
because the Archbishop would not mistake anything in Bishop 
Goodman’s desires, he took occasion to read his letters to his Majesty, 
To the circumstances of Goodman’s letters, he made little answer, 
but to that which Goodman chiefly proposed, he commanded the 
Archbishop to give Goodman this answer. And first, concerning a 
coadjutor, his Majesty thinks now, (as Goodman says that the 
Archbishop did heretofore,) that it is a very unadvised notion. 
And whereas Goodman writes, that he is resolved, so soon as he has 
made up his accounts in the Exchequer, to petition his Majesty that 
he may resign his bishopric. To this the King commanded the 
Archbishop to give answer: That he should be very well advised 
what he did, for if Goodman tendered his Majesty a resignation he 
would accept it. Goodman adds, that he means to live upon his 
commendam, and that he has a strong hope, that to this commendam 
his Majesty would give him either the same which he had before he 
was Bishop or the like. To this his Majesty commanded the writer 
to tell him plainly, that the preferments which he had before he took 
the bishopric of Gloucester are now in other men’s possession, and 
his Majesty cannot give them; and for anything else more than 
he now has his Majesty will not. That commendam which he has 
already, if he will needs resign his bishopric, his Majesty {will 
give him leave to hold. And this gives answer to his desire to 
have some preferment of his that succeeds in his bishopric, which 
his Majesty will not give way to. Goodman concludes that he 
knows not well how to dispose himself, the writer will tell him 
plainly, that he is very ill advised to think of resigning his bishopric, 
which he may both hold and do good service in if he please. For 
the writer’s part, say what Bishop Goodman will, he thinks God 
has fitted him as well to the disposition of that people as of any 
other, nor will any man believe that Gloucestershiremen are so 
much different from all other Englishmen as that Goodman can 
fit himself to any other diocese, but not to that, and therefore he 
will do very well to quiet his thoughts to his business. And since 
Bishop Goodman knows that resigning his bishopric will not put 
off the Bishop, it will bea fine contemptible thing for him, ina 
settled church as this is, to bring himself and his calling into such 
scorn. Therefore, once again the Archbishop prays him to think no 
more of his resignations ; but if he will neecs do himself that wrong, 
the Archbishop prays Goodman to trouble him no more with it.

To petitioner’s unspeakable grief, he has very lately understood, that 
his Majesty has declared his resolution to remove petitioner from his 
place, and from his Majesty’s service. The loss of the place is very 
extreme unto him, his estate being weak and charge great, but the 
apprehension of his Majesty’s heavy displeasure doth by many degrees 
exceed it.

for which the Resident not only requires justice in the restitution 
of the ship and goods, but also reparation of the damages, and 
satisfaction for manifold indignities. | Windebank confesses that 
grievances of ambassadors are not to be neglected, but is not 
hasty in giving credit to complaints against persons in authority, 
and therefore, until he shall understand upon what grounds this 
arrest has been made, he suspends his judgment. Incloses the 
complaint delivered, and for greater expedition has sent it by 
Anthonio de Lemos, one of the company of the ship arrested. 
Windebank’s advice is, that the mayor speedily give an account of 
the whole business, in which it will be necessary that the taking 
away of the poor men’s clothes, and the outrages done to their 
persons, should be touched and satisfied. In the meantime, it is fit 
that the master of the ship and the company left in her by the 
captain be continued in possession.

Knows not what is in- 
tended of him there. Hears daily reports that the place will be 
given over his head; if it be, que sera, sera, he will retire, and live 
private.

sassett’s youngest brother. In doing it, he doth the writer wrong, for 
he was an officer in the field 14 years before the other ever trailed a pike, 
which he never did but at the Isle of Rhé, and for his estate he hath 
none, ne gry quidem. And yet, for all these injuries, the writer has 
refrained to advertise Lord Cottington, that he cannot recover from 
Sir Francis Godolphin nor his under-receiver the soldiers’ pay so 
long in their hands. Bonithon’s purpose is, if he receive no other 
order, to attend the Lords presently after Michaelmas, and no longer 
to spend out himself there, for the captain’s pay ten years put in 
coffer will not amount to the charge he has been at to maintain 
the right of this place.

When the writer received 
the letters concerning Mr. Jackson he was pestered with business 
and could not give an answer. He acquainted his Grace what kind 
of man the Dean of Christ’s Church had recommended to Sir John, 
who thereupon commanded Dell to keep Sir John’s letters by him 
till the Dean, (who is shortly to come that way,) might see them, 
and then to put the Archbishop in mind of them. For his being 
recommended to Sir John by the writer, he protests he knows not 
the man. If he did so it was by his Grace’s commands. He 
likewise acquainted his Grace with Sir John’s paper concerning 
Dr. Sibthorpe, and got Sir John’s warrant signed for Downes, and 
thus much the writer desired Mr. Burdin to signify, who is by this 
time with Sir John and parson of Aynho, &c. For Sir John’s last 
letters, they came a day too late, for Sir John’s Bishop’s relaxation 
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went down September 17th, and Sir John’s letters were brought the 
next day ; Dell had stayed it a week, though Mr. Prigeon were 
very earnest for it, and to that purpose followed his Grace to Haines 
Hill. Comments on four clauses in it which had been remarked 
upon by Sir John. The Bishop's half-year was out the seventh ot 
that month, and therefore his Grace marvels Sir John would not 
think of these things sooner. There have two inhibitions been 
lately taken out, one from Sir John’s court, the other from the 
Audience, which have a little angered his Grace. Hunt that took 
out the one is this day suspended, and Dethick escaped narrowly for 
the other, which was concerning Loughborough near Sir John. Dell 
heartily wishes that either the foul weather or fair would bring him 
to London, for the Vicar General is with his lady, and his Grace has 
nobody to converse with about his business.

34. Sir James Bagg to Lords of the Admiralty. In accordance 
with their reference of the petition of Jolin Evans in the name of 
the inhabitants of Millbrook, Cornwall [see 18th March 1633-4], 
the referees have found that there was no denial of way to the 
inhabitants to go to their ships from Millbrook to Hamoaze, or to 
take water as was accustomed. And that Evans had erected the 
walls for a house directly in the way to the water-side, to the great 
prejudice of his Majesty in debarring his Officers of the Customs to 
come to take notice of goods landed there, and to the annoyance of 
the inhabitants ; which the referees persuaded Evans to pull down 
in respect of its great incommodity, and most evidently appeared to 
be done out of malice to Thomas Steevens, to interrupt his passage 
to and from the quay there erected, the said room being of little 
or no use, and not worth forty shillings, which Evans then under- 
took to pull down, but has since refused to do it, making use of 
the reference by the Lords to stay a suit at common law which 
Steevens had then against him.

Believes the Lords are misinformed by 
the Spanish agent in this particular, for these are none of the King 
of Spain’s men-of war, but picking rascals set out by private men, 
which come forth without any manner of provisions, and so are 
forced to rob every man they meet, and indeed are no other than 
pirates. Had it not been for the Lords’ former letter the writer had 
brought in three or four more of them before this time, which he 
has met withal since, and until that course be taken the coast will 
never be free of them. He has given divers of them a fair warning 
that they meddle with no nation near the King’s harbours, or 
within sight of the cvast, for the taking of Dutch or French that 
come to trade with us is a great hindrance to the King’s customs, 
besides the dishonour to have them taken near his harbours.

will cease, and neither his Majesty, nor the merchant, receive 
prejudice by delay. 3. Of the keeping of the keys, they find that in 
precedent times that trust had been committed both to the store- 
keeper and to the clerk of the check, but in the time of the late 
Commissioners the porter (whom his Majesty is at charge to maintain 
especially for that purpose) had the only charge of keeping the 
vates. And in their instructions the Lords ordered that the fences 
should be repaired and doors be kept locked by the porters, which 
accordingly is performed in all places but there, where the clerk of 
the check pleads the power of keeping them from the Lords. Lastly, 
concerning that part of the petition which charges the clerk of the 
check with erroneous making of bills, (and that no small number,) 
both to the prejudice of his Majesty and the subject, his answer is, 
that he is ready to give the Lords an account thereof whensoever 
they shall please.

39. Richard Cartwright to Sir John Lambe. The 13th inst, 
Mr. Burdin and Cartwright, accompanied by Mr. Puleston, attended 
his Grace at Croydon, where Cartwright first was brought to his 
Grace, to whom he delivered Sir John’s letter, which having read 
with much seriousness, his Grace gave him leave to discover his 
desire that his Grace would confer the King’s title and the writer's 
title upon some chaplain of his Grace’s. His Grace not relishing 
that, made this overture, that if the writer would let all rest till 
the term, Sir John should talk “with Dr.” and let him know 
that the King had right to present, and advise him to relinquish, 
and that Sir John would prevail with his Grace to confer upon him 
the next thing that should fall ; which offer if he should refuse, then 
he should trust to this,—that his Grace had power to dispose of the 
King’s title, and would. Hereupon Cartwright propounded this 
course,—-that the King’s title might be conferred upon Mr. Burdin, 
and he being thereupon presented, instituted, and inducted, when 
“Dr.” saw that sword drawn, he would without doubt, be dealt with 
more easily, and if “ Dr.” would then stand out in suit, ifMr. Burdin 
overcame, he made no doubt that Burdin would resign the benefice 
that his Grace’s brother might be presented (his Grace having before 
discovered his desire, that his brother might have it). Whereat 
his Grace seemed well contented, saying, did Cartwright think so? 
Then his Grace resolved that a presentation should be procured from 
the King for Mr. Burdin, and told the writer, that Sec. Windebank 
would be with him that night, and he should procure the King’s 
hand to the presentation the next day, and commanded Cartwright 
to stay and sup with him and Mr. Sec. Thereupon his Grace 
wished Cartwright to talk with Burdin, and see if he would be 
contented to resign, for in that his Grace would not be seen. Then 
Cartwright told his Grace that he had brought with him the Reader 
of the Middle Temple, Mr Puleston, who had made his reading this 
summer upon the writer’s very case, and would satisfy his Grace to the 
full of the King’s title ; so his Grace was very glad of it, and wished 
Cartwright to call him in, which he did, and his Grace used him 
most graciously, and upon conference, found him so learned in 
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church business, as that his Grace commanded him to come te him, 
and to be no stranger with him, and further commanded them both 
to stay dinner. After this the writer called in Burdin, but before 
doing so, he propounded,—whether if the title proved good, Burdin 
would be contented to resign He told the writer that he would 
do whatsoever he would have him, whereof Cartwright satisfied 
his Grace. So after dinner Puleston and Burdin went to London, 
and Cartwright stayed and attended his Grace and Mr. Secretary at 
supper, when Cartwright had a petition in Burdin’s name ready for 
Mr. Secretary, and a bill for the King’s hand, which Mr. Sec. put in 
his pocket, and the next day, being Sunday morning, the writer 
attended them both to Nonsuch, and in the evening the Sec. deli- 
vered to the writer the bill signed by the King. Upon Cartwright’s 
parting with his Grace, Cartwright besought him for some private 
intimation to the Bishop of Peterborough to institute him, to which 
his answer was something tart, that Sir John and the writer knew 
his Grace would be seen in nothing, and wished that Puleston should 
give the Bishop some light, that he might safely do it notwithstanding 
the Ne admittas ; so Burdin has Puleston’s opinion, which, as Sir John 
has hitherto most worthily performed himself, so now Cartwright be- 
seeches him both with his presence and best power in the Bishop, to 
effect. Sir John sees hereby what his Grace intends, and for whom, 
therefore the writer presumes he will neither spare pains nor labour. 
AndSir John must prevail with Burdin, that when time serves he must 
not be squeamish, but freely resign, which without all doubt will bring 
Burdin a preferment. These things are of a high nature of secresy 
and the proceedings will prove very chargeable to Cartwright, but 
his end and ambition is to do his Grace service in it, and so 
Cartwright knows is Sir John’s.

sail and went out of port. The writer’s lieutenant, seeing him set 
sail, shot a piece before him to make him strike, and he resisting, the 
lieutenant shot again, nevertheless he went where the Norway fly-boat 
lay and boarded her, and, cutting the cable by the hawser, carried her 
away, notwithstanding the fort made divers shots at him, and had 
made many more, but that most of the carriages of the ordnance were 
out of order, for want of wheels. After this, four men of the fly-boat, 
that were with the writer’s lieutenant at the fort, went out to the 
Dunkirker with the long boat, and upon their report they rifled 
and sent her in again, by them, into port,and so went their way to 
sea. The captain of the Dunkirk man-of-war’s name is Peter Simpson, 
of Ostend, hig father is an inn-holder of that town. The Earl 
thought it his duty to certify this bold action and great contempt of 
the Dunkirk man-of-war, and to know what the Lords would have 
done upon Simpson or any of them coming again into port.

21. Statement by Robert Earl of Warwick of the proceedings at a 
justice seat for Waltham Forest held at Stratford Langthorn before 
the Earl of Holland, chief justice in eyre, with Mr. Justice Jones 
and Baron Trevor, his assistants, Lord Willoughby, warden of the 
Forest, Lord Newport, “my brother Cheek,’ Sir Robert Rich, 
Edwin Finch, the Earl of Middlesex, Mr. Coventry, Sir John North, 
and others. The Earl of Warwick found them all on Wednesday 
the first instant in great perplexity, the writ under which the court 
was to be held having been sent by “Mr. St. Johns” to Lord 
Willoughby by a foot messenger and not having arrived. After 
dinner the writ arrived, and the court was opened with various 
formalities, which are here detailed, and various presentments were 
made. On Thursday “Mr. Attorney, namely Sir John Finch,” 
taxed the regarders for not having set out the bounds of the forest, 
and after they had excused themselves, Sir John told the Earl of 
Holland that he had come to let him and the country know that 
he had found a record uf Edward I., whereby the bounds of the 
forest were stated to be from Bow Bridge to Catway Bridge in 
length and from the River Thames to Stanstreet in breadth, and he 
would know how his master had lost every inch of it. He then 
called upon the lawyers present to state if they were for the 
country. They answered they were then ready if any one would 
entertain them. The Attorney said he had traced them “dry foot,” 
for that was his word, and that they had made searches for their 
defence, and he would not stir from thence till he had a verdict for 
the King if they would not make their defence. The Earl of 
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Warwick then alleged that if he had had the spirit of divination to 
have known what Mr. Attorney would have been at by enlarging 
the bounds of the forest, he and many others would have been there 
with their evidences to have satisfied the court not to extend their 
bounds. Therefore, on behalf of himself and the country, he desired 
to know what Mr. Attorney intended, and that they might have 
time to answer him. The Attorney replied, that the Earl fought 
close, like a man of war at his lock, but he was resolved to give no 
longer time than till morning. The next morning the Attorney 
caused the grand jury to hear the evidence for the King, which 
consisted of a roll of 17 Edward I., in which the bounds were set 
out as before stated, and another of the same King, or his successor, 
in which they were confirmed. Upon this he pressed the jury to 
give a verdict, but the foreman making some scruple, the Attorney . 
fell into a rage and threatened them and swore that he would have 
a verdict, which, after retiring for two hours, they returned accord- 
ingly. After which the Earl of Holland stated that he should 
adjourn the court to a day wherein he would hear what the country 
could say in their defence. The Karl of Warwick adds the names 
of the lawyers whom he saw in court, and states that Mr. Attorney 
moved the Lord Justice to fine, or transmit to the Star Chamber, one 
Searle, one of the jury, who produced to the jury when they were 
together a copy of a record in paper of King John’s time. The 
Lord Justice transmitted him to the Star Chamber, but afterwards, 
on the intercession of friends, pardoned him.

Such a captain came in about the 
28th August, and desired to be protected from a Hollander who 
had pursued him, whereupon the writer sent presently to the 
Hollander riding without the haven, and charged him to offer the 
Spanish captain no injury. The Hollander returned answer he 
would not stir him, yet hearing the next morning that the Hollander, 
contrary to his promise, had entered into the said Spanish ship, 
Fenwick went down to the Sheales [Shields] where the Spanish 
ship was close lashed to the Hollander’s side, whereof he de- 
manded to have her released, which the Hollander refused. Then, 
hearing that some of the Spanish captain’s own people had brought 
part of the goods on shore and sold them, and that some of the 
[people of] Shields had some of them which they had taken, Fenwick 
charged the parties to be answer able for them, causing »art of them 
to be delivered to the Spanish captain, and made him the best 
assistance he could. Hearing afterwards that the captain had 
forsaken his ship, and gone to sea in his long boat, the writer went 
down to the ship, where, seeing the captain’s own people carrying 
away the goods and selling them, he charged the master of the ship, 
that he should suffer no more goods to be carried on shore, and sent 
men to assist him, who stayed in the ship for safety of the master 
and his goods, until the Mayor of Newcastle came and put them out 
of the ship, and carried her away. In the meantime, lest the Hol- 
lander should take away the ship, or the people spoil the sails, the 
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writer caused them to be taken down, and safely laid up, which is 
all the goods he has or had, which shall be delivered upon Winde- 
bank’s directions. He did the best he could for the Spaniard’s safety, 
but did not advise him to leave his ship nor promise to secure him.

27. Dr. Robert Pinck to Sec. Windebank. Windebank’s son has been 
now a few weeks’ scholar probationer in that college, and a very happy 
exchange they have in him,—a rose for a nettle. He has all manner 
of natural endowments requisite to a very high degree in learning, 
and is already more than well entered upon the way to it.

could not be perfected this year, the timber remaining of the last 
fall in the New Forest not affording it, which occasioned the

He met there Mr. Huntley, who has so long 
sued the Commissioners Ecclesiastical upon an action of false im- 
prisonment, who importuned Mr. Attorney to be of his counsel, 
and showed an order of the King’s Bench that Mr. Attorney was 
by the Court to be of his counsel, and affirmed that he would bring

York, (whose fines his Majesty destinated towards the building 
of St. Paul’s,) have petitioned his Majesty for a pardon of their fines, 
penance, and excommunication, for their horrible profanation of the 
church, and they suggest that they had been already punished for 
the self same matters before the Lord President and Council of the 
North, to repel which false suggestion the writer can say that when 
the cause had been long proceeded in, before the Archbishop of York 
and the rest of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners there, the defendants 
moved for a prohibition at the Common Pleas upon the very same 
suggestion and obtained it, and the writer being after that employed 
therein by the Archbishop of York made it appear to the Judges of 
that Bench that they were not questioned in the Commission Court 
for their riots (which drew on them censure before the Council), but 
for their profanation of the church, which the Judges of the Common 
Pleas finding true, granted a consultation which the writer procured, 
and sent to the Commissioners at York, nevertheless they have now 
again suggested the same in their petition to his Majesty. The 
writer's son Doctor being with him at Mr. Attorney’s chamber over- 
heard so much, and knows much of these precedents, being of 
counsel in the business, which the writer will leave to his own 
narration.

It grieves the writer’s 
spirit to see how dull and backward his neighbours near Colchester 
are in aiding the repair of St. Paul’s. A great parish near him very 
lately gave ‘6d., and some nothing at all, and the best gave not so 
much as was spent in persuading them. If he might speak without 
offence, he would tell, but not teach, his Grace, how to quicken 
these people, that call so for the Word, yet love not the Church, 
which he thinks must be, as with other beasts, to whip forward 
the fore leading horse. There are certain sectaries in those parts, 
whose examples guide the inferior sort so affected. He will instance 
two whose neglect of his Majesty’s gentle commission has much 
hindered the service, the one, and not the least, is Thomas Cotton 
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of Bergholt, (brother-in-law to Dr. Bastwick,) a great depraver of 
government, in whose study, (he dares say,) all the discontented 
books and speeches invective against the Church and State that 
have been published of old, or lately. are to be found. Cotton 
maintains some peevish intelligencer in London, weekly to send 
him the news of the time, which he usually reads in the streets 
every market day at Colchester, about whom the zealants throng, 
as people use where ballads are sung. Very lately there came 
Mr. Burton from London to Cotton’s house, and preached a sedi- 
tious sermon at Cotton’s private church, which pleased Cotton so 
well as he caused him to preach the same sermon upon a lecture 
day at Colchester. If Cotton were stung, as he privily stings the 
State, all his adherers would guess at the cause, and so fear 
themselves. The other is William Ball, of Little Horsley, who in 
another kind did much hinder the service at the beginning, where 
Dr. Aylett. Mr. Lucas, and the writer were commissioners at Col- 
chester, where not so few as 100 were present straining courtesy 
who should make a beginning, “ Marry,” said Ball, “that will 1!” 
and in a scornful posture threw 12d. upon the board, he being a 
great rich man. This was a pattern for the most there present, 
that do not hold it good manners to exceed their betters. Although 
this will not be [aj cause to question Ball; yet he to enlarge his 
court and garden with a part of the churehyard will be worthy of 
an inquisition. Ball might be more kind to the Church receiving 
so much ornament from it. The writer’s desire to further “ our 
loving lovely King’s desire” in this particular with his zeal to 
this memorable work has made him exceed good manners. [En- 
dorsed by Archbishop Laud.

And with a mind really zealous to the 
good of his Majesty and his service, he begs that he may profess this 
truth, that for his Majesty’s gracious goodness towards him he shall 
be ever ready truly and faithfully to serve his Majesty with as 
much gladness and affection as, in the heart of a subject can be to his 
most gracious sovereign, and shall pray for his Majesty’s long and 
happy reign. [1 p.] 

59. Attorney General Bankes to [the Council]. Report on dispute 
between the Merchant Adventurers and the Merchants of the Staple.

At baptism he re- 
fused to take the child into his arms, 
or to sign it with the cross. In the 
Holy Communion, after having said 
the words of benediction to one or 
two, to the rest he said “ Take and 
eat” or “ Take and drink.” He re- 
viled some of his parishioners who 
bowed at the name of Jesus. Held 
a fast on the Friday before Trinity 
Sunday, being the great ordination 
Sunday, and invited many foreigners 
of other parishes to be present, in 
whose presence he stated that certain 
of his hearers who had not profited 
by his teaching were possessed of 
devils, and called upon the foreigners 
to assist in praying them out. He 
forbade his parishioners to say after 
him in versicles, or anything butAmen, 
and singing of Psalms. Examples 
were adduced of his terming the 
clergy of the realm the Great Rabbis, 
the Great Clergy-monsters, and the 
neighbouring ministers, Idol Shep- 
herds, Dumb-dogs and Soul-murther- 
ers, and that their sermons were'straw- 
berry sermons and dawbing sermons. 
He had also taught that Christ did not 
descend into hell, and it was proved 
that he had been deprived of his for- 
mer livings and degraded from the 
ministry by this court. The court 
pronounced him a man incorrigible, 
and ordered him to be deprived and 
suspended from his ministry, and to 
appear the next court day to hear his 
sentence.

There they 
found five pinks ready fitted to take in oysters and fagots, one of 
them having aboard some ten wash of oysters and some fagots.

Being required to show his 
commission, Waterhouse pretended that it had been carried into 
Westmoreland by Robert Cooke, another agent in the project. Sir 
Edward commanded Waterhouse to attend him “this term at 
London,” with the commission, and in the meantime to forbear 
serving any more subpeenas. [1} p.] 


124, Deduction of the title of the Merchant Adventurers to the 
trade of all the draperies of England vented in Germany and the 
Low Countries. John Duke of Brabant granted them a charter for 
the government of their trade in the Low Countries, a.p. 1296, 
and Henry IV. in the eighth year of his reign granted them a 
charter for a similar purpose in England. In the time of Henry 
VII. interlopers crept into the trade and were fined by the Company 
401. per man. On a complaint to Parliament, an act was passed in 
the 12th Henry VII.,whereby the said interlopers were set free to trade 
with the Company for a fine of 20 noblesa man. About the end of 
the reign of Queen Mary this intromission of unbred merchants was 
found hurtful to the trade, which was then confined to such as were 
admitted of the Company with their sons and servants, who were 
admitted on payment of 20 nobles aman. In the 6th Elizabeth, 
on the breach with Spain, they were prohibited by the Low Coun- 
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ies from trading there, whereupon the Queen granted them a 
pe “for all + Aeon, and they vented their draperies first at 
Emden and afterwards at Hamburgh with greatly increased success, 
until the 14th Elizabeth, when they recovered their trade with the 
Low Countries. When the Earl of Leicester was governor of the 
United Provinces he prohibited all importation of English commo- 
dities except by the Merchant Adventurers, and the Queen there- 
upon granted them a new charter prohibiting all persons save the 
Company to trade with Germany or the Low Countries except for 
books, victuals, and provisions of war. After this, in 1597, by the 
interest of the Hanses and the Spaniards the Company were 
banished out of Germany. The Company established their mart at 
Middleburgh, whereupon interlopers began to creep in again at 
Amsterdam ; but in 1598 the United Provinces renewed the Earl 
of Leicester’s placaart. In 1599 the Company removed to Emden, 
but without being able to recover their trade into Germany. In 
1601 they removed to Stade, and in 1611 to Hamburgh, where in 
1615, they again recovered their trade to Germany and raised their 
vent of cloths, so that in Germany and the Low Countries they 
uttered 90,000 cloths a year, being the greatest height of the trade 
in draperies, Then came in the new company for dyeing and dress- 
ing, and among them the interlopers, who, in two years, brought 
down the vent of draperies to 40,000 cloths, and what since has 
passed appears in a paper annexed. [83 pp.] <Annexed, 


. 1. Petition of the Governor, Assistants, and Fellowship of 
_o + Merchant Adventurers in England to the Council. 
King James having dissolved the new Company for 
dyeing and dressing, and restored the Merchant Adven- 
turers to their former exclusive trade, divers of the new 
Company petitioned Parliament thereon, and so much 
prevailed in the House of Commons that ultimately, 
liberty was allowed by the Council for all persons to trade 
into Germany or the Low Countries except only in white 
cloth, which liberty has now been in existence for nine or 
ten years. Petitioners set forth the inconveniences which 
have resulted under six general heads, which are, princi- 
pally, that the “interlopers have fixed their mart at 
Amsterdam, whither they carry on a trade mostly in 
Dutch bottoms, and not being under regulation, not 
only sell falsified commodities, to the great prejudice of 
the trade generally, but under colour of transporting 
coloured cloths, they include white cloths, to the great 
damage of the Merchant Adventurers. Petitioners pray 
either for an effectual exclusion of the iterlopers or that 
they may be admitted into the freedom of the Merchant 
Adventurers upon reasonable fines, and so be brought to 
an orderly course of trading.

Mediation of the King of Denmark for a general peace delayed by 
the wedding of his son and the King’s own illness.

On the second point, they reply 
that the account may not be understood by persons in Ireland not 
versed in sea affairs, but if the Lords will appoint an understanding 
auditor to join with any that the Lord Deputy will intrust to 
examine the accounts, they doubt not they should soon disperse the 
cloud spoken of, and make their integrity appear as clear as the sun. 
Explain the nature of the accounts taken of the remains on board 
the ships on their return, and show why it would be inconvenient 
and costly for the ships to be furnished and retained in Ireland, 
unless his Majesty would erect a new office of Navy for that king- 
dom, make a dock, erect storehouses, and provide all necessaries fit 
for that purpose. To the third point, the Lord Deputy suggested 
that the ships should winter at Kinsale, and proposed large savings 
on various items of expense. The officers contest all these sugges- 
tions and assert that the pretended saving of 3,576l. per annum 
is the suggestion of persons who abuse the Lord Deputy with pro- 
jects grounded upon ignorance in everything except their private 
gain. One part of the suggested scheme is the withdrawal of sol- 
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diers out of the garrisons in Ireland tocomplete the crews of the 
ships, the officers reply that landsmen are of little use in extre- 
mities at sea, and it being alleged that such is the practice of the

Excuses 
himself for not having written to her by his absence all the last year in 
the country and his sickness since his coming to London. For her 
affairs, it is above his judgment what is designed. His Majesty is 
still the same wise king and loving brother, and cannot but be 
deeply sensible of her estate. Roe will tell her what is whispered : 
that the Duke-Administrator is in counsel to take the French pro-

He fears it cannot be done but with some such 
condition of dependance upon France as may make a just forfeit 
to the empire, and be the seed of future quarrels. He knows she 
is so wise that she will weigh every grain, and this also may be 
mistaken, and an error of zeal; but the same goodness will pardon 
it which has infused the boldness. There are many other things 
that he wishes, and yet hopes, she may know, but his condition and 
other respects diswarrant him to meddle, only he has an infinite - 
desire once to see her Majesty and children, to kiss her hands, and to 
discharge a mind that is full of the thoughts of her service, if occa- 
sion, or his Majesty’s pleasure, would favour him. But she knows 
the tenderness of State affairs; it is like the ark not to be touched 
without warrant. She may remember that the writer moved her 
in Aprillast to extend her favour to the negotiation of Mr. Durie, 
but it seems he tookthe way of Hamburgh. He is now in Holland, 
and Sir Thomas doubts not has acquainted her both with his pro- 
ceedings, success and ends, and that she has vouchsafed him the 
addition of her authority. Roe needs not enlarge on this point, 
it is enough to say if they can effect their desires and a true eccle- 
siastical peace, it will be a greater strength in time to her cause 
and to the whole reformed church than any army of auxiliars, 
Has from the beginning not made one step without the knowledge 
and approbation of his Majesty, though not time for him to declare 
until the ground were settled, and by the direction of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who is an excellent man, and if she has no 
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relation to him Sir Thomas wishes she would make it; for he is 
very just, incorrupt, and above all mistaken by the erring world. 
For the writer's part he esteems him a rare counsellor for integrity 
and a fast friend, and one that has more interest in his Majesty’s 
judgment than any man. He cannot find matter that may beguile 
her with any pleasure. Their quarrels end all in the Star Chamber ; 
the redemption of the forests by Lord Holland, who was removed 
thereby, not out of his Majesty’s affection, but a degree higher in 
his opinion of his ability, is already known to her; this perhaps 
is not, that his Majesty will not lose the fruit, but take all that is 
due to him upon the fines which are great, but not so great as the 
abuse. One Mr. Gibbon is committed to answer his frauds in the 
Star Chamber. Leaves to her Majesty’s fair chambermaid to write 
the boldness of Sir Anthony Pell, which will prove a business of 
peli-mell wherever it falls. On the issue is fixed great expectation ; 
for the writer, he loves innocency so well, that he will hope it in all 
men. The Lord Deputy of Ireland does great wonders, and governs 
like a king. He has taught that kingdom to show us an example 
of envy, by having parliaments, and knowing wisely how to use 
them, for they have given the King six subsidies, which will arise 
to 240,000/., and are like to have the liberty we contended for, 
and grace from his Majesty, worth their gift double, and, which is 
worth much more, the honour of good intelligence and love between 
the King and his people, which Sir Thomas would to God our great 
wits had had eyes to see. This is a great service, and to give a 
character of the man: he is severe abroad and in business, and 
sweet in private conversation ; retired in his friendships, but very 
firm ;a terrible judge, and a strong enemy; a servant violently 
zealous in his master’s ends and not negligent of his own; one 
that will have what he will, and though of great reason, he can 
make his will greater when it may serve him, affecting glory by a 
seeming contempt ; one that cannot stay long in the middle region 
of fortune, being entreprenant, but will either be the greatest man in 
England or much less 'than he is ; lastly, one that may (and his 
nature lies fit for it, forhe is ambitious to do what others will not,) 
do her Majesty very great service, if she can make him. [Copy

33. [Robert Reade] to [Thomas Windebank]. The news of his 
arrival at Madrid has given the writer so great satisfaction that he 
cannot but take pen in hand to express his joy.

37. “Remonstrance by Nicholas Briot, in confirmation of his 
propositions concerning the matter of coin ;” delivered to his Majesty 
this day. He recites the proposition alluded to [see Vol. cclaav., 
No. 44], and lays it down as a maxim necessary to be observed 
in coining small coins that “even as gold cannot be esteemed but 
by silver, and the silver likewise cannot be esteemed but by the 
gold; also it is necessary that the small coin which is made of 
silver be answerable, for price and value, as near as may be to 
the great species, because the said small coin is established and 
ordained but as an instrument and a mean for to change the 
pieces of gold and silver, and for the greater facility of trading.” 
In conformity with this principle, Briot proposed a new coinage of 
fourpenny, threepenny, twopenny, and penny pieces, “inferior to the 
great ”only by two shillings in the pound weight, wrought. He 
concluded with a reply to a proposition made by Andrew Palmer 
for the fabrication of a small currency of fourpenny and threepenny 
pieces, better than those then current by 25 per cent., with benefit 
to the King of 1,000/. monthly, his Majesty providing a stock of 
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4,000/., and showed in what respect his own scheme was to be pre- 
ferred, Palmer’s suggested money not being small enough to supply the 
necessity of the people and the benefit to be derived by the King a 
mere seeming colour. It was part of Palmer’s plan to withdraw 
from circulation the dollars then current in Scotland, converting 
them into his fourpenny and threepenny pieces, without, as he 
asserted, any loss to the people. [93 pp.] 


38. Description of Portsmouth Harbour, setting forth its peculiar 
suitability for a place of rendezvous for the King’s ships, especially 
in comparison with Chatham, with suggestions for taking in land 
at Gosport for a timber yard and store house, the latter in lieu ot 
some old decayed storehouses which stand close by the rampire or 
town wall of Portsmouth which Lord Wimbledon éarnestly impor- 
tuned to have removed as hindering the soldiers walking the round, 
and also the use of the ordnance.

39. Order of Council upon a petition of theGovernor and Company 
of the Silkmen of London. Petitioners stated that since the govern- 
ment of the trade was committed to them, they have used endeavours 
for keeping the poor at work (there being about 200,000 of them 
dependent on the reformation of abuses in the false dying of silk 
and on the preservation of the trade free from fraud). The charge 
of this inspection has made the former debts of the company 
(incurred by the refractoriness of 78 members of the company who 
made default in payment of 1,766/., being their shares of the money 
disbursed on the first settlement of the company,) to amount to 
about 3,000/., which sum having been taken up is left wholly on 
five members who became bound for the same, by the generality, 
who will neither consent to pay the same nor the yearly charges of 
the company, amounting to 1,136/. 13s. 4d. Disagreements relating 
to these subjects have led to a variety of other acts of opposition 
to the petitioners on the part of many members of the company, 
86 of them having refused to pay an assessment made by a general 
court on the 5th June last for payment of use moneys and for the 
officers. Petitioners prayed the Lords to direct some course for 
levying the said moneys, regulating the government of the company, 
and reducing the refractories. The Lords ordered that the 78 per- 
sons should be demanded to pay their several proportions of the 
sum of 2,048/., and in default, their names should be certified to 
the Board; also that the sum of 1,0102. borrowed and due to 
officers be indifferently assessed and levied on the members of the 
company, that the annual charges should be equally borne among 
them, being collected by way of quarterage, as in other companies, 
with a variety of other regulations designed to enforce the authority 
of the governing body of the company, and the privileges given by 
the charter. [4 pp.] 


40. Order of the same. This day John Fisher alias Percy, a 
popish priest, being brought before the Board by John Gray, one of

44, [Sir Thomas Roe] to Philip Earl of Pembroke and Mont- 
gomery. Is informed that his Majesty has referred to the Earl and 
some others to settle the precedence of some officers and others unto 
whom he has vouchsafed a new privilege. Acknowledges that his 
Majesty is both the fountain of justice and honour, and that he can 
make any cipher by addition the greater number. So that what 
he shall move is in no sense to impugn his royal pleasure; but 
believing he has no purpose to depose any of his public servants, it 
is only the writer’s purpose to prevent a mistake, that they who are 
not called may not be prejudiced. His suit is, that the Earl will 
consider the quality of Knights-ambassadors, what rank they have 
always kept in England, being ever joined with the Lord Deputies 
of Ireland, who are viceroys, the greatest honour given by any King 
in Europe, and that what shall be determined against ambassadors 
must also determine that eminent dignity. They have anciently 
had precedence next to Counsellors of State, before the Judges of 
the Benches and Barons of the Exchequer, and many others, newly 
leapt over them. They have borne the character of their sovereigns 
so imprinted that no other office can plead the like; and what a 
King has so impressed cannot be taken away without dishonour to 
the seal that made it. They receive the greatest trust that can be 
imparted from Kings, to negotiate marriages of princes, peace and 
war, leagues and commerce, and whatsoever may concern correspon- 
dency with the foreign world. They sit uncovered before kings, 
precede uncrowned princes, and have the first quality above all 
subjects. In all other kingdoms ambassadors have the title of 
Counsellors, and are for the most part (but in case of demerit) 
admitted at their return, These things and much more that might 
be said for them, from great and reverend antiquity among the 
3xreeks and Romans, and from the civil law, considered, makes the 
writer move that they may not be cast lower. Other officers have 
their benefits, rewards, and ease at home. Only ambassadors have 
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peril of life, labour of brain and body, expense and loss, and no 
certain recompense but this: that they have represented their 
princes, and been dignified with royal credences, to bind and to 
loose; and this at the best but a feather of honour.

To prevent further danger from the 
Hollander he carried the sails ashore, where they remain, subject to 
the pleasure of the Lords. The men he sent aboard remained until 
the Mayor of Newcastle came with strong force and carried the ship 
away.

Defendant stated himself to have been “a minister 
in holy orders of priesthood, and preacher of or for the town of 
Ipswich for thirty years last past or thereabouts.” The tenour of 
the articles appears more or less clearly in the answers, which 
consist of statements admitted by him to have been made in sermons 
preached by him at various times, and which statements or some 
perversion of them, had been made the foundation of the objections in 
the articles. The subject of the articles numbered two to eleven is 
the value and proper use of forms of prayer and of “occasional or 
conceived prayers,” and of extemporary preaching, the use of all 
which he defended. The twelfth article is answered by the state- 
ment that he ‘‘always kneeleth or standeth when he cometh before 
or in the time of divine prayers, otherwise attendeth on the public 
act in hand.” In his answer to the thirteenth and fourteenth 
articles he asserted, that he ever used the gesture of kneeling in 
receiving the sacrament. The fifteenth and sixteenth articles 
related to the observance of holidays, which he had “ always ob- 
served these thirty years without omission.” In the answer to the 
latter article he explains a statement made by him ina sermon as 
having had allusion to “a vulgar superstitious conceit, that who- 
soever works on any of the twelve days [of Christmas] shall be 
lousy.” The application of the seventeenth article is not made clear. 
The nineteenth to the twenty-first articles applied to the question 
of the nature of the presence of the Saviour in the sacrament of 
the Lord’s Supper. He declared the Saviour to be present 
“ spiritually and virtually, and to faith only.” The twenty-second 
to the twenty-fifth articles applied to the fifth of November thanks- 
giving. The twenty-sixth to the thirty-fourth articles related to 
the sense in which he believed in the descent of the Saviour into 
hell, and the opinions on that subject of Mr. Dale and Mr. Heardson, 
the latter of whom once preached in examinant’s church of St Mary 
Tower, at Ipswich, in his absence. The thirty-fifth to the thirty- 
seventh articles related to his having preached against bowing to 
the east; on which subject he had stated that he knew no 
reason why divine adoration should be more confined to one part of 
the world or church than another ; he seems also to have compared 
it with “popish crosses and cringings,’ and the imitations of 
Cardinal Aldobrandini’s ape. The thirty-eighth to the forty-first 
articles related to the views entertained by him of the propriety, 
under the circumstances of the country, of the emigration to 
New England. He had stated “ that he was not of Tertullian’s 
rigid opinion, but of our late learned Archbishop’s milder judgment, 
concerning the lawfulness of flight in persecution, yet rather com- 
mended such as stayed in their native country and mother church, 
which he thought and said to be the most flourishing national king- 
dom and church in the world, not knowing what God would incline 
and enable himself to do in case of trial, if any such should happen.” 
And again he said, “ he was not of so melancholy a spirit, nor 
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looked through so black spectacles, as he that wrote that religion 
stands on the tiptoe in this land, looking westwards, nor feared 
their fear that feared an imminent departure of the Gospel.” 
The forty-second article was founded upon some opinion expressed 
by him on the ancient right of Christian churches to signify their 
assent to, or acceptation of, their ministers.

The world beholds with 
grief the calamities of the House of Lorraine, the mother of princes 
and kings. The blood of the writer derived from that house leaps 
in his veins, when he considers the seats of the dukes his kinsmen 
despoiled. But he is drawn contrary ways by his feelings. If on 
the one side lie vanquished his cousins of Lorraine, on the other 
stands triumphant his brother [of France]. Bound by affection to 
both parties he is forced to fly to the mediation of other princes. 
Appeals to the Pope, whom with profound respect he considers the 
best of sovereigns, to exercise his authority over these princes. 
They acknowledge his power. They regard themselves as sheep 
and him as their pastor. The King entreats him therefore to com- 
mand these his sons, so that listening to his voice they may lay 
aside their arms and enter again into a state of Christian peace, 
with restoration of the princes of that house to their ancestral 
seats. His power over them extends thus far. The paternal hand 
will heal the wounds of his children, and the Christian world will 
proclaim that the House of Lorraine was restored to life by Urban 
the Roman Pontiff. With the other kings and princes who ac- 
knowledge this most Christian house as their mother, the King will 
feel for ever grateful to Urban, the best of sovereigns. Whatever 
he may do for this the King’s ancestral house, he will recognize as 
if done to himself or his crowns.

I. of commis- 
sions to levy men in England, and conduct them to certain places. 
[ Endorsed by Sec. Windebank as “ delivered by Siv John Burrowes” 
[Borough]. 4 p.] 


43. The King to all Mayors, Sheriffs, and other Officers. Warrant 
of assistance to Alexander Erskine, the King’s servant, to whom 
his Majesty had given leave to levy four hundred Scotchmen, 
voluntaries remaining in and about London, for recruiting the 
regiments of his Majesty’s subjects serving under the King of 
France. If any of the menso levied shall run away after the receipt 
of prest money or otherwise misdemean themselves, the persons 
addressed are to see the offenders duly punished. [Draft. 1 p.] 


44, Petition of Capt. Dawtry Cooper to the King. By reason 
of his great loss sustained in the King’s service, besides the loss of 
his son and nephew blown up with himself in the Seventh Whelp, 
and having powerful enemies, he had been put by employment in the 
King’s service, Prays leave to transport himself and 100 landmen 
into France, which men he desires to raise in private without drum 
or other noise, or if his Majesty would confer any employment on 


him at home which might preserve him from want of bread, he 
would refuse all foreign employment. [1 p.] 


45. Petition of divers poor Housekeepers in several places, who 
have fed and lodged soldiers to be transported to Flanders, to See. 
Windebank. The King having given liberty to Sir William Tresham 
to transport 1,000 men into Flanders for reinforcing the English 
regiment there under his command in the service of the King of 
Spain, petitioners, being cooks, victuallers, and housekeepers, lodged 
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and dieted these men, for which certain specified sums are due to 
them. Pray the Secretary that order may be taken for their payment. 
i P-] 

46. Case of the Merchants, Adventurers, and Owners of the James 
taken by Capt. Bontemps since the peace with France. By the 
Articles of Metz restitution was to be made of the ship and goods, 
or the value, which in this instance was 25,445]. Pray that their 
cause may be recommended to Mr. De Vic and M. Augier, his Ma- 
jesty’s agents in France. [1} p.] 


47. Account of goods embezzled and wanting out of the James, 
taken by Capt. Bontemps : total, 10,6210. 6s. [1 p.] 


48. Notes, by Nicholas, on the King’s gain upon the sale of 
powder, written on the fly-leaf of a letter. The King gave the salt- 
petremen for a hundred of saltpetre 31. 3s. 4d., and paid Mr. Evelyn 
8d. per lb. for powder, or 31. 6s. 8d. for every hundred pounds, which 
he resold to the subject at 5/., so that the King gained upon every 
hundred of powder bought of Mr. Evelyn 11. 13s. 4d., or 401. per 
last of 24 hundred. The King buys saltpetre of the merchant for 
4. a hundred, and pays the powder maker 7d. a pound for the powder 
made of it, or 2/. 18s. 4d. per hundred, which is 13s. 4d. more [?] 
than he gives for Evelyn’s powder. [? p.] 


49. Notes corrected by Nicholas on the price of gunpowder as 
supplied by Mr. Evelyn, the powder maker, and the comparative 
price paid for it on the last contract in June 1634 and the one 
in 1632. [1 p.] 


50. Note of the quantity of saltpetre to be supplied by the salt- 
petremen according to their former and present contracts, viz., 
128 lasts 10 ewt. by the former contract, and 179 lasts 2 ewt. by the 
present. [Nicholas adds that there still wants 60 lasts 16 cwt. of the 
240 iasts which ought to be supplied to the powder maker. 4 p.] 


51. Petition of John Sutcliffe, his Majesty’s servant, to the King. 
Petitioner has found out a way concerning powder, whereby the 
King’s profits may be advanced 6,000/. a year, and the seamen 
be both eased and contented. The King appointed seamen to 
have their powder out of the Tower, but the supply was virtually 
in the hands of certain chandlers, in respect the seamen can at 
their best leisure repair to them without further attendance, and 
which chandlers pay but 5/. a barrel but charge the seamen 61. 
and 77. The seamen cannot fetch it from the Tower without a 
warrant to the Earl 07 Newport, another from him to Sir John 
Heydon, and another from him to the officers of the Tower, all 
which requires long time and attendance, but they will give 5/. 10s. 
a barrel, which will amount to 6,000/. profit to his Majesty, there 
being twelve chandl:rs which, one with another, sell 1,000 barrels 
a piece yearly. If the King will refer these things to the Lords, 
petitioner will show them how they may be redressed without 
prejudice to any. [? p.] 
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52. Petition of Richard Bagnall, deputy saltpetreman, to the 
Commissioners for Saltpetre and Gunpowder. Petitioner had sent six 
hogsheads of saltpetre from Southampton to his Majesty’s stores 
in London, whereof one hogshead, value 21l. 11s. 8d., had been 
lost or sold by Brian Hunt, of Winchester, the carrier. Prays 
them to send for Hunt and order him to give petitioner satis- 
faction. [} p.] 


58. Francis Vincent and Edward Batts to the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty. Set forth various applications to Sir John Tunstall, near 
Croydon in Surrey, to inspect his pigeon-house for saltpetre, which 
he refused, saying that on the last time it was digged four foot 


deep, which he thought such a prejudice that he had filled it up 
with sand and gravel. [4 p.] 


54. Committee of the Council to [the Lord Treasurer?]. Have 
called before them John Giffard and six other saltpetremen and find 
them ready to agree to a new distribution of the several counties 
and to enter into new contracts for supply of the required quantities 
of saltpetre. [Draft. 1 p.] 


55. Warrant to pay to Capt. Richard Beale, whom Charles Lord 
Stanhope, Master and Comptroller-General of the Posts, had 
appointed to serve as pust and through-post of Chester, in the room 
of Owen Jones, such sums of money as by privy seal dated 25th 
July in the 9th year of the reign [1633] were directed to be issued 


to the said Owen Jones for conveying packets concerning the King’s 
service from Chester to Helbury and from Chester to Ireland and 
back, from 7th November last past when he entered into the service.

56. Petition of George Lowe, merchant, to Sec. Windebank. 
Thomas Witherings and William Frizell are bound to pay to 
Robert Kirkham 2002. due 25th May 1633, for a reversion of the 
postmaster’s office surrendered to them by him. Kirkham, being 
indebted a like sum of 2002. to Elizabeth de la Fontaine, assigned 
petitioner to receive the money from Witherings and Frizell for her. 
Prays the Secretary to appoint that petitioner may receive the 
same, with the consideration thereof since it was due, from Matthew 


De Quester, out of the moneys sequestered into his hands for the 
postimaster’s office. [4 p.] 


57. Petition of Sampson Bates, Enoch Lynde, Jarman Marsham, 
Job Allibon, Abraham van Solte, and Samuel Allibon, heretofore 
ordinary posts for the Low Countries, to Lord Cottington. At their 
first entrance into their places they paid great sums of money for 
the same, and they were granted for term of life, some of petitioners 
having served 26 years and others various other long periods. 
About April 1633 petitioners were all dismissed without restoring 
any of their moneys, or giving them any allowance towards their 
inzintenance, so that they have been driven to pawn their house- 
hold stuff, and if not relieved are like to perish. The ordinary 
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posts beyond the seas likewise dismissed have been allowed 801. 
yearly, although their places were not so good as petitioners’. Pray 
that upon a new election of a postmaster, petitioners may be 
admitted to their several places again or each of them receive a 
pension from the office of the postmaster. [} p.] 


58. Copy of a statement of the accounts of Matthew de Quester 
since the sequestration of the post office in London for foreign parts, 
that is, from 4th September to 28th December 1633, with comments 
of Thomas Witherings on various alleged inaccuracies therein. 
Witherings desires that de Quester may bring in all the rolls and 
books of accounts, from which Witherings may draw out a just 
account. Among the items in this account (which is that of the 
foreign post office in London for seventeen weeks) are the follow- 
ing :—For three portmantles, 12. 12s.; for cord and cloth to cover 
the mails, 2s.6d. for pack thread to bind up the letters, 9s. 5d.; 
for pens, ink, and paper to write and to pack,1/1s. To George 
Martin for carrying letters abroad, 17 weeks, 2/. lls. To John 
Ridge for the like service, 2/. 11s. Two clerks’ allowance for 17 
weeks, at the rate of 601. per annum apiece, 391. 4s. 8d. For candles, 
wax, and sealing thread, 5/2. 4s. One quarter's rent for the office 
and other rooms, 102 [44 pp.] 


59. [Thomas Witherings to Sec. Coke?]. Further remarks in 
objection to the above-mentioned account of Matthew de Quester. 
Witherings suggests that if he and Lynde, who is paid 60/. per 
annum for nothing else but to keep the accounts, were jointly to 
inspect the rolls and accounts they would be able to “just” them in 
one day. [1 p.] 


60. Petition of John Murray, his Majesty’s servant, to the 
Council. On the petition of Thomas Boorne and others to his Ma- 
jesty, concerning frauds practised in foreign “baltrie’ and brass 
work imported into England, it pleased his Majesty to make a grant 
in that behalf to the said petitioners, which has since come to the 
grave censure of the Council, but has lain long in suspense. _Peti- 
tioner being now interested therein, prays them to consider the 
conveniency of this suit and to give order for passing the grant.

61. Petition of Sir Arthur Mainwaring and Andrew Pitcairn, his 
Majesty’s servants, to the King. Nothing is paid to the King for 
coals burned in salt pans, which may be well rated at 12d. the 
chaldron. Pray that the said 12d. per chaldron may be granted to 
petitioners for a term of years, and at a rent not stated. [3 p.] 


62. Petition of Job Harby, Robert Charlton, Thomas Marsham, 
Thomas Bownest, and others, farmers of the pre-emption of tin, to 
the Council. Ships employed by them to export their tin returned 
laden with foreign corn, but petitioners could not dispose thereof by 
reason of the decree in the Star Chamber whereby the ingrossing of 
corn is forbidden, Petitioners conceive that the decree does not 
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apply to the buying and selling of foreign corn imported. Pray the 
Lords to explain the decree in that point. [1 p.] 


63. Notes, in the hand of Sec. Coke, of reasons in favour of the 
staple of English cloth being held in Holland rather than in Zealand, 
and at Rotterdam in preference to Amsterdam. [} p.] 


64. Petition of divers Clothiers of Devon on behalf of themselves 
and the rest of the clothiers of that county, and of many thousand 
poor people that depend upon them, to the Council. Heretofore 
they had a current vent for their Spanish cloths and kersies which 
were bought in London and transported into all parts of Holland 
and Germany. But since the Merchant Adventurers restrained the 
trade to a few of their own company, and limited it to certain times 
of shipping, and certain places set of mart, petitioners have had 
either no sales for their cloths or that little that is sold, which is 
not one tenth part of what was formerly vended, these men, having 
the trade in their hands, work down to what low prices they list. 
Pray that the trade may be left open again. [1} p.] 


65. Petition of the Clothiers of Kent to the same. The 
Council, by letters to the Justicesof Peace of that county, having 
required the clothiers to continue their trade of clothmaking to the 
intent that their poor might be kept in work, petitioners state 
that in regard they cannot have free sale for their cloth, they are 
not only destitute of money to pay their people, but are like to be 
ruinated and driven to barter for base commodities. Pray the Lords 
to take some speedy course for their relief. [Underneath is a 
memorandum signed by eight of the petitioners that they are ready 
to show not only the causes of their bad trading, but also the 
remedies, as likewise the effects ensuing. 1 p.] 


66. Capt. Mason to Nicholas. Minute of a request to move the 
Lord Treasurer for an order to the Custom House to permit 150/. in 
“ Jermyne dollars” to be transported to Scotland in the Pied-cow 
and the Speedwell of London, for the use of the fishing, till a privy 
seal can be had for the transportation of 1,0002 [3 p.] 


67. Sir Nicholas Halse to the King. In a former manuscript the 
writer set forth that he had gathered that the yearly profit to the 
Hollanders of his Majesty’s fishing was four millions. He has since 
been informed by Mr. Dyett, a gentleman of the Inns of Court, 
who has a brother in Amsterdam, and one Isaac O[u]dar[i] who 
had seen the accounts, that the fishing is well worth to the Hol- 
landers six millions yearly. This great treasure has made them 
rich, and enabled them to maintain their wars, in which a!! their 
victories have been obtained by the expert commanders and fierce 
soldiers of his Majesty’s kingdoms. Yet the Hollanders are so 
ungrateful that they carry themselves unworthily towards the 
King’s subjects, and so insolent that in their jovial meetings they 
say England wil! never be well governed until they have the 
governing of it. Points out what may ensue if they are suffered to

be absolute commanders of the seas :—1. They may keep Newcastle 
coals from London. 2. They may keep from the King’s subjects 
cables, cordage, &c., without which they will not be able to set 
forth a ship. For preventing these inconveniences, the writer 
suggests that if the Hollanders will deliver to the King the Brill, 
Flushing, and the Rammekins (which they must if the King give 
furtherance to the service suggested by the writer), he will then 
have assurance of their fidelity, and for such other considerations as 
he may please, may license them to enjoy half the fishing. This 
being effected will make the King the most powerful sovereign in 
Christendom, and by his protection the Hollanders may well be 
termed the High and Mighty States. Moreover a course may be 
taken without any expense of the King’s present revenue for 
building three score sail of warlike shipping for defence of the coasts 
from Scilly to the North-eastern seas, where the King, as the writer 
is informed, has an island called “Shutland,” and also to bar the 
Hollander in his trade. To accomplish these ends the writer prays 
the King to employ the first seven years’ profits of the writer's 
invention of kilns for sweet drying malt without touch of smoke. 
The late King granted the writer the benefit of all salt marshes won 
from the seas in Ireland; if the present King will confirm that 
grant, the writer is wiliing that the benefit thereof may also be 
employed towards the performance of this service, together with 
any concealed lands in Ireland which the writer can discover. The 
writer adds that the Hollanders put the King of Spain to a yearly 
expenditure of four millions in the Low Countries and in wafting 
home his fleets from the East and West Indies. Suggests to the 
King that an annual payment to him from Spain of two millions to 
be expended on the King’s navy, would enable him to do this 
service, and that thus Spain would save half the amount. The 
writer argues against keeping too many of the King’s ships together 
in a small harbour, and says that in ’88 the Spaniards made a stop 
at the Land's End and there took sundry fisher boats by whom they 
had intelligence that the navy of England was in the harbour of 
Plymouth. Their admiral took counsel whether it were better to 
destroy the said fleet in harbour or to come to an anchor at Calais as 
they were commanded. Whilst they were in council Capt. Fleming 
discovered the Spanish fleet and acquainted the Lord Admiral and 
Sir Francis Drake, who then presently by beat of drum commanded 
every man to repair aboard, which being performed and the wind 
contrary, they were constrained to tow and warp out the said navy 
against the wind, by which means all the navy was clear of the 
harbour, save the Mary Rose and the Hopewell, by the time the 
Spanish fleet was in sight, where otherwise two old ships on fire 
might have fired the whole navy in the harbour. [5 pp.] 


68. Explanation of how 160,000/. per annum may be raised by 
the use of the kilns invented by Sir Nicholas Halse, and which are 
referred to in the preceding paper. The maltsters throughout the 
kingdom are calculated at 40,000, but say there are 20,000, and

that each of them does yearly 500 quarters of malt. If each of 
them paid twopence per bushel the amount would be the 160,0002. 
above mentioned, [2 p.] 


69. Petition of Sir William Bellasis and Leonard Carr, on bke- 
half of themselves and others, to the King. In obedience to a letter 
from the Council directed to them and others, owners of saltworks, 
they have conformed to certain propositions for advancing the re- 
venue, and have attended the perfecting the books for the King’s 
signature, in which they have spent twenty-three weeks, but now find 
a stop put to their proceedings upon a petition of certain fishermen 
of Yarmouth and others. Pray to be admitted to give satisfaction 
of any doubt or objection that is made against them, or otherwise 
that they may have leave to depart. [4 p.] 


70. Petition of [the Eastland Merchants to the Council]. His 
Majesty’s late proclamation publishes his purpose not only to 
redress abuses in making soap, but that the manufacture of potashes 
and soap shall become the work of his own people. It also at 
present authorizes the new company of soapmakers to search and 
mark all potashes, and covenants eventually to restrain the impor- 
tation of all foreign ashes. State at considerable length the way 
of trade of petitioners who export cloth and receive their returns in 
commodities, of which potashes are a principal part. Set forth the 
great inconvenience which will ensue from preventing their import, 
and pray the mediation of the Council with the King that the Eastland 
Company may not be subject to this new corporation, and that the 
liberty both of importation and use of foreign ashes may still be 
preserved. [2 pp.] 

71. Statement of the evils likely to ensue to the Greenland Com- 
pany and the Eastland Company from the new regulations as to 
soap. The prohibition to use Greenland oil in the manufacture of 
soap would wholly overthrow that voyage, which yearly employed 
above 25,000 tons of shipping and 1,000 mariners, whereof 500 are 
bred of landsmen. The yearly charge of this voyage to the company 
was 12,000/., and it brought home 1,100 tons of oil of which there 
never was 50 tons in any year sold for other use than soapmaking. 
The prices of olive and rape oil, which are the oils used in clothing, 
are already raised since the proclamation 10/. per ton. It has cost the 
Greenland Company 40,000/. to uphold their trade against the 
Dutch, the time to make provision for next year’s voyage is now 
come, and if the Company send not out, the Dutch may take away 
or destroy their coppers, vessels, and provisions left there. The 
profits of the new company for the present year are asserted to be 
very small, and next year their sale is like to be worse, their soap 
being so bad that those who have once tried it are discouraged to 
buy again, yet the patentees projected for themselves 30,000/. per 
annum. ‘The injury to the Eastland Company is stated nearly in 
the same manner as in the preceding paper. [2 p.] 


72. Reasons conceived by the Company of Merchants of England 
for discovery of New Trades remonstrating the great benefits that 
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the fishing voyages to Greenland (called King James’s new land) 
beget to this kingdom. The history of the trade is deduced, the 
mode in whick it is carried on is stated, with the encouragement’given 
by it to English labour, and finally itis urged that the soapmaker and 
alsothe whalebone buyers should be examined upon the subject. 
[13 p.] 

73. Petition of divers Merchants trading to Newfoundland to the 
Council. The numerous proclamations set forth for keeping Lent 
according to the statutes, which were ordained to avoid excessive 
prices, to set the people on work, to maintain shipping, and to 
increase the number of mariners, together with the free venting of 
their fish and oil, had given such encouragement to the Newfound- 
land and other fishing voyages, that there were yearly set out from 
Plymouth, Dartmouth, and the western parts, about 26,700 tons of 
shipping and 10,680 mariners. The yearly cost of these voyages 
was about 178,8902, the returns being in Poor-John and above 
1,000 tons of oil, which at 172 per ton, yielded 17,000/.; the whole 
profit being about 24,0007, which was not above 12/. per cent. 
Great quantities of the oil were used in making a very useful soap, 
which was sold for 2d.per pound, whereas they must pay 3d.for the 
soap made by the New Company. In consequence of the proclama- 
tion restraining the use of other oils than olive and rape, in making 
soap, 600 tons of the Newfoundland oil remained on petitioners’ 
hands, which, at 177. per ton, was 10,200/. ‘and near half the gain of 
their last year’s voyage. Pray that his Majesty may be truly in- 
formed hereof, and that petitioners may have free vent and use for 
their oils as hath been allowed. [14 p.] 


74. Petition of divers Citizens of London using the trade of soap- 
making to the King. The King, by late proclamation, commanded 
that no oil should be used in making soap but olive and rape, as had 
been long since decreed by the Mayor and Aldermen of London, 
and that none put to sale any soap, potashes, or soapashes, before 
they be tried by the Society of Soapmakers of Westminster, which 
society also obtained from the King a prohibition of the importa- 
tion of potashes, which have hitherto served as the materials for 
soap. Petitioners being concerned in these commands as far as 
the subsistence of themselves, their wives and children, dutifully 
represent that for obtaining this restraint by the New Society in- 
formation was given to his Majesty of the decree of the city of 
London restraining the use of other oils save olive and rape, but 
he was not informed that at the time of that decree, which was 
above a hundred years since, the using of Greenland oil was not 
known ; or, that since it has been known, it has had allowance from 
the city by many orders. The restraint of Greenland oil will wholly 
subvert the ancient trade of soapmaking, by which the kingdom has 
and shall be served better and cheaper than by the intended new 
invention ; and petitioners solicit an equal examination, by calling 
the salters, grocers, and other great buyers of soap to an indifferent 
trial, whether Greenland oil will not make as good soap as rape oil. 
Petitioners allege that the new way of making soap will prove in- 
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convenient by enhancing the prices of the materials which are 
used in other important trades, and submit that as citizens and 
freemen of London (having ever enjoyed this right, that their soap 
or the free vent or sale thereof has not been taken from them, but upon 
trial by jury as for any other part of their estate) they should lose 
their trade and means of living, if their soap should be tried and 
judged by the New Society, according to their discretions, being 
gentlemen not brought up or skilful in the petitioners’ trade and 
intending the advancement of their own. Pray the King to refer 
the subject to the Council to certify what may be fit to be done for the 
petitioners’ relief. [1 p.] 


75. Petition of Thomas Overman the younger, of London, soap- 
boiler, prisoner in the Fleet, to the Council in the Court of Star 
Chamber. Has been in close restraint since the 10th of May last 
upon his censure in the Star Chamber, and so sickly that he was in 
danger of his life if present course were not taken for his recovery. 
Prays to be released upon giving security to render his person. [# p.] 


76. Petition of Thomas Washer, soapboiler, prisoner in the Fleet, 
to the Council. For making soap of whale oil contrary to the pro- 
clamation, he and some others in Easter Term last were fined in 
5002, with imprisonment during his Majesty’s pleasure, and for 
ever disabled the use of his trade. Having a wife and many children 
and extraordinary charges of sickness and imprisonment, he prays 
pardon, remission of his fine, and enlargement. [4 p.] 


77. Petition of Edmond Kennedy, Francis Grove, and other 
Starchmakers, to the same. The Attorney General has prepared 
the books, and petitioners are desirous to perform the agreement, but 
have been hindered by the importunity of divers clamorous people 
who lately accused petitioners of rapes, murders, and other offences, 
but were not able to prove any particular before the Lord Trea- 
surer and Lord Cottington, to whom the Lords made a reference. 
The persons opposing petitioners are of mean and unworthy quality, 
and the persons they tender to satisfy his Majesty’s rent are of 
small validity. In regard that by the general confused making of 
starch his Majesty has lost 1,0002, petitioners pray that either 
their patent may speedily pass, or that their contract may be dis- 
solved. [1 p.] <Annexed, 


77. 1. A true relation of the worth, quality, and condition of 
the opposers against the Starch Company, as also of the 
persons presented for security for his Majesty's rent. The 
persons described, all to their disadvantage, are Thomas 
Peterson, Hugh Cure, Nathaniel Fox, Richard Moore, 
Nicholas Watson, Mr. Hunton, Peter Bodham, Henry 
White, and Francis Longstone. [1 p.] 


78. Petition of George Peterson, Robert Spencer, John Ranford, 
Nathaniel Fox, starchmakers, and of Thomas Ealles, headborough 
of St. Leonard’s, Shoreditch, Middlesex, to the same. Petitioners 
were apprehended upon pretence they had made starch contrary to 
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the proclamation, and have continued in custody, some a month and 
some less. Their causes are referred to the Lord Treasurer and Lord 
Cotiington, whom they are ready to attend. Pray that they may 
be discharged from custody, giving security for their appearance 
before the Council or the Lords’ referees. [} p.] 


79. Paper recommended by G. R. Weckherlin to the attention of 
Sec. Windebank. It is entitled “ Objections of the Refiners and our 
Answers.” The objections were made by the refiners of sugar to the 
practice of their trade by persons described as “the Theries,” 
foreigners who intended to introduce the making of small loaves of 
sugar, which were brought from beyond the seas in great quantities, 
because English sugar refiners did not make them. A person named 
Gibbes was to be employed by “the Theries,” of whom it is said 
that, having lived abroad, he can make as good as any that came 
from thence, “and that is the reason they so oppose him.” [2 p.] 


80. Heads of a desired incorporation of the Tobacco-pipe Makers. 
Robert Greenehurst, of Barnard’s Inn, is proposed to be appointed 
clerk to the company, and in the margin are precedents quoted from 
charters of other companies in support of the suggested provisions.

81. The King to Sir Henry Spiller, Sir Abraham Dawes, Lawrence 
Whitaker, Edward Ayscough, Lawrence Lownes, Richard Branth- 


waite, Robert Long, Thomas Sherley, William Robbins, George 
Cotton and Thomas Bowen. Commission to compound with 
offenders against the proclamations touching tobacco, for offences 
from 9th April 1625 till the date of the commission. Sir Abraham 
Dawes was appointed receiver and John Gilby and Richard Bigg 
were to be prosecutors, [Minute. } p.] 


82. Petition ot Bishop Murray of Llandaff and Nicholas Moore, 
Justices of Peace for co. Monmouth, to the Council. Robert Johns 
and William Philpott, patentees for retailing tobacco in Chepstow, 
made complaint to petitioners that George Cooke openly retailed 
tobacco in that town, whereupon petitioners required him to put in 
sureties for obedience to the proclamations, and that he should give 
satisfaction to the said patentees. Refusing to do so, petitioners 
committed him to prison, but having obtained his liberty in Hilary 
Term last he has commenced an action of false imprisonment against 
petitioners in the Common Pleas. Pray order that Cooke shall 
withdraw his action and abide such further order as to the Lords 
shall seem fit. [1 p.] 


83. Petition of William Cowper and Henry Blodwell, bailiffs of 
the town of Oswestry, Arthur Ward, alderman there, and John-ap- 
Richard and Hugh Edwards, constables, to the same. Petitioners 
have been apprehended by warrant from the Council awarded 
against persons for selling tobacco without licence, and have been 
brought up 140 miles and remained in custody six weeks, none of 
them having done anything contrary to the proclamation. Oswestry 
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being a corporation very populous, and a great market for cottons, is 
left without government, and the sessions to be held there and 
election of bailiffs likely to be delayed. Pray that they may be heard, 
and if their innocence appear, may receive reparation for their 
damage and charge. [1 p.] 


84. Petition of Richard Cray, Daniel Flood, Thomas Williams, and 
Thomas Haynes, to the Council. Christopher Leicester, one of the 
nine patentees for retailing tobacco in Stepney, deputed petitioners 
to sell tobacco ; but differences having arisen between Leicester and 
Digby, Goffe, and Burges, three others of the patentees, they com- 
plained to the Council against petitioners pretending that they sold 
tobacco without deputation, whereupon they are imprisoned in the 
Fleet, where they have remained seven days. Pray for enlargement 
until the truth of their cause appears, and a day to be appointed for 
hearing, or that their cause be referred to some of the judges or to 
the Attorney and Solicitor General. [? p.] 


85. Petition of Thomas Bird, of Boxford, Suffolk, clothworker, to 
the same. Lapidge Doggid, draper in Boxford, has sold tobacco 
unlicensed ever since the proclamation prohibiting the same. Peti- 
tioner prays the Lords to take such course with Doggid as they shall 
think fit. [4 p.] 


86. Petition of William Finch to the same. Petitioner is tenant 
to the King for sale of tobacco in Kingston-upon-Thames and 
Hampton parish, yet receives small benefit except when his Majesty 
resides at Hampton Court, and then James Lambe, under pretence of 
being allowed to sell tobacco at Court, disperses his tobacco there to 
sundry places and persons. Prays them to call Lambe before them 
and cause him to give petitioner satisfaction, or that Lambe may 
proceed against petitioner in the Star Chamber. Underwritten, 


86. 1. Order of the Earl of Manchester for Sir William Becher 
to let a warrant be diawn up for the said James Lambe 
and directed to a messenger. [1 p.] 


87. Another petition of William Finch to the same. Similar to the 
preceding save that it appears that Lambe occupied a tent in the 
vicinity of the Court, and not only sold his tobacco therein but dis- 
persed it for sale to others who also occupied tents. [4 p.] 


88. Petition of the Merchants that have become bound to import 
Spanish wines, chiefly to further his Majesty’s service, to the 
same. Since entering into this business petitioners have relied 
upon the power of the Council in compelling the vintners to the 
like performance, but the latter have never obeyed any of their 
orders, nor performed their promises for taking off the said 
wines, nor particularly the order of the 3d May which was to 
take them off in a fortnight, or that the sixteen vintners bound 
should stand committed to prison, This order they have neither

performed nor been committed. Pray order to the sixteen vintners 
to take off the remainders in the hands of petitioners, or that they 
may be departed equally, to every vintner the like quantity that 
each has bought of strangers contrary to the Lords’ order of the 30th 
January. [4 p.] 


89. Petition of William Terry, of Canterbury, and John Philpot, of 
Rochester, on behalf of themselves and the rest of the vintners in 
Kent. Petitioners by proclamation are enjoined to sell by retail at 
the same rates as are set down for the city of London. Forasmuch 
as they pay great fines and rent to his Majesty for licence, and buy 
all they utter in London, and undergo great charge and hazard in 
carriage, they pray that they may be allowed to sell at such reason- 
able rates as the Lords shall think meet. [4 p.] 


90. Brief for William Jesson, defendant to a bill preferred in the 
Star Chamber by the Attorney General, in the name of William 
Reynolds, relator, for frauds alleged to have been committed by 
Jesson in his trade as a dealer in woad. The frauds were stated to 
have been the putting earth and water into the woad. Defendant 
contends that the case is not proved, and that the prosecutor’s 
motives are malicious. [3 pp.] 


91. Draft of a proposed reference of a petition respecting some 
conflicting rights, under letters patent, to certain marshes and lands 
deserted by the sea. His Majesty, considering the dignity of his 
Letters Patent and how unfit it is that he should pass grants of the 
same lands to several persons, declares that the claims of the several 
persons to the marshes and lands deserted by the sea shall be allowed 
according to the equity and priority thereof. To this end Lord 
Cottington and the Attorney General are to call before them all per- 
sons so claiming, and to certify his Majesty thereof, and in the mean- 
time that no grant pass, nor proceedings be taken, to the petitioner’s 
prejudice. [Hndorsed by Sec. Windebank, “Earl of Argyle’s 
reference concerning the fens.”

92. Petition of some persons unnamed to Archbishop Laud. 
Divers drained lands within the level of Hatfield Chase, in cos. York, 
Lincoln, and Nottingham, having never been perambulated by any 
parish, are within the King’s power to grant. Endeavours are 
making to procure grants of them at small rent to his Majesty. Itis 
suggested that if the Archbishop would direct the Attorney General 
to clear the title of the tithes within the whole level in the King’s 
name, and would move for a grant of those tithes for 21 years, the 
proposers would pay towards repairing St. Paul’s 1,000/. per annum.

93. Petition of Sir Philiberto Vernatti, Matthew Valkenburgh, 
Luke Valkenburgh, and John Corsellis, to the King. On complaint 
made to the King by petitioners touching the improvement of the 
King’s lands in Hatfield Chase and elsewhere in cos. York, Lincoln, 
Notts, and a reference thereon, many orders were made against Sir 
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Cornelius Vermuyden for payment of scots, for nonpayment whereof 
he has been several times committed to the Fleet. Yet he ‘s still at 
liberty, persisting in his wilful obstinacy. State reasons why he 
ought to be compelled to pay the required amount, and pray that the 
course of sequestration ready to be decreed in Chancery may be pur- 
sued, and that the Commission of Sewers may, for the reasons 
annexed, be stayed until by virtue of the sequestration the works be 
perfected. [1 p.] <Annezed, 


93. 1. Reasons why no Commission of Sewers should yet issue 
for ordering the late surrounded grounds in cos. Lincoln 
and Notts. [14 p.] 


94. Petition of Sir Philiberto Vernatti, Matthew Valkenburgh, 
Luke Valkenburgh, and John Corsellis, to the King. By the Com- 
mission of Sewers to be issued for York, Lincoln, and Notts, the 
Commissioners have power to raise moneys for making the new Cutter 
River, for which 20,000/. will be required. About 12,0007. is in 
arrear by the participants of the scots already laid, which being 
brought in, a further rate of 7s. or 8s. per acre will suffice for the 
work, whereas if the 12,0001. arrear come not in, a rate of 17s. or 
18s. will be required. Petitioners owe nothing of the 12,0001. 
Pray that they may be exempted from a new charge until the 
rest be at equal expenses with them. [1 p.] 


95. “A remembrance of such things as we are to do at this 
meeting.” [Probably intended for a meeting of Commssioners of 
Sewers, the chief business being to agree to a certain number of 
acres to be set out as a recompense to some undertakers of a business 
of drainage.

96. Sir William Ayloffe and Sir Anthony Thomas, undertakers of 
drainage 0° Fens, to the Council. Present the names of such Com- 
missioners of Sewers and other persons as they conceive were most 


‘backward and refractory in that business, desiring that they may be 


sent for. Also, the names of some of the principal Commissioners of 
cos. Northampton, Huntingdon, Cambridge, Ely, Norfolk, Suffolk, 
and Lincoln, of whom the Lords might take information. In the 
latter list for co. Huntingdon are S'r Oliver Cromwe!l and Henry 
Cromwell the elder, esquire. The Commissioners for co. Lincoln had 
decreed the lands of that county. [1 p.] 


97. Petition of Henry Cooke, Richard Cooke, and various others, 
on behalf of themselves and above 1,000 others, poor workmen, 
labourers, and servants, under the Dutch undertak-rs in draining 
Hatfield Chase, to the same. In October 1633 a petition was 
presented by Sir Philiberto Verratti, Matthew Valkenburgh, and 
others, on behalf of themselves and all other the participants in 
the said drainage, praying to be relieved against the complaints 
daily exhibited ayainst them to the Justices of Peace of the West 
Riding of co. York, by the workmen employed on the said works ; 
that is, by petitioners and others. Whereupon le‘ters were d‘rected 
to the Vice-President and Council of York to appoint indifferent 
persons to examine the complaints on both parts. Upon such 
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examination, it appeared that there was due to petitioner, Henry 
Cooke, 3571. 2s. 1d., and several other great sums to the rest of the 
petitioners and others, amounting to 1,500/. and upwards. Upon 
return of the said commission in October last, it was decreed by the 
Vice-President and Council of York, that the participants should pay 
petitioners the said several sums. For performance of which decree 
Sir Philiberto Vernatti and the other participants have been served 
with process ; and for non-payment petitioners have proceeded to a 
commission of rebellion, whereupon some of the participants have 
hid themselves, others have fled the kingdom, and the rest are 
privileged. Pray order that the participants be enjoined forthwith 
to perform the said decree, and to that end a messenger be sent down 
to arrest as many of them as petitioners can find, whether they be 
privileged or keep their houses, or otherwise, and for such as are 
fled, that petitioners may have a sequestration for their land. 
[1 p.] 

98. Petition of divers well qualified Gentlemen, Counsellors, and 
others, dwelling in the Hague, and at Amsterdam, in Holland, with 
all those landed men in the dikage-drying of the drowned lands in 
York, Lincoln, and Nottingham shires, in England, to Elizabeth 
Queen of Bohemia. Divers questions are grown about the said 
lands between petitioners and Sir Cornelius Vermuyden, the seller of 
those lands, which are depending in the Court of Chancery in Eng- 
land. Petitioners fearing (being strangers and not well acquainted 
with the proceedings of the laws of England) that except they 
were countenanced by her Highness, they should be forced to expend 
much travel without hope to enjoy their desires. Pray her letter to 
the King, her brother, to direct such course that their differences 
may be, with all expedition, heard and determined. [1 p.] 


99. Petition of Sir Edward Randill, on behalf of himself and 
his tenants of his manors of Southall and Easthall, Horbling, 
co. Lincoln; Thomas Hall, on behalf of himselfand his farmers 
and tenants in Donington ; and Richard Toller and Thomas Bur- 
ton on the like behalf of themselves and their tenants in Billing- 
borough, to the Council. In the level undertaken to be drained by 
the Earl of Lindsey, more ground was taken out of the fens belong- 
ing to the townships of Horbling, Billingborough, and Donington, 
in co. Lincoin, than by decree of sewers ought to be, amounting 
altogether to an excess of 350 acres, and a lesser quantity than was 
appointed was taken out of some other fens adjoining. Pray that 
these mistakes may be rectified by the Commissioners of Sewers, but 
that such of the Commissioners as receive benefit as adventurers may 
not intermeddle in determining thereof. [? p.] 


100. Petition of Sir William Quadring, Edward Skipwith, and 
Charles Empson, on behalf of themselves and others, the Commis- 
sioners of Sewers in co. Lincoln, to the King. Upon hearing the 
cause of draining the fens between Sir Anthony Thomas and the 
commons of East Holland in Michaelmas term 1634, his Majesty 
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imposed a fine of 2501. upon petitioners for a certificate by them 
made concerning the defects in the works, which fine, upon further 
consideration and information, he mitigated to 1001., to be paid to 
his Majesty’s surveyor general, which petitioners have paid to the 
Earl of Lindsey to that purpose. Pray that on payment thereof, 
petitioners may be discharged of the fine of 2501. [# p.] 


101. Petition of the Inhabitants of Misterton, co. Nottingham, to 
the Council. The complaints of petitioners against Sir Cornelius 
Vermuyden having been referred to the Attorney General, he had 
reported that touching North Car and Haxey Car, he saw no reason 
but that petitioners should content themselves with the proportion set 
out by the Commissioners. Petitioners show that they are content 
therewith, but that Sir Cornelius Vermuyden, being not contented 
with his allotment, exchanged 1,000 acres thereof for 1,000 acres 
which be next Misterton, which he and his partners have inclosed, 
and have thus excluded petitioners from their common, being 200 
families, who keep 46 ploughs, and have no other place to keep their 
plough cattle, milch kine, or other stock. Pray that Sir Cornelius 
may be enjoined to take his proportion of ground as it was set forth 
by the Commissioners, and that petitioners may have their common, 
or that some reasonable proportion of common may be set forth for 
petitioners by themselves. [1 p.] 


102. Petition of the Inhabitants of Misterton, co, Nottingham, to 
the same. The Lords had referred petitioners’ complaints against 
Sir Cornelius Vermuyden to the Earls of Clare and Newcastle and 
Sir Gervase Clifton, who had examined the premises, and made 
certificate accordingly. Petitioners have heretofore lived by hus- 
bandry in Misterton, where, by the only help of their commons, 
46 ploughs and 1,000 great cattle, besides sheep and swine, and 
about 200 families have been maintained, yet now they are so 
barred forth of their common, called North Car, and drowned forth 
of their common, called Thack Car, that they are bereft of all means 
of livelihood. Pray the Lords to consider the said certificate, and 
give order that they may be restored to their common, and have 
recompense. [1 p.] 


103. Petition of the same to the same. By order of 28th 
February last, the Council ordered the Commissioners of Sewers to 
consider what drains and sluices were fit to be made for taking 
away the water from the drowned lands, and to order Sir Cornelius 
Vermuyden and his partners to make satisfaction to petitioners 
for damages sustained. The Commissioners ordered a new river 
to be made and found petitioners’ damages to come to 131. 14s. 4d. 
per annum for 4 years past, and for future time they rated the 
same at 16 years’ purchase, which amounts to 2741. 6s. 8d. But 
Sir Cornelius will neither satisfy the damages, though he proffered 
it before Mr. Attorney, nor make the river, but has devised to make 
. new river, which will drown the petitioners worse than hereto- 
fore. Pray them to cause Sir Cornelius and his partners to satisfy

the damages, and to make the river according to the certificate of 
the commissioners. [1 p.] 


104. Petition of Margaret Kerby, widow, on behalf of herself and 
her children, to the King. Upon a reference to the Lord Treasurer 
and Lord Cottington, they certified what moneys petitioner's 
deceased husband and herself were out of purse for embanking 
Sutton Marsh. Before satisfaction made to petitioner, a writ of 
injunction has been issued out of the Exchequer, directed to the 
sheriff of co. Lincoln to take possession of those lands, being 3,500 
acres, with the crop thereupon growing, the ploughing and sowing 
whereof had been very chargeable to petitioner. The knowledge of 
possession taken to his Majesty’s use will immediately cause her 
créditors to fall upon her to the utter ruin of herself and children. 
Prays some speedy course may be taken for saving petitioner and 
her children from perpetual destruction and imprisonment. [4 p.], 


105. The King to [Commissioners of Sewers for co. Lincoln]. 
Has formerly signified his resolution for draining the level of fens 
in co. Lincoln, reserving the Eight Hundred Fen or Holland Fen to 
be drained as a particular work by itself. Appoints George Kirke, 
gentleman of the robes, to be undertaker for that fen, and directs 
them to make a bargain with him for such a recompense in land to 
be set out to him as will defray the charge. [Copy of a letter 
presented for his Majesty's signature, and sent first from New- 
market for Lord Cottington’s approbation. }? p.] 


106. Treatise entitled, “ Advice of a Seaman touching the Expe- 
dition intended against the Turkish Pirates,” written by Nathaniel 
Knott, and dedicated to Archbishop Laud. This treatise is founded 
upon the presumption that the King’s writ for ship money indicated 
an intention to set forth an expedition against the Turks. The 
writer was a professional sailor, but son of one who for tifty years 
was a mean but laborious minister of the Church of England. He 
justifies the King’s presumed design, and the way in which it was 
to be carried out; passes in review all things necessary to be con- 
sidered in setting forth a fleet, and tenders his advice on every 
branch of the subject. He compares the ships of England with those 
of Holland, greatly to the advantage of the latter; and especially 
argues against the impropriety of setting a land man to command a 
company of seamen. Qn this latter subject he contrasts the cap- 
tains of the Spaniards with those of the Hollanders, and relates two 
naval anecdotes of “freshwater soldiers” appointed captains of 
English ships. In the one case, a “sweet captain” finding a 
noisome smell aboard during a certain operation, demanded what it 
was. Reply was made to the “young Neptune” that it was the 
pump. “ Why,’ quoth he, “cast it overboard, for if it stink so, I 
will have none in my ship!” In the other case it was reported to a 
captain, another young Neptune, that a sail was descried right in 
the wind. “Bear up,” he replied, “I will speak with him.” The 
master told him it was impossible to bear up against the wind. The 
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rebuked captain wished he were on Salisbury plain, where he could 
ride and never observe the wind! The writer concludes with advice 
applicable to engagements with an enemy, and directions to be 
observed on the capture of a ship. Finally, he laments the loss 
of reputation in sea affairs, which had come upon the English nation. 
Our English nation of late years were esteemed the choice men of 
the sea for patience and endurance, but now are grown so feeble 
that they cannot, or so mutinous that they will not, endure the 
least inconvenience of war. “What general ignominy is cast upon 
our soldiers in the eastern parts I remember with as much grief 
as I have heard it from great and eminent commanders.” And 
of the sailors he says they “are so squeamish grown, that if their 
bread wax a little mouldy, or their drink sour, they begin straight- 
way to think of returning, as if they were born to no other end but 
to eat and drink The cause of this I guess to be that men 
are compelled to serve that are not accustomed to such long 
voyages.” [127 pp. besides title page.] 


107. A Book of Cookery, containing receipts principally for 
pastry. The date 1634 occurs on it twice, in the hand of the writer 
of the book, and also in the writing of Nicholas. [18 pp.] 


108. List of persons suggested as commissioners for some purpose 
not specified. Edward Savage, Edmund Wyndham, and Gilbert 
Boune [Bourne ?] are the only unofficial persons named. [1 p.] 


109. Account of fees paid in the office of Sir Thomas Fanshaw 
[the King’s Remembrancer], in that of Sir Peter Osborne [Lord 
Treasurer's Remembrancer], and in various other offices of the 
Exchequer. [11 pp.] 


110. Note of the value of a bowl and cover given to Mr. Skinner. 
It weighed 38} oz. and was valued at 12/. 7s. 04d., being 6s. 5d. 
per oz. [2 lines.] :

1. Petition of Sir Robert Albany, Richard Watts, one of the At- 
torneys of the King’s Bench, and Humphrey Wesden, servant to 
Sir Robert Albany, to the Council. Set forth that petitioner Thomas 
Clarke had not obeyed the award of the referees between himself 
and Sir Robert Albany, but had given out that he never would 
perform the same, and that the quicksets which he was ordered 
to grub up should stand in spite of petitioner, Sir Robert Albany’s, 
teeth. Sir Robert thereupon took proceedings in the King’s Bench 
and obtained an order to have his execution. Under that execu- 
tion no goods were taken but such as Clarke’s wife said she could 
best spare. None of them were child-bed goods She was not 
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brought to bed till about a fortnight after, and she had all the goods 
again in three weeks. Petitioners being in custody of a messenger, 
pray their discharge, and that Clarke may be ordered to give them 
satisfaction. [Perhaps presented in February 1634. See Vols. cclx., 
No. 58, and celaviii., No. 3. 3 p.] 


2. Petition of Walter Aston to the King. His Majesty bestowed 
on petitioner’s father, in consideration of his long service, a pension 
of 1,000. for relief of his much decayed estate. Petitioner’s father 
at his last journey into Spain settled the said pension on petitioner, 
whereupon he engaged himself for the debts of his father. Since 
which his Majesty has forbidden the payment of the pension. Prays 
that if it be the King’s pleasure no longer to continue the same, the 
arrears may be paid, that so petitioner may be preserved from ruin 
by his said engagement. [# p.] 


3. Petition of Mabel Ayers, wife of Christopher Ayers, gentlemans 
to Sir John Lambe, Commissioner for Causes Ecclesiastical. Was 
inforced to commence suit of alimony against her husband in this 
court, and upon reference was allowed but 8s. the week, which, her 
continual sickness considered, she has not been able to subsist upon, 
but has become much indebted, the rather because her allowance was 
never duly paid. Her husband having to appear the 17th of June in 
open court at Lambeth entreated petitioner to forbear her then pro- 
ceedings, and promised to conform to reason, and to that purpose 
desired a meeting the next day. He didnot keep his promise, but 
to avoid appearing in public court, desired that upon reference 
the matter between them might be settled by Sir John, which she 
desires. Prays that as her husband cannot show just cause where- 
fore they should not live together, and as she cannot possibly main- 
tain herself and a servant with so small an allowance, he would order 
that either they may live together, or that he allow her such main- 
tenance as her necessities require. [1 p.] 


4. Petition of William Baispool, prisoner in the Compter in South- 
wark, to Archbishop Laud. Upon displeasure the Archbishop took 
against petitioner for his unmannerly behaviour in the delivery of 
his Majesty’s writ of Prohibition into the Court of High Commission, 
the Archbishop committed him to prison. His misbehaviour was of 
ignorance, and in his zeal to effect his client’s business. Expresses 
contrition, and for the sake of his children and grandchildren, and 
being asolicitor, for the sake of his clients, prays enlargement. 
[Endorsed by Archbishop Laud, “ Baispool’s petition after his im- 


prisonment for his uncivil throwing his prohibition into the Court 


of the High Commission.” Copy. 14 p.] 


5. Petition of Samuel Smalley to the Council. In 1621 Thomas 
Viscount Beaumont, being in great debt and his lands extended, 
prevailed upon petitioner and two others to take the extended pre- 
mises by lease, and out of the profits of his coal mines, valued at 
1,0007. per annum, to pay his debts. At the end of three years the 
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Viscount died, and his lady entered unlawfully upon the coal mines, 
and took the profits for a-year and a half, and then by order in 
Chancery restored possession. In 1629 she entered unlawfully again, 
and has ever since taken the profits, but not paid the debts, or dis- 
engaged petitioner. On the contrary, in 1630 she arrested and kept 
petitioner close prisoner for six weeks. Petitioner is now prisoner 
in the King’s Bench for the Viscount’s debts, his lands and goods 
having been seized, and himself left nothing but part of his wearing. 
clothes and a few of his books. The judgments whereupon he is 
detained had been entered without lawful warrant, but he prays 
that on account of his poverty his cause may be heard at the Council 
table. [1 p.] 


6. Petition of William Belou to the King. Prays order for pay- 
ment of the arrearages of his pension, and also that the new Attorney 
General make not the forfeitures of felons de se heritable to the 
Almoner, contrary to the last Attorney’s perfect knowledge and true 
intention. [Indorsed by Sec. Windebank “ Will. Belou. Mr. Kirke.” 
+ P-] 

7. Petition of Philip Burlamachi to the same. According to his 
Majesty’s reference to the Lord Treasurer and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, petitioner's accounts have been perused by the 
Auditors of the Prest, and the sums demanded reported to the 
Lords referees, who have allowed some and leave others in sus- 


pense until the King’s pleasure be further known. Prays the King 
to declare his further command to the end his account may receive 
a final end, that he may satisfy those to whom he is indebted, 
and the King be freed of longer protecting him. [# :.] 


8. Petition of the same to the same. In passing his account 
of sums disbursed for the King’s service, it appears that by several 
occasions he has been constrained to lay out sums for charges and 
other necessary employments which are not answerable to the com- 
mon course of the Exchequer, whereof the auditors refuse to give 
allowance without further warrant. Enumerates the several sums 
and the occasions of their expenditure, being mostly a per-centage 
of ten pounds per thousand charged on the transmission of moneys 
to be paid for the King’s service abroad. Burlamachi’s claim amounts 
in the whole to 11,9811. 5s., to which he adds 3,120l. for arrears 
of an annuity of 260]. due to him by Letters Patent for 12 years 
ended in 1629. Prays order to the Lord Treasurer to satisfy the 
same. [1 p.] 


9. Minute of application of Sir Thomas Canon to the same. It 
sets forth that Sir Thomas, in January 1632, was employed by the 
King’s instructions to inquire after certain miscarriages of Bishop 
Bridgman of Chester, which business Sir Thomas performed to his 
Majesty’s acceptation, but the Bishop was so enraged that he 
charged him with corrupting witnesses and other acts of miscon- 
duct. On petition of Sir Thomas, the King appointed certain referees 
to consider Sir Thomas’s grievances, who moved him to pass them 
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by, to which he yielded. But the Bishop’s violent disposition con- 
sidered, Sir Thomas, for quieting his mind against future trouble to 
grow in his age, sues his Majesty for a pardon, to be granted generally.

10. Petition of Elizabeth Butcher, widow of William Butcher, to 
the Council. Her husband served his late Majesty as groom sadler 
all his reign, and afterwards served his present Majesty. About one 
and half year since, waiting on the King at Nonsuch, he was drowned 
in the park there, leaving petitioner with three children. There was 
due to petitioner's husband 113/. 6s. 8d. His Majesty gave present 
order to the Lord Treasurer for payment, whereupcn he gave order to 
Sir Robert Pye to pay her 20/. She bas often demanded the residue 
but is answered by Sir Robert that there is no money as yet to be 
had. Prays aspecial order to Sir Robert Pye for her present satisfac- 
tion. [2 p.] 


11. Paper indorsed by Sir John Lambe as written by “ Dr. Sweit,’ 
and as relating to “my Lord Coke’s will,’ which had been taken 
possession of, together with other papers, under the royal warrant, 
calendared Vol. cclxxii., No. 62. Dr. Sweit’s remarks however 
do not so much refer to the will as to the necessity for proving 
in the Ecclesiastical Court, as part of the will itself, deeds and 
writings which are referred to therein. [1} p.] 


12. Statement entitled “The Proceedings between the Lady 
Elizabeth Hatton and Sir Edward Coke, Attorney General to Queen 
Elizabeth.” On the marriage of Lady Elizabeth and Sir Edward, 
which took place on the 2nd November 1599, he would by no means 
stay the drawing of any deed, but acknowledged a statute of 40,0001. 
for performance of promises. Upon this he acquired possession of 
the estate of Lord Chancellor Hatton, and shortly after began to 
grumble at the statute, which, after many discourtesies and unquiet 
proceedings during three years, for quietness’ sake, Lady Hatton gave 
up to him. During those three years she never received penny for 
her maintenance, after that out of his bounty he sent her 1001, 
which she whirled among her servants that attended her. He then 
conveyed to her the manor uf North Elmham, and afterwards defeated 
the conveyance by procuring a new patent from the Crown to two 
of his servants. After that time, on the interference of Lady Hatton’s 
father and uncle, the Earls of Exeter and Salisbury, she had an 
allowance until the marriage of her daughter, the Viscountess Pur- 
beck, since which time, being seventeen years ago, she never received 
a penny. On the sale of the marriage of the only daughter of Sir 
William Hatton for 4,000/., Sir Edward bought therewith the manor 
of Minster Lovell for Lady Hatton and her children, but afterwards 
took it from them, and estated it upon his second son Arthur Coke. 
Many inhuman things followed, falsifying of conveyances and other 
wrongs, which Lady Hatton put up with rather than the world 
should know of them, but she leaves the narrative of these and 
greater wrongs to her complaint at the Council table, and his breach 
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of covenants since, which she confesses were not so well drawn 
by [Sergeant] Ashley as they should have been. He stripped her 
of all her apparel, not leaving as much as linen for her person, 
and by not making her any allowance drew her into great debts, 
which forced her to sell, besides jewels and household stuff, lands 
worth three or four thousand per annum, and was constrained 
to buy his consent for sale of them, with a goodly manor in Nor- 
folk which she purchased of the King, called Fakenham, and 1,0002 : 
in good gold. [An underwritten memorandum states that Coke 
enjoyed a lease of all Lord Chancellor Hatton's estate, valued at 
7,0001. per annum for 22 years. 43 pp.] 


13. Petition of Sir Maurice Berkeley, on behalf of Frances Ber- 
keley, an infant, only daughter of Dame Elizabeth, late wife of the 
said Sir Maurice, eldest daughter of Sir Edward Coke, by the Lady 
Hatton, to the King. Sir Edward Coke had with Lady Hatton a 
very great estate, and promised to assure all lands purchased after 
marriage on the children of the marriage, who were Dame Elizabeth 
Berkeley and the Viscountess Purbeck. On the marriage between 
Sir Maurice and Dame Elizabeth, Sir Edward Coke promised to give 
4,000/., but only gave 3,500/. With Lady Purbeck he gave 10,0001. 
in money, and assured lands of 1,3002 per annum, Seeing that 
Dame Elizabeth (being the eldest child) has not had any advance- 
ment, neither out of Sir Edward Coke’s estate, nor from her mother 
the Lady Hatton, who has sold her land, and yet the Lady Purbeck 


(being the youngest) has had so great a portion, petitioner prays 
that if relief be given to the Lady Hatton upon agreements for the 
benefit of herself and her children, the Lady Berkeley and her 
child, who are in effect disinherited by both, should be considered. 
[3 p-] 


14. Thomas Grymes, John Lenthall, and Daniel Featley, to the 
Council. According to their directions for composing all differences 
between Meredith Madey, clerk, and William Colcombe of London, 
baker, now a prisoner in the King’s Bench at the suit of Madey for 
401. 2s, whereof 26/. is the penalty of two bonds, and 141. 2s. for 
costs, they find that Madey is contented to take his principal and 
interest amounting to 11/. 10s., and 52s. only for costs, receiving 
Colcombe’s own bond to be paid this time twelve months, and Col- 
combe to be discharged out of prison forthwith. For all other 
reckonings between them, the examination thereof has been referred 
to Thomas Lenthall of London, merchant, and Mr. Turner of South- 
wark on behalf of Coleombe, and Mr. Hough and Mr. Perke of 
London on behalf of Madey, with the writers as umpires. Madey 
was charged before the Lords to have sixty-six suits now depending. 
They find that he has not four suits which he prosecutes as plaintiff, 
saving those against Coleombe. [1 p.] 


15. Petition of George Cole to Archbishop Laud. Petitioner for 
above thirty years has been a procurator exercent in the Court of 
Arches, but having taken out an inhibition with absolution in a cause 
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of appeal of John Alexander against Dr. Potter, the Archbishop 
had taken offence and had suspended him from his practice in the 
Archbishop’s court. Petitioner was ignorant that any former inhi- 
bition had been taken forth, and forthwith assented to the revocation 
of the inhibition, wherefore he prays to be released from his suspen- 
sion, and that he may proceed in his vocation. [See Vol. celv,, 
No. 13. 2p.] 


16. “ Mr. Pratt’s note of a report;” being hints as to the nature 
of a grant apparently about to be solicited by Viscount Conway. 
The grant was to be one of arrearages, and the writer suggested 
that it should be desired to have the same according to those made 
to the Earl of Rutland and Lady Denbigh. |1 p.} 


17. Petition of Henry Cooper, Robert Futter, Thomas Pakeman, 
and Thomas Bird, masters of arts, to Archbishop Laud. Petitioners 
have been for some years correctors in the King’s “ print-house,” 
conditioned with to have the pay and privileges which formerly the 
correctors had. The farmers there have abated almost 80/. per 
annum of that pay, and abridged the number of the correctors, 
intending a yet further diminution, the work, notwithstanding, is 
greater than ever, and the farmers exact from petitioners the 
reprinting of such faults as escape. Petitioners having declared 
their purpose to petition the Archbishop, the farmers have discharged 
petitioner Cooper, and threaten the like to the rest. Pray the 
Archbishop to establish them in their employment with the pay and 
privileges which the correctors have formerly enjoyed. [Under- 
written as follows: “I require Mr. Young and the rest of the 
farmers of his Majesty’s printing house to continue these peti- 
tioners in their places and to allow them their pay heretofore 
accustomed, until such time as I have leisure to hear this business 
myself. W. Cant.” The handwriting of this answer does not appear 
to be that of Archbishop Laud himself. 1 p.] 


18. Francis Lord Cottington to Sir John [Lambe]. Prays him 
that their indifferent requests may prevail with each other ; his is 
that his servant the bearer may be freed with little or no costs. 
[Indorsed by Sir John Lambe, “ Lord Cottington and Ceely.” 4 p.] 


19. Petition of Catherine Dale to Sir John Lambe and Sir 
Nathaniel Brent, judges delegates in the cause of Searle against 
Dale. The judges have pronounced 500/. to be remaining in peti- 
tioner’s hands and have given 401 to Searle. When before Sir 
Henry Marten, Judge of the Prerogative Court, there was then but 
5002. in her hands, and he ordered 200/. to be paid, viz., 1002 to 
Searle, which was long since paid, and 1002. to Robert Dale, the 
grand-child, which is to be paid, and petitioner has expended 802 
more. Prays that the sentence may be reformed concerning the 
5001, and petitioner be ordered to pay such a sum as she is able. 
[i p-] 

20. Petition of Aquila Weekes, keeper of the Gatehouse and 
warden of the prison for the Court or High Commission, to the 
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Council. The Lady Eleanor Douglas has been condemned in the 
High Commission to pay to his Majesty 3,000/. fine for her offence, 
and to be kept close prisoner under petitioner's custody, where she 
long has and does remain, having no means to support herself. 
Prays them to consider the great arrears due to petitioner for his 
Majesty's prisoners, as also what further allowances may seem meet 
to be made for Lady Eleanor’s maintenance. [3 p.] 


21. Petition of John Egerton to the Queen. Francis Newton and 
John Cooke have much molested petitioner in the streets by pre- 
tending they had a commission to carry him before Sec. Win- 
dcbank, but which they refused to show. Petitioner offered to go 
to the; Secretary, but they said he would not be at leisure for two 
days, and detained petitioner until by force they got a watch from 
him, and still threaten to disturb him. Prays her Majesty to pro- 
cure that the Secretary may admit of petitioner's bond to answer, 
and in the meantime may grant petitioner a certificate that he may 
go freely about his affairs. [Indorsed by Windebank as “ Sent by 
the Queen.” 1 p.] 


22. William Earl of Exeter to Lucy Countess of Carlisle. Letter 
of homage which it would have been more pleasure to the writer to 
pay in her lodging at court, when she sees her perfections in the 
glass, adding perfection to perfection, approving the bon mots spoken 
in her presence, moderating the excess of compliments, passing 
over a dull jest without.a sweet smile, giving a wise answer to an 
extravagant question. Were he young again he would bea humble 
suitor that she would vouchsafe that her lodging might be his 
academy, quitting to the rest both Italy and France. Expects 
within a few days the approach of the violets, whence he begins to 
entertain hope of the first and latter presents of the year, but her 
perfections weigh down all other delights. [Draft. 14 p] 


23. Petition of Anne Fell to Archbishop Laud. Has been mar- 
ried to Nicholas Fell for ten years and borne him six children, 
during which time he has constantly misused her, and she being 
lately with child, he struck her with his foot that, the same night 
she miscarried, and has ever since been unable to rise out of 
her bed. In her extremity her husband debars her of those neces- 
saries belonging to a woman in her case, so that she is in extreme 
danger of her life. Prays order that petitioner may be removed out 
of the power of her husband, and that he may be compelled by 
attachment to allow her competent means. [Underwritten by Sir 
John Lambe, “ Dr. Merrick brought a message from Lambeth, unde 
attachiamentum exit.” 1 p.} 


24. Petition of Captain Constance Ferrer to the King. In 
August last the King granted petitioner all sums of money due to 
William Best, who had changed his religion and now lives in the 
Turkish dominions. In November following, on the request of 
Mr. Kirke, the King bestowed the same on a gentlewoman, not 
knowing of the former grant. Order has since been given to Sec. 
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Windebank that the first grant should stand. Prays direction to 
the Attorney General. [# p.] 


25. Statement of the case of Nicholas Fitz-James, a goldsmith. 
Having been out of England, and or his return keeping close for 
fear of creditors, Fitz-James was arrested by Francis Newton, a 
messenger, upon a warrant of Sec. Windebank for apprehending 
priests, and afterwards detained at the suit of Edward Lincoln, a 
creditor. On the Secretary’s acquainting the Lord Chief Justice 
with the officer’s abuse of the Secretary’s warrant, Fitz-James had 
been discharged on security to appear whensoever the Secretary 
should call for him. He now seeks on the precedent of John Ter- 
ringham that Lincoln may be bound to be of good behaviour. [1 p.] 


26. Petition of Edward Lincoln, goldsmith, to the Council. Sets 
forth the nature of his claim against the above-mentioned Nicholas 
Fitz-James, which was as his surety to Edward Taylor, who had 
imprisoned Lincoln until he paid Fitz-James’s debt. Lincoln prays 
that he may retain Fitz-James in custody or be satisfied for his debt. 


[1 p.] 


27. Petition of John Gay, his Majesty’s servant, to the Lords of 
the Admiralty. Sir James Ouchterlony, deceased, not long before his 
death, together with Thomas Talbot, petitioned for a grant or privi- 
lege to erect two lights or flame-houses at the mouth of Humber, 
and to take for the maintenance of the same, for 30 years, of seamen 
ld. per ton, and of passengers 2d. of subjects and of strangers 
double as much, thereby to enable him to satisfy his creditors. The 
consideration was referred to the Lords of the Admiralty, and at the 
suit of Lady Ouchterlony is now renewed. Petitioner being a cre- 
ditor for 4002 prays that before any grant pass he may be secured 
to receive satisfaction. [3 p.] 


28. Petition of John Genings, alias Perkins, to the King. Peti- 
tioner was heretofore apprehended and committed on suspicion of 
being a seminary priest, but discharged by the court, and notice 
taken that it was rather out of particular ends of his adversaries, 
than out of just reason, nevertheless his adversaries do not cease to 
persecute him even in his old age. Prays that he may be freed of 
their molestation that he may go about his affairs. [4 p.] 


29. Petition of William Gruffith, one of his Majesty’s sergeants- 
at-arms, to.the same. About 11 or 12 years since petitioner sold to 
Dr. Field, then Bishop of Llandaff, a pocket clock which cost 201, 
for 401, to be paid within one month after the Bishop should be 
translated to any other bishopric, who shortly after was translated 
to St. David’s, which he now enjoys. Petitioner demanding the 401,, 
the Bishep answered that petitioner was paid, and bid look in his 
bond, the Bishop saying that “he had served him a trick,” where- 
upon petitioner sued to the Archbishop of Canterbury, Lord Cot- 
tington, and Sec. Windebank, to hear the cause. They found the 
money due, but the Bishop would not give any satisfaction but 2s, 6d., 
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with scoffs, mocks, and disgraceful words. Prays that the hearing 
of the cause may be referred to the Chief Justice of the Common 
Pleas, Judge Jones, and the Recorder of London. [} p.] 


30. Petition of Thomas Guyllim to the Council. For some dis- 
content petitioner gave their lordships, he was on the 17th of June 
last committed to the Marshalsea, where he continues in great 
misery. States in the strongest terms the extreme destitution of 
himself and his motherless children, and prays release. [Indorsed 
is a minute of the “ Lord Privy Seal, Lord Cottington, Lord New- 
burgh, and Sec. Windebank,” as if the consideration of the petition 
were referred to them. 4} p.] 


31. Petition of Thomas Holmes, prisoner in the Clink, to the 
King. Petitioner was almost four years past committed prisoner as 
a priest or recusant. Is grievously troubled with divers sicknesses, 
besides being aged and poor. Prays to be released, giving bond to 
uppear upon forty days’ warning. [} p.] 


32. Statement by Dr. William Hutchinson of the circumstances 
under which he had procured an inhibition out of the Court of 
Audience to prevent the institution of Dr. Aaron Wilson as Arch- 
deacon of Exeter, whereby Hutchinson had much displeased Arch- 
bishop Laud. The Archbishop sent for Sir Charles Czesar and gave 
him express order to revoke the inhibition, which was done with 
many testimonies of the Archbishop’s displeasure. Thereupon 


Hutchinson waves all hopes or defences, craves pardon, and petitions 
the Archbishop to be a means to his Majesty for some poor prebend 
or other retiring place in some other part of the realm. [See on this 
subject Vol. cclit., No 27. 1 p.] 


33. Articles administered by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to 
John James, of Barton Cortis, co. Northampton, yeoman, William 
Dodson, William Foxe, John Ponder, and Thomas Wells, of Roth- 
well, in the same county. They were charged with having been 
present at one another's houses where exercises of religion had been 
used, and were called upon to state how often. That one of them 
had taken upon him to conceive and utter openly among them a 
prayer, and the same by other persons present in order, and the one 
thought most able concluded. That they had maintained the fol- 
lowing tenets:—That when any Christian man came into the 
church at the time of service, he ought to join in that particular 
exercise which was in hand, and that it was unlawful for him to 
kneel down and pray ; that ringing a peal or two, dancing, playing 
at foot-ball, barley-break, and other recreations, on the Sunday after 
evening prayer, or for the neighbours to sit and talk together at 
their doors in the street, or there to look on or view such like sports, 
was unlawful ; that to gather money on briefs during divine service, 
but only at the church doors after service, was unlawful; that the 
father ought to answer for his child at christening, and not god- 
father, and godmothers, who were but man’s inventions ; that all 
children were within the covenant of God, and were saved though 
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not baptised; that Christians might lawfully go from their own 
parish church when they had not two sérmons on Sunday; that 
persons excommunicated by the ordinary might come to church. 
They were also charged with having spoken against the ceremonies 
and orders of the Church of England, as, namely, against the 
surplice, the cross in baptism, and the ring in marriage ; also with 
having been presented by the churchwardens for not bowing at the 
name of Jesus, which they had obstinately defended, and said that 
to bow at the name of Jesus was to bow to five letters, and that it 
was as lawful to bow at the name of Judas, or Satan, or Devil. 
(7 pp-] 

34. Brief of the proofs of the will of Henry Johnson of Bow, Middle- 
sex, brewer, aged 97 years or thereabouts, according to his own 
account. Hedied on the 16th June 1633. The will was propounded 
by the executors, being the testator’s son Dr. Jobnson and _ his son- 
in-law William Shaw, who had married one of his daughters. It 
was opposed by Drewe Best, testator’s servant in his brewery, who 
had married another of his daughters. Joan Barrett was another 
of his daughters. [233 pp.] 


35. Petition of Robert Walker and Christopher Reddy, two of the 
officers of the Poultry Compter in London, to the Council. On 
Tuesday night last was se’nnight they very ignorantly and indiscreetly 
stayed the coach of the Earl of Lindsey, Lord Great Chamberlain, 
and thereby much offended him. For this offence they had been 
imprisoned in Newgate, and had been in the custody of a messenger, 
and lately by the Council were committed to the Marshalsea, where 
they have remained four days. Express most humble submission, 
and pray enlargement. [4 p.] 


36. Petition of Lady Livingston to the King. The King was 
pleased to pardon to petitioner a certain arrear of rent, which pardon 
passed his hand and signature, and about six months ago was stayed 
at the Privy Seal. Since which time, by warrant from Baron 
Denham, at suit of Lady Saltoun, the sheriff has extended the land, 
so as petitioner’s tenants not daring to plough or sow, the next 
year’s crop is likely to be lost, and petitioner to be disabled to pay 
the great rent of 1902. per annum. Since the stay of the pardon, 
divers treaties have passed between Mr. Stuart, Lady Saltoun, and 
petitioner, who offered them 100/. to buy her peace, but since the 
extent she is unable to pay anything, and therefore prays the King 
to command that the pardon may pass. [1 p.] 


37. Brief on the behalf of Ann Maddock against Richard Luckin, 
in a matrimonial cause in the Court of Arches. The plaintiff's 
mother was married to Sir Nicholas Halse or Halsey, who was a 
principal witness in the cause, as also was Sir Lenthrop Franck. 
The defendant Luckin was resident in Essex. The brief for the 
plaintiff in this cause is calendared in Vol. celvi, No.2. [Much 
damaged by damp. 214 pp.]} 
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38. Petition of Leonard Loveys to the King. Having an un- 
doubted title to lands in Devon and Cornwall in possession of 
Robert Doyley, in right of Julian his wife, petitioner and Doyley 
and his wife submitted their differences to the arbitration of Richard 
Reynell and William Noy, the late Attorney General, who in June 
14 Jac. I. awarded the premises to petitioner and his heirs, but bind- 
ing him to confirm estates granted by Doyley worth 1,000, and to 
pay him 2,2002 Petitioner confirmed the estates and paid Doyley 
200/. in part, and the latter and his wife levied a fine to Sir Francis 
Fulford and others, and declared the use to petitioner and his heirs, 
Fulford was in possession above two years. Afterwards upon false 
pretences alleged to Lord Chancellor Verulam, Doyley obtained 
possession of the lands for satisfaction of the 2,000/., which sentence 
was confirmed the 20th Jac. 1, by Bishop Williams of Lincoln, 
then Lord Keeper contrary to the award and fine, and Doyley has 
long since satisfied his 2,000/. by the profits. Prays reference to 
some of the Lords of the Council. [4 p.] 


39. List of Privy Councillors to whom Leonard Loveys desires his 
above petition may be submitted ; they are the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury, Lord Keeper, Lord Privy Seal, Earls of Arundel and Dorset, 
and Sec. Windebank. [1 p.] 


40. Passages liable to exception in Mr. Miselden’s book of Eccle- 
siastical Policy. [Indorsed by Archbishop Laud, “ But the Treatise 
itself is very fair, and against the lay-eldership directly.” 1} p.} 


41. Petition of Edward Moore, prisoner in the Clink, to Queen 
Henrietta Maria. Has been about seven years imprisoned. Six 
years since was condemned for a priest, when by the Queen’s media- 
tion to the King he was reprieved. Being now aged, and by im- 
prisonment having contracted dangerous infirmities, he prays her 
to mediate for his liberty upon security. [4 p.] 


42. Warrant to the Clerk ofthe Signet. Recites letters under the 
privy signet, dated 5th March 1627, whereby the King gave to 
Edward Lord Newburgh, now Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, 
by the name of Sir Edward Barrett, 2,000/., to he paid out of the Office 
of Jewels, whereof 7091. 12s. 10d. has. been paid. The King 
assigns the remainder of the said 2,000/., being 1,290J. 7s. 2d. to be 
paid out of the arrears of the Duchy of Lancaster. [Probably a 
suggested warrant, undated and unsigned. 2 pp.] 


43. Petition of Sir Beverley Newcomen to Lords of the Admiralty. 
Petitioner having been employed in one of the King’s ships on the 
coast of Ireland for two years, there remains due to him for enter- 
tainment 176/. Prays order tothe Treasurer of the Navy for pay- 
ment, or that their lordships would recommend the same to the 
Lord Deputy of Ireland. [4 p.] 


44, Petition of Thomas Norrice to the Council. By toleration of 
the Greencloth, petitioner divers years kept a tent betwixt the gates 
at Whitehall, never committing any disorder, but being with others 
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commanded thence, he disbursed all his poor estate in taking a 
house in Covent Garden to keep victualling, being licensed by 
good authority; ‘but is informed that it is the pleasure of the Lords 
to restrain the victuallers to a small number. Prays that he may 
be allowed to continue victualling. [Underwritten “ Nihil.” 1 p.] 


45. Petition of Roger North to the King. Sets forth various 
long passed legal proceedings of the late Sir Francis Conisby and 
Mary his wife, sister of petitioner, against John Lord Boteler and 
others the trustees of the will of Sir Ralph Conisby, father of Sir 
Francis. These proceedings had been pending in the Court of 
Chancery for 17 years, a decree having been made in 1618 by 
Lord Keeper Bacon and various orders by Lord Keeper Lincoln. 
This suit had also been before the House of Lords in 1628. Petitioner 
was administrator of Sir Francis Conisby, and executor of his sister. 
The long delay was very injurious to him and prevented his pro- 
secuting his Majesty’s interests in the West Indies, where he desired 
to spend the remainder of his life. Prays a reference of the annexed 
brief to any whom his Majesty might think fit, who might certify 
the reasonableness of petitioner’s request to obtain his rights 
without further expense and loss of time. [1 p.] Annexed, 


45. 1. Brief in which is set forth all the course of the long 
litigation above-mentioned. The manors of North 
Mimms and the Weald, co. Hertford, were part of the

46. Inducements presented by Roger North to his Majesty for 
obtaining some indifferent end of his suit in Chancery, mentioned 
in the preceding article, without further charge, or loss of time.

54. Articles concerning Mr. Price, vicar of Brigstock, co. North- 
ampton, probably submitted to Sir John Lambe, with a view to 
Price being called before the High Commission. Among other things, 
it was charged that he had not read divine service according to the 
canons, nor the Litany nor the Ten Commandments, above two or 
three times for this year and a quarter. In reading the Scriptures 
substituted he for Jesus, because he would neither bow himself 
nor occasion his parishioners at the ‘name of Jesus. He suffered 
infants to go unbaptized, and delivered the communion to some 
of his parishioners sitting. He refused to read the book set out 
by the King, but caused his clerk to read it after service ended, he 
stopping his ears when it was read. He has preached against it 
and maintained that it was more lawful by God’s law to go to 
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plough or cart on the Sabbath-day than to dance. He has caused 
the clerk to lock the church door to keep in the whole congregation 
in the winter time to hear him preach until dark night. Expound-

55. Articles against John Prigeon the elder, [registrar of the Bishop 
of Lincoln], stated in an endorsement to have been presented by 
Mr. Linnden to the Bishop of Lincoln. These articles charge 
Prigeon with having pursued the calling of a pedler, without licence, 
with having abused women, and maliciously slandered the Bishop 
of Lincoln and many others. [34 pp. | 


56. Petition of John Gresham to the Council. Was commanded 
by several orders of the Board to make no further payments to 
Sir Edward Randill for the purchase of the manor of Albury. 
Sir Edward, albeit he had notice of those orders, has made a secret 
conveyance of the said manor, and endeavours to overthrow the 
purchase to petitioner. Prays protection, and that Sir Edward 
may be called to answer his contempt, to the end that petitioner’s 
estate may be settled, and all differences composed between Sir 
Edward and Sir Morgan Randill, his eldest son, who was the first 
occasion of this complaint. [1 p.] 


57. Petition of the same, but termed John Gressam, to the same. 
By order of the 7th of May last, upon sufficient security given by 
Sir Edward and Sir Morgan Randyll, the Council directed the 
remainder of the purchase money of the manor of Albury to be 
paid into the Rolls.

62. Petition of Ralph Skipwith, one of the clerks of the avery, 
to the King. His Majesty’s father granted the office of clerk of 
the market to Hugh May, Paul-Pert,.and William Twyne, the King’s 
servants. May being lately deceased, petitioner prays the King 
to bestow upon him the office after the death or surrender of 
Pert and Twyne. [4 p.] 


63. Petition of Robert Smith, joiner of St. Dunstan’s in the 
West, to Dr. [Sir John] Lambe, Judge of the Arches Court. 
Petitioner was lately cited into this court at the suit of Elizabeth 
Pinfold, widow, but neglecting to appear, was excommunicated. 
Has since appeared and confessed his faults in slanderous speeches 
against the said Elizabeth. Prays forgiveness of the court and 
the party offended, with remission of his fees and release from 
further suit.

64. Petition of John Steward, of Coldingham, to the King. A 
commission directed to Sir Dudley Carleton and others, and returnable 
the 4th of June next, was issued for the examination of sundry 
abuses concerning deal boards and fir timber imported. The 
Eastland Merchants, unwilling to undergo any exact test, endeavour 
to suppress the same commission, and have petitioned for adding 
commissioners of their nomination. Prays that to prevent any 
suppression of the truth, the commissioners who have been most 
employed in this business may be commanded to appear before his 
Majesty in Council to declare their knowledge and opinions 
concerning the premises. [1 p.] 


65. Theological paper, endorsed “ Arguments found amongst 
Dr. Stoughton’s papers tending to draw men from the Chruch of 
England and to separate themselves from the said church.” The 
arguments are,—that it is the duty of God’s people to separate 
from the Church of England, because the offices and officers thereof 
received their life and being, not from the power of Christ, but 
from an ecclesiastical state that is Babylonish and procreated by 
her that sitteth upon many waters.

The Lords in 
November 1633 referred his petition in behalf of his mother against 
John Vanham and others to Sir John Bridgeman, who has returned 
his certificate. Prays them to conlirm the same certificate and to 
write to him to end all differences between them.

68. Petition of Lionel Wake, resident in Antwerp, to the King. 
Petitioner furnished the Earl of Carlisle with 500/. upon a letter 
of credit at Amsterdam in his last embassage, which sui Lord 
Treasurer Portland is ready to pay to petitioner’s son who has coine 
from Antwerp on purpose, and has been here two years attending 
this business, if he has a privy seal. Prays warrant for a privy 
seal accordingly. [4 p.] 


69. Petition of Pauncefoot Wall to Archbishop Laud. ‘I'he Arch- 
bishop intending to reduce the Church of Hereford to an absolute 
form of government in uniting the Peculiars to the diocese in ordinary 
jurisdiction, petitioner, who lately left his Fellowship in ,Oriel 
College, Oxford, to be accepted registrar by the Dean and Chapter, 
prays that upon the election and installation of the next succeeding 
Bishop of Hereford, he may continue registrar in the Episcopal 
visitations. [Subjoined is a memorandum that to this petition his 
Gruce returned this answer, that it was not his mind that any officer 
should be displaced in such visitations, no not in his Metropolitical 
visitation, and that as for petitioner's place the Archbishop would 
shortly order it for him in his own visitation.

70. Petition of the same to the same. The Archbishop having 
favourably considered the damage petitioner was like to suffer in 
uniting the Peculiars of the Deanery to the diocese of the Church 
of Hereford, petitioner prays that the Archbishop would either by 
the new statutes, or by other means, confirm petitioner in his 
registrarship in the Episcopal visitations of the Peculiars.

75. Note of services done by Sir Edward Wardour, since his 
Majesty’s coming to the crown, for none of which he had received 
any reward. They consisted of all tallies for subsidies paid, amount- 
ing to 612,0002; for loans on privy seals above 100,0002 ; loans 
according to the rate of five subsidies, near 200.0002 ; and compo- 
sitions for not taking the order of knighthood 174,000/ ; attending 
the commission for the account between the Duke of Buckingham 
and his Majesty ; taking the account of Mr. Vernon for the green- 


wax, and of all moneys imprested; and making books of moneys paid 
to Burlamachi. [} p.] 


76. Petition of George Wigglesworth, one of his Majesty’s canno- 
niers, to the Council. Has served in the wars these forty years, in 
consideration whereof James I. bestowed on him an almsman’s place 
in Thornton College ; but Mr. Edmund Wind, paymaster for the 
said almsmen, refused to pay petitioner any thing, and one Gabriel 
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Marston has been appointed to one of the places which has fallen 
void, contrary to the grant to petitioner. Prays reference to 
Attorney-General Bankes, with authority to call Mr. Wind before 
him.

77. Thirty-six articles objected against Bishop Williams of 
Lincoln by William Dillon, LL.D. The Bishop is charged by Dr. 
Dillon with having revealed to him at Bugden various counsels of 
state and proceedings of the Privy Council concerning the Prince’s 
intended match with Spain. Also thatin Hilary Term 1627, the 
Bishop charged the King with injustice, and told Dr. Dillon that his 
Majesty fearfully oppressed him. Also that he commented unfavour- 
ably upon the King’s conduct at Woodstock in the case of Mr. Thorne, 
and said he was a young king to put Mr. Thorne to his oath, unless 
his oath might acquit him.

Since 1631 or 1632 
order has been taken for the more reverent receiving of the com- 
munion, and since that order defendants have received kneeling. 
Defendants have been aldermen and mayors of Boston and still are 
Justices of Peace, and if there have been private meetings at 
their houses they were rather to confer on town business than to 
hold conventicles. Richard Westland did not willingly admit any 
but those of his family to prayers in his house, and the time 
when Edward Tilson entertained Leighton in his house was before 
his censure in the Star Chamber (4th June 1630) and was at the 
request of an innkeeper (Tilson’s neighbour) who wanted room in his 
own house. [Damaged by damp and imperfect. 84 pp.] 


6. Petition of Sir Sanders Duncombe, one of the gentlemen 
pensioners in ordinary, to the King. By an annexed project is 
set forth the inconvenience to Norfolk, Suffolk, Essex, and Mid- 
dlesex, by thieves, who steal the King’s deer and subjects’ horses 
and cattle, and for want of a standing watch at Bow Bridge, 
as there is in other thoroughfares, pass to London without inter- 
ception, where they are sheltered by cooks, butchers, and other 
extravagants, so that no hue and cry can take hold of them, 
whereby the penalty of the statute is levied on the township 
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or hundred. For prevention a standing watch is prayed to be 
granted to petitioner. [1 p.] Annezxed, 


6. 1. Project above-mentioned, which explains more particularly 
the statements in the preceding petition, and prays a 
lease for 60 years, at the yearly rent of 101., for esta- 
blishing a watch or ward on Bow Bridge, for apprehend- 
ing thieves who shall pass by the bridge, or by water 
under it, with power to build a gate-house to harbour 
the watch and imprison offenders, and to take such 
ancient tolls as are taken at Towcester, Stony Stratford, 
Northampton, or any other place inthe kingdom. [1 p.] 


7. Petition of the Mayor and Commonalty of Bristol to the 
Council. Their ship, the Abraham, on entering the Bristol Channel 
met with two small barks of 50 tons a piece driving up and down 
the river, being bound out of Minehead with passengers for Ireland, 
wh’'ch barks fell into the hands of a Turkish man-of-war, who took 
away a'l the passengers and goods in them. The like outrage had 
since been committed upon another bark of theirs. Pray that a 
man-o:-war may be sent to defend their coast. Their annual fair of 
St. James will occasion the concourse of divers ships out of Ireland.

8. Petition of Henry Masterson, M.A., and student of Christ’s 
College, Cambridge, to the King. Petitioner has been a student for 
divers years. Understands there is a fellowship now void in 
St. John’s College by the death of Dr. Lane. Prays his Majesty to 
direct his Royal Letters to Dr. Beale, Master of that College, that 
petitioner be forthwith admitted Fellow there. [1 p.] 


9. Brief for Matthew Chase against Nathan Garrett in a cause in 
the Court of Arches relating to the tithes of Stonyfield, in the parish 
of Chesham Woburn, co. Buckingham. [Very much damaged by 


damp. 9 pp.| 
10. Brief of the proofs of Nathan Garrett, in the suit of Chase 
versus Garrett, mentioned in the preceding article, [14 pp.] 


11. Petition of Thomas Gibbon, Thomas Powell, William Laicock, 
and other inhabitants adjoining the new way leading out of the 
High Street into Covent Garden, to the Council. Part of the 
common sewer leading out of High Street into Covent Garden being 
lately stopped up, a pit was left which received the common channel 
water from Covent Garden, which stands in most noisome fashion 
until it rise to a gutter lately made to draw up upon the top of the 
ground into the High Street, by which that water running by peti- 
tioners’ houses is of so noisome and infectious a stench as to annoy 
both inhabitants and passengers. Pray order for stopping up this 
offensive pit and drain. [1 p.] 


12. Petition of Thomas Norris, Paul Davis, Anthony Ferris, 
Henry Pharoe, Alexander Breamer, and Christopher Jackson, 
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chandlers and victuallers in Covent Garden, to the Council. Peti- 
tioners and other victuallers, to the number of twenty-four, were 
called before the Justices of the Peace on Monday last, and out of 
that number four were continued, and the rest suppressed. Most of 
them sell their beer and ale to customers who spend the same in 
their own houses with their families, as is used in the city of London. 
Since the Lords appointed but four victuallers, the number of houses 
has trebled, and all fully inhabited. Some of petitioners bear parish 
offices, all of them pay ship money and other duties, and dwell in 
convenient houses in the public streets, and not in lanes or alleys, 
Pray order to the Justices to consider what number of victuallers 
may now be admitted in so large a place, as also the conveniency of 


the dwellings of petitioners, and their fitness to keep such houses, 
[3p] 


13. Petition of Thomas Harrison and George Gardiner, vintners, 
to the Council. The Lords have formerly made orders for, suppres- 
sion of taverns in the suburbs of London. Yet, in Drury Lane, 
where petitioners live and keep their taverns, within two years, 
four taverns have been erected, which make the number of twelve, 
and one more is now erecting by Reginald Binion, a bricklayer, and 
another intended to be erected at the end of Russell Street corner, 
in Covent Garden. Pray that the erectors of the two last-mentioned 


taverns may be enjoined not to proceed, and that the others may be 
viewed and certified. [} p.] 


14. Petition of Inhabitants of Tiverton to the same. In 1628 
by warrant of the Deputy Lieutenants of Devon, petitioners billeted 
eight score and eight soldiers, on « promise in the said warrant for 
repayment of the sum disbursed, but which, being 160I., they have 
not yet received. By means of this and other losses they are 
unable to raise the sum now imposed on them for shipping. Pray 


that they may be relieved with the 160/. to help to defray the 
charge of the shipping. [? p.] 


15. Lords of the Admiralty to . The person addressed 
having surveyed the decays of the King’s lodgings in the Square 
Tower within the inner keep of Dover Castle, and the most useful 
offices and buildings thereto adjoining, and the Lords having been 
required by his Majesty to put the same in present repair, they 
require him forthwith to repair to Dover Castle, and direct the 
proposed repairs according to an estimate of 2,6001. delivered by the 


person addressed to the Lord Treasurer. [Rough draft by Nicholas. 
1p] 


16. Petition of John Earl of Thanet to the Lords of the Admiralty. 
A lighthouse was erected upon part of the demesnes of his manor 
of Denge alias Dengemarsh [Dungeness], near Lydd in Kent 
the revenue from which, amounting to 500/. per annum, has been 
and is enjoyed by William Bullock, paying a rent of 6/. per annum 
to the Earl tiil of late years, when the rent had been discontinued. 
The Earl conceiving the erecting of a lighthouse to be an act of state

17. Archbishop Laud to Sir John Lambe, Dean of the Arches, and 
Basil Woodd, LL.D. Commission to visit the College of God’s Gift in 
Dulwich, founded by [Edward] Alleyn, deceased. Latin. [Draft.

18. The same to John Holt, his apparitor-general. Having 
determined to visit the College of God’s Gift in Dulwich, he is to affix 
a copy of these presents in the chapel or oratory of the same college, 
whereby all the officers thereof are warned to appear before the 
Archbishop, or his Vicar-General or other persons appointed in that 
behalf, at a day thereinnamed. Latin. [Draft. 3 pp.] 


19. Petition of the Bailiffs, Inhabitants, and Adventurers of the 
Fishing Trade within the coast towns of Dunwich, Southwold, and 
Walberswick, to the Council. Upon hearing petitioners’ complaint 
against Sir John Rous for decaying the haven belonging to the 
said coast towns, the Council on the 29th November Jast ordered 
that Sir John should cause the passage of the haven to be opened, 
and that Sir Henry Marten should appoint some Trinity House men 
and some gentlemen of the county to take a view of the haven, and 
make certificate to the Council Board, which they accordingly did 
on the 17th of January last [see Vol. cclx., No. 28.

25. Return of Deputy Lieutenants of Hants of a muster of the 
several regiments of trained bands for Basingstoke, Kingsclere, 
Andover, the New Forest, Portsdown, Alton, Fawley, Winchester, 
and Southampton. The total of the foot was 5,588, besides 565 
pioneers and 171 horse. [1 p.] 


26. Thomas Harries, rector, and thirteen other Inhabitants of Ket- 
tering, co. Northampton, to Henry Lord Montague [Earl of Man- 
chester], Lord Privy Seal. The Lord Privy Seal has been of late 
informed that Edward Yonger of that town is a poor man, and 
thereupon he has been admitted in formd pauperis to sue divers of 
his neighbours in the Court of Requests, the undersigned certify .that 
Yonger is an informer by his calling, and has house, goods, and land 
to the value of 60/. and upwards. [1 p.] 


27. “Reasons to maintain the lawfulness of the Chancellor of 
Lincoln’s visiting in the Chapter House there, especially in the late 
visitation of the Archbishop of Canterbury.” [The right of 
Dr. Farmerie, the chancellor of the diocese above mentioned, was 
contested by Dr. Meers, the chancellor of the cathedral, as being 
against one of their statutes. In the present paper the reasons

28. Minute of suit of William Burgis to the Committees of the city 
of London for leasing the city lands, to be a tenant to the city of 
certain small tenements and garden plots on Bun Hill, near Finsbury, 
which had been let by the city for 100 years by two leases, the one 
for 40 years, the other for 60 years, the latter whereof expired in 
1636. [2 pp.] 


29. Petition of Thomas Browne to the King. Petitioner with 
divers others can get no redress of their oppressions which they lie 
languishing under, being committed close prisoners for making their 
complaints against Henry Hopkins, warden of the Fleet, and James 
Ingram, his deputy, to the Commissioners appointed for redressing 
the abuses of the Fleet, whereby the prison and offices are forfeited 
to the King. The warden, being advertised that petitioner intended 
to petition the King for his intolerable abuses, will not permit his 
porter to let any victuals come to petitioner, so that he is like to be 
starved to death ; as in the like case, by defrauding the poor prison- 
ers of the charity of others, divers have been famished to death, as 
petitioner is able to make appear. Prays warrant to the Commis- 
sioners to examine the aforesaid abuses, and signify the truth to his 
Majesty.

30. Petition of William Portington, his Majesty’s servant, to the 
Council. By their warrant a messenger was directed to bring him 
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before them, as having refused payment towards the charge of the 
common sewers in St. Martin’s Lane. Petitioner holds three houses 
in St. Martin’s Lane by lease from the Earl of Salisbury, but for five 
years to run. He was assessed by the Commissioners at 51, of which 
he has paid 3/., which he conceives is enough, especially as Dr. Mayerne 
dwells in one of tne said houses, and is not assessed, but petitioner 
for him. Prays them to consider petitioner, and give order as they 
shall think fit. [Underwritten, “ To obey the order.” 1 p.] 


31. Petition of William Lushington, rector of St. Mary Bothaw, 
London, to Sir John Lambe. Complains that the inhabitants of 
that parish about 1584, Sir Thomas Pullinson then being Lord 
Mayor and dwelling there, pulled down within the church or 
chancel two monuments and placed them without the south wall, at 
the same time stopping up a door which was for the parson’s en- 
trance into the chancel, and erecting several rows of seats, whereby 
they not only usurped a right of burial to the prejudice of the pastor, 
but so streightened the place that they have left no convenient 
room for placing forms for the more ready administration of the 
holy communion, so that the communicants receiving in the seats, 
where their boards to kneel against are set so shelving that they 
must of necessity rest upon their seats, it cannot well be discerned 
who kneel according to order or who do not. He also complains 
that the incumbent is not duly considered in the choice of church- 
wardens, and that an unfit man has been brought in to serve for 


clerk. [1} p.] 


32. Extracts from a deed dated the 15th October 1621, whereby 
Dr. Stephen Dennison, curate and preacher at St. Katherine Cree- 
church, was appointed to preach in the same church a sermon or 
lecture founded by Thomasin, and directed by his will to 
be preached every month on the Saturday before the communion, 
tending to the instruction of the people in the right use of the 
holy sacrament of the Lord’s supper. The preacher was to be 
paid a stipend of 8/. per annum, and it appeared that Dr. Dennison 
supplied the said lecture for 13 years without exception. [1 p.] 





33. Extract, stated by Sir John Lambe [see Vol. ccali., No. 75] 
to have been made from the Abbey Book of St. Andrew’s, North- 
ampton, then belonging to the cathedral at York, containing 
various admeasurements of old St. Paul’s church in London. The 
church as consecrated is stated to have contained within its limits 
three and a half acres, one rood and a half, and six virgates of 
land. The Jength of the cathedral was 280 feet, its breadth 130 
feet, the height of the western roof from the altar was 102 feet, the 
height of the roof of the new building from the altar was 88 feet. 
The whole height of the bell tower, both what was of stone and what 
of wood, was 520 feet. The belfry cross is said to have been 15 feet 
in height, with a cross beam of 6 feet, and there is notice of a very 
solemn procession made on the 22d July 1339, on the occasion of the 
insertion into the cross of many relics of a great number of saints, 
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for the preservation of the church and the surrounding buildings 
from tempest and other dangers. The extract concludes with a 
notice of the indulgences which had been granted to all persons 
who should give or procure aid to the fabric of the church. Latin, 
[This paper, having been endorsed in an old hand “1634,” has 
fallen among the Undated of that year, but it is endorsed also 
by Sir John Lambe, “ Ecctia D. Pauli, London,” and it cannot 
be doubted that it is the paper referred to in Vol. ccali., No. 75, 
as sent by Sir John Lambe to Archbishop, then Bishop, Laud, on 
his journey to Scotland, that he might measure, if he found 
any such church in that country. } p.] 


34. The King to the Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s. Hears that 
Mrs. Mary More, widow, being desired, as others were, to contribute 
towards the repair of St. Paul’s, has absolutely refused to give any 
thing, though a tenant to that cathedral, or to the Dean or one 
of the Prebendaries, for a lease which she holds in lives of a very 
great value. Requires the Dean and Chapter not to suffer 
Mrs. More, or any other named in the lease with her, to renew 
her lease, or take any new one, as the Dean and Chapter, or their 
successors, will answer it to the King, and that they register this 
letter of the King’s as a memorial of her unthankfulness. [Copy in 
the handwriting of William Dell, with corrections by Sec. Winde- 
tank. 2 p.]

36. Account of the contribution of the clergy within the diocese 
of Chichester, for the year 1634, towards repairing St. Paul’s: 
total, West Sussex, 51l. 6s. 8d.; East Sussex, 38/. 0s. 4d. The 
name of each contributor is given with the name of his benefice, and 
the amount of his contribution. [44 pp.] 


37. Names of persons in Clerkenwell and Grub Street, who, 
having been several times sent for to come before the Commissioners 
for repair of St. Paul’s, neglected to come or to contribute, 
[Indorsed by William Dell as names of some that are to be con- 
vented before the Lords. 4 p.] 


38. Information given by a person unnamed, probably to Arch- 
bishop Laud, respecting the employment of two vaults under 
St. Paul’s, on the north side, to profane uses. One was rented out 
by the petty canons, and the other by the parish of St. Faith’s, as 
warehouses for books, cellars for beer, wood, coals, &. He adds 
the names of the landlords of the houses on the north side of 
St. Paul’s.

43. Petition of William Cooper and John Clarke, priests and 
rectors of St. Thomas the Apostle and St. Ethelburga, London, 
to Archbishop Laud. Petitioners, according to the Canon and 
the order of the Council, chose in their several parishes each 
of them a churchwarden, whom they presented at the next visi- 
tation to Dr. Clarke, official to the Archdeacon of London, to be 
sworn and admitted. Which being done the parishioners of each 
parish moved for a writ to require Dr. Clarke to remove the 
churchwardens chosen by petitioners, and admit two others in 
their places, which thing, because he hath hitherto withstood, 
there is now an attachment awarded against him to issue on 
Thursday next. Pray the Archbishop to afford them his gravest 
advice and best assistance herein, the rather because it is a business 
that so nearly concerns Ecclesiastical jurisdiction. [1 p.] 


44, John Williams and Thomas Dixon, sergeants-at-arms, to the 
King. James I., in reward of the long service of Williams and Dixon, 
granted them licence to build an amphitheatre on some convenient 
piece of ground near the city of London, which grant his then 
present Majesty confirmed. The intended grantees state the following 
reasons for the furtherance of the grant:—1. Profit to the crown 
accruing from the reversion after the expiration of the lease of the land, 
which was to be purchased for 1,5002, and of a building which was to 
be erected thereon at the cost cf 12,0007. 2. Honour to the kingdom 
from the possession of a place prepared to accommodate so many 
variable and delightful recreations. And 3. Benefit to the common- 
wealth from the exercises there to be practised, which will withdraw 
many licentious and unlimited dispositions from drunkenness, 
lasciviousness, and such base or unworthy inclinations, and by the 
practice of manly sports renew the ancient reputation of the king- 
dom for activity, courage, and strength. It is desired that the 
amphitheatre may be dedicated to the Queen. [2 pp.] 
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45. Propositions of the Undertaker for cleansing the River Thames. 
These propositions are an answer to the Trinity House, who supplied 
land ballast, and to “the Burrells” who used certain engines for 
procuring ballast. The writer contends for the superiority of river 
ballast over land ballast, which he illustrates by several instances, 
and asserts that with his one engine he has done the river more 
good in six months than the Burrells with their two engines have 
effected in twelve years. [1} p.] 


46. Petition of William Mead, citizen and vintner of London, to 
the King. Petitioner’s house, situated near Old Fish Street, has 
ever been frequented by strangers of all nations, and by subjects of 
the best quality and well affected, who conform themselves to the 
laws made for eating fish upon days appointed. By the late order 
prohibiting taverns in London to dress or vent meat, petitioner is 
deprived of his best way of subsistence, having applied himself 
and bred up many servants only for the dressing of fish. As a 
toleration has been granted to two vintners to dress and vent 
flesh, prays that he may have a similar toleration for dressing 
and venting fish.

47. Petition of the same, described as of the Mermaid in Bread 
Street, near Old Fish Street, to the same. His house has always 
been used for dressing and eating fish, for accommodating whereof 
he has disbursed his whole estate. Prays leave to dress fish only 
this Lent for his guests, until he shall be otherwise restrained 
by authority. [1 p.] 


48. Petition of the Master, Wardens, and Assistants of the 
Company of Shipwrights, to the Lords of the Admiralty. Have 
received directions for divers services, wherein petitioners have 
endeavoured a reformation about the River Thames, and are ready 
to pursue this service in parts remote. They are commanded to 
make search and survey, to require bond and oath not to serve a 
foreign state, ta examine abuses committed by persons unskilful, 
to take account vearly of journeymen and servants employed in 
the profession, and whether apprentices be bound for seven years. 
Pray letters of assistance to mayors and other officers in case 
petitioners shall receive disturbance in this service. [1 p.] 


49. Petition of George Morgan, of London, merchant, to Archbishop 
Laud. For building the gates of the city, cleansing Moorditch, mak- 
ing common sewers, paving Smithfield, repairing St. Paul’s and other 
public works, large sums of money have been levied of late years 
upon the citizens of London, sometimes by making the rule of 
“Jevyation ” according to the rate books for the poor, sometimes by 
way of fifteens granted by the Common Council, and sometimes by 
way of voluntary contribution, as lately for repairing Paul’s, which 
being the slenderest way has not proved anything answerable to the 
worthiness of that work. The ancients have left pattern how moneys 
have been levied for the like purposes, neither have these latter 
times neglected this course, viz., to make choice of such men as are 
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grown very rich, and are yet most unlike to hold the places of 
sheriffs and aldermen, to which being elected, they rather submit to 
pay great fines, to be employed in public works for the city,/whereby 
great sums have been raised in these latter days, and no doubt 
remain at this day in the Chamber of London, or on bonds if lent 
abroad. Petitioner prays that the account of moneys so levied, and 
what disbursements have been made, may be required of the Chamber 
of London and brought before commissioners appointed by his Ma- 
jesty for that purpose, and remarkable sums being found to be there 
remaining, that some persons of trust may be appointed to direct 


the issuing the same, first on repairing St. Paul’s, and then upon 
other public works. [1 p.] 


50. The King to the Lord Mayor. Copy or suggested draft of an 
order that a house, which stands remote in a garden, and was built 


before the Act for Regulation of Buildings, be permitted to stand 
and to be finished. [+ p.] 


51. Articles in the nature of instructions as to the course to be 
held in his Majesty’s grants to the Companies of London, touching 
the mesne profits of their lands given to superstitious uses. For a 
consideration such lands were granted by the King to the several 
companies, and upon sight of the grants the Officers of the Exchequer 
were to give allowance of the past profits. [# p.] 


52. Statement indorsed by Sir John Lambe as relating to the car- 
riage of Mr. Fisher, sub-warden of New College, Oxford, and Pierce a 
tenant of that college, upon the renewal of a college lease of lands 
at Basingstoke. It was alleged that unfair advantage had been 


taken on the renewal by Pierce, and that Fisher had winked at his 
doing so. [13 p.] 


53. Various extracts from the Statutes of New College, Oxford, 
endorsed “ Oxford Injunctions.” Latin. [14 p.] 


54. “Considerations touching the settlement of Sir Simon Ben- 
nett’s foundation in University College, Oxford.” This paper includes 
proposals made by Sir George Croke, overseer of Sir Simon’s will, 
and Thomas Hampson, one of the trustees of the lands to be conveyed 
to the college, and three counter proposals made by the Master and 
Fellows of University College. The difference turned on the number 
of fellows and scholars to be admitted into that college upon the 
new foundation of Sir Simon Bennett.

It 
seems strange that there should be now 300 alehouses in Oxford. 
Believed they would not have risen to that number had the power 
of licensing rested with the Vice-Chancellor and other governors as 
in Cambridge, Thenceforth the person addressed was not to meddle 
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with the licensing of alehouses, but to leave the same to the Vice- 
Chancellor and other Justices of Peace there who are members of 
the University. [Drajft. 4 >p.] 

56. Thomas Lord Arundel of Wardour to the Council. Ac. 
count of the ruins of Pendennis Castle, with a request to the Council 
to take the same into consideration, Pendennis being the only 
defence of one of the most considerable harbours in England. [1 p.]

King being informed that the dotations and allowances in his

13s, 4d.; to their master and 
teacher 3l.; tothe chanter 3/.; to the organist 10/.; to either of 
the sextons 40s.; and towards the repair of the fabric 461. At the 
next chapter they are to make an Act to this purpose. [Draft in 
the handwriting of Archbishop Laud.

59. Separate estimates for repair of Sandown, Deal, and Walmer 
castles in the Downs and of Archcliff bulwark at Dover, made by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Paperill, his Majesty’s engineer for fortifications, 
in 1634: total, 5,3221. 17s. 4d. [Jn the summary at the close Sir 
John Pennington is stated to be captain of Sandown Castle, Capt. 
Bing captain of Deal, Capt. Lisle of Walmer, and Capt. Percival 
of Archeliff bulwark, 6 pp.] 

60. Petition of George Rookes, searcher of Sandwich, to the 
King. By the power of his adversaries is kept out of possession of 
his office. He has procured several references from his Majesty for 
hearing of his cause, which have been as often disappointed and 
re-called, so that he conceives no subject in this land suffers so much 
as himself, who desires only to be heard. Prays a peremptory 
hearing by the former referees, viz, the Lord Keeper, the Lord 
Treasurer, the Lord Privy Seal, Lord Cottington, and Sec. Coke, or 
that his Majesty would assume the hearing of his cause at the 
Council table. [? p.]

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62. Demands and propositions concerning Scilly, probably, like 
the preceding, by Sir Francis Godolphin. Ue solicits a further 
supply of muskets and ammunition; suggests that the inhabitants 
should be freed from impressment, and that a ship of war, with a 
smaller vessel to attend on her, should be stationed there for 
guarding the neighbouring coasts. He also suggests an increase of 
the garrison which numbered but 125 persons, and prays that a 
course may be taken for payment of 6362 18s. 4d., which will be 
due to the garrison at Michaelmas, and without which they cannot 
be kept together without starving. [1 p.] 


63. “Proposition concerning Scilly.” These islands might be 
strengthened with little or no charge to his Majesty, if only he would

Some of the keepers of that forest, by colour of rechasing the King’s 
deer which had strayed into Lord Chaworth’s woods of Ansley, had 
not hunted keeper-like with one hound, but with divers couples, and 
had killed divers of the very few fallow deer which Lord Chaworth 
had been at care and cost to breed for his pleasure ; the justice in 
eyre is to take notice thereof, and to give command that Lord Cha- 
worth having offered to be answerable for the safe keeping of any 
of the King’s deer that come into his woods at Ansley, there be no 
more such injury offered to the Lord Chaworth. [Jn the hand- 
writing of Lord Chaworth, and probably merely a suggested letter.

65. Petition of to the King. The Forest of Snow- 
don in cos. Carnarvon and Denbigh, being of a very large extent, 
belongs to his Majesty as Prince of Wales, and has for a long time 
lain waste. In the borders thereof divers parcels of land have been 
inclosed by persons who have no right, without yielding any rent. 
Prays a lease of the lands so inclosed for 31 years ; petitioner re- 
covering the same to his Majesty and paying a yearly rent of 301.

South Sea Castle, Hants: total 1,189/. 3s. 4d. [1 p.] 


67. Note [by Capt. Mason] of the different characters of three 
several estimates for repair of South Sea Castle, that of Barnard 
Johnson the engineer, 3d June 1627, total 6101. 4s, Gd.; that by 
Capt. Mason, 5th May 1634, total 6991. 4s. bd.; and the last, the 
one above calendared by Lieutenant Colonel Paperill, total 
1,1891.

Thomas Lunsford the younger was committed 
prisoner to Newgate by warrant from the Council dated 16th August

kept, and how that custody was from time to time relaxed, first, in 
order that he might prosecute his suit to a gentlewoman worth 
10,000/., and afterwards on account of the prosecutions against him 
in the Star Chamber.

glass that he was enforced to procure a whole company from Mantua. 
Then Vecon, his clerk, ran away into France, and by his procure- 
ment the greatest part of drinking glasses here “spent” were 
brought in from thence.

Have sent him 
some exceptions to his account as Vice-Admiral of Munster and 
desire the moneys to be paidinto the Admiralty. Doubt not he has 
improved to his Majesty’s profit the sale of the Duke of Maquedas’ 
ship, but the writers hold it not fit that there should be any division 
of the proceeds in case of a private ship taken by any of his 
Majesty’s ships. The profit in such case ought to be entire to his 
Majesty. Thank him for establishing Smyth in the place of Mar- 
shal and Water-bailiff of Ireland.

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drapers buy but small quantities and at some special times of the 
year, and divers others buy of the clothiers when they are most sur- 
charged. The clothiers at all times of the year are driven to repair 
to London to sell their cloths to pay the wool grower and the poor 
whom they set on work, and if this restraint should continue, then, 
except at shipping times, the drapers must be their sole chapmen, 
who are no way able to buy half the cloths that are brought to 
London, being the great market of the kingdom, the drapers of 
London being not 140 families and the worst and hardest paymasters, 
Show the inconvenience of this dependency and pray the Lords to 
discharge the said restraint and to grant the same liberty for all 
as hath been accustomed. [Signed by twenty-two petitioners. 1p. 


131. Petition of Francis Gamull, mayor of Chester, to the Council. 
By the writ for levying ship-money, it is required that petitioner 
should cause such moneys as should be assessed in that city to be 
duly levied.

The plaintiffs made no proof that petitioner was the above 
surety, but petitioner proved that he was only 18 years of age at 
that time, and was of another family of Champernoons, vizt., of 
Dartington, and never possessed any goods, nor dwelt at Childhay, 
whereupon, his son obtained two sentences at Rochelle. Since that 
time the cause has been brought into the Parliament Court of Paris, 
in which petitioner is condemned to lose the money made of his said 
goods, and to pay costs, and in that sentence mention is made of 
seizure of the merchandise and effects of the English in France, for 
satisfaction of the overplus in the sentence against French. Which 
injustice petitioner represents to his Majesty, and prays letters of 
marque.

Her brother-in-law never meant to put himself in the French 
protection, neither did the Prince of Orange counsel it, but the con- 
trary. It is true that the country is so much wasted that it has no 
means to keep any sufficient garrison in places of importance, which 
the French perceiving, put one into Manheim, saying that “pour 
raison de guerre,” they could do no otherwise, and they have made 
this promise that whensoever my son or administrator shall have 
means to put in a sufficient garrison, they will draw out theirs. If 
the writer's brother would but have assisted them with means they 
would not have been troubled with these French. It has not lacked 
for solicitation, neither doth it yet, for the writer has again written 
about it, and that he would give her son means to go into his 
country. If he were now there he might take the administration 
of it into his own hands, being in his eighteenth year. For the 
Polish business the King [of Poland’s] last proposition much scan- 
dalized the writer, who cannot find in her heart to consent that his 
child should be disenherited.

The convenience 
of the lighthouses to be erected at the North and South Foreiands 
was certified by Sir Robert Mansell, Sir Henry Mervyn, Sir 
William Monson, Sir William St. John, Sir Sackville Trevor, Sir 
John Pennington, Sir Richard Plumleigh, and by 70 masters of 
shipping and pilots, and the same persons had caused a second 
petition to be exhibited in favour of these lighthouses. The charge 
is the same that has been for many years paid to one Bullock at 
Dungeness, and, after deducting expenses, will not come to 4001. a 
year. The safety of lives and shipping derived from the lights 
at Winterton during eighteen years may give the King some con- 
fidence. The offer of the Masters of the Trinity House to erect 
these lights at one halfpenny per ton comes out of time; no man 
would enjoy any office, if the offer of an adverse party to perform 
the service at an easier rate should make the former grant void. 
The lights at Winterton were granted by the late King to Sir William 
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Erskine and Dr. Melwood, from whom petitioner had purchased. 
The lights at Orfordness are to be maintained without any charge 
upon traders for coals or upon fishermen. The benefit of these lights 
for the Goodwin Sands is the only advantage petitioner ever had 
after twenty-five years’ service, except 6001. given him in the ex- 
pedition to Rochelle.

111. A short relation of that which John Dury has prosecuted in 
the work of ecclesiastical pacification in High and Low Germany 
since the.2nd day of May 1634.

25., 
he taught that our redemption by 
Christ was by ordination,—First, in 
respect of Christ himself, who was 
to be redeemed, for otherwise there 
could have been no redemptive faculty 
at all in his bloodshed, and that all 
that he did in that kind had but 
satisfied for himself as a creature ; 
secondly, in respect of man, who was 
to be redeemed, thereby, as he said, 
to confine the merits of Christ’s suf- 
ferings to a certain number, all others 
being utterly: excluded. And there- 
upon he said, we should be careful 
not to stretch the merits of Christ

beyond their line. On the Sunday next 
after Easter 1633, preaching in oppo- 
sition to what was preached in the 
forenoon by Mr. Cheshire, defendant 
said, “ They think all well if they can 
but extend the merits of Christ large 
enough,” and then he went on in 
words here quoted, to limit the benefit 
of Christ’s death to the elect. On the 
19th May 1633, defendant was present 
at a sermon by Mr. Cheshire in which 
he had spoken of the duty of ministers 
not to be dumb dogs, but to bark and 
bite too when there was an intrusion 
of heretical or schismatical doctrine; 
thereupon defendant, in the afternoon, 
remarked on the dogs and curs which 
would be snarling at the saints, com- 
pared them to Cerberus, and said of 
himself that he would, like the dog at 
Nilus, lap and away, lest the crocodile 
should catch him. Further, that on 
Ist May 1633, he preached that 
“those that are the most forward to 
bow at the name of Jesus are the 
greatest hypocrites,” and “that in 
these days, those that are most 
ready in their outward perform- 
ances, are most negligent in 
weightier matters for their soul’s 
health.” On another occasion he 
said “that the ministers of God ought 
to be called or chosen by the people.” 
He had also preached “ that he would 
not have God’s people come and 
assemble themselves at the Holy 
Communion with the rout and 
rabble of all sorts, for,” he said, 
“do you not see what an unhallowed 
rout of whoremongers and drunkards 
daily press upon their own damna- 
tions in presenting themselves to 
receive the Communion.” And 
this was spoken in opposition to 
Mr. Brookes, the minister, who had 
admonished the people oftener to 
come to the Holy Communion, in that 
there were 1,200 communicants who 
had not received at Easter 1633. 
Defendant had been admonished by 
his ordinary to conform himself to 
the rites and ceremonies of the 
Church of England, and in particular 
to bow his knee at the name of Jesus ; 
and after such admonition in his 
prayer before a sermon he prayed 
thus: “Lord God, thou art a spirit, 
and wilt be worshipped with spiri- 
tual worship; thou regardest not 
the bending of the knee, nor the 
bowing of the body, nor any other 
hypocritical service.” He also 
preached that people might go away 
from their own parish church two or 
three miles to hear sermons, and that

It may be said that the lights in 
time of hostility may not be kept, yet, in the meantime, the lights 
will so acquaint strangers with our coasts, that they may go through 
by their depth as well as our ships. In the late hostility betwixt 
England and France, the then Lord Warden gave orders for cutting 
down even all stairs and passages in the ‘cliffs on this coast; if such 
lights should be erected, the, same would be more advantageous to 
an enemy than beneficial to this kingdom. The writers neither 
have nor can give their opinion for the same. Hear that there is a 
thousand pound bond given to Sandwich that all their inhabitants 
shall be freed of payment towards such lights; and for them of Deal, 
they have no shipping to be charged therewith; and many more that 
have set their hands to the petition have neither shipping nor 
understanding in sea affairs, but have done it, not regarding the 
good of the state nor the benefit and encouragement for the main- 
tenance of shipping.

Note of the anticipations to be brought in. <A privy seal to be 
directed to the Commissioners, authorizing them to pay warrants 
dormant. Sir Edward Wardour moved concerning anticipations to 
be presently made between this and Midsummer. One of the 
vintners promised to pay in the 3,000/. upon Friday or Saturday 
next. Lord Cottington reported concerning the 6,000/., for which 
the farmers gave credit to Burlamachi. Lord Cottington had seen 
acquittances for payments to the Queen of Bohemia and others, 
wherewith the Lords rested satisfied. Petition of Lord Goring aud 
sir Henry Hungate concerning transportation of butter referred by 
Sec. Coke to the [late] Lord Treasurer and Lord Cottington.

15. Petition of Edward Ryder, prisoner in the Marshalsea, to the 
Lords of the Admiralty. Petitioner stands committed, for that his 
witnesses were not present to make good his allegations, neither are 
they willing to appear now without warrant, which petitioner prays 
the Lords to grant. Petitioner did not make complaint of the bad- 
ness of the biscuit which All has lately made, before an example of 
the same was showed to Capt. Plumleigh, Capt. Duppa, and 
others, by John How, which they disallowing, Lord Cottington 
commanded Henry Jones to view whether the residue was according 
to sample, and Jones, bringing from All’s house several of 
the King’s bags, found the same like the sample, which Jones 
is ready to prove. Thereupon petitioner presumed to make com- 
plaint, not for any private gain, but to be directed what to do, 
having provided sweet and wholesome corn, which lying on 
petitioner’s hands, and he being at great charges in repairing his 
Majesty’s bakehouse, tendeth to the utter undoing of petitioner.

Being with Sec. Coke the 
other day, the writer moved for allowance of extraordinary charges 
during the attendance of the Officers at London on this extra- 
ordinary service, from whence Edisbury has not stirred a foot these 
six weeks, and he fears has quite lost Sec. Coke by reasoning about 
it. Desires Nicholas to hasten the letters of assistance to the prest- 
masters, to the end the Officers may despatch them about their 
business, otherwise it will not be possible to get men against the 
time his Majesty has limited. That being done the writer will get 
home to examine the work they have passed, that no wants be for 
what belongs to their office, the most part lying on Edisbury’s 
shoulders. They should now disperse themselves to the places 
where the ships ride, whereby his Majesty would be no small saver, 
though their travels would cost somewhat. They can allow all 
other men charges travelling from their dwellings, but nothing to 
themselves, which must teach, or rather force, some of them to 
forbear the execution of the greater part of their duties. He finds 
it an intolerable burden to expend 150/. or 1602 a year more than 
all the means he has of his own and his salary from the King, 
admitting it were truly paid, which is so doubtful, as no certain 
dependence can be made of it, for Mr. Fleming is ten years unpaid 
or near, and all of them above a year, as the writer conceives he is.
